FREDERICK  WILLIAM  DEAN 

Grand  First  Principal  Z. 

Companion  Dean  was  born  February  7,  1891,  in  Hamilton,  County  of  Wentwortb, 
Ontario,  son  of  Frank  Dean  and  his  wife  Florence  Bevan.  He  was  educated  in  Hannah 
and  Ryerson   Public  Schools  and  Hess  and  Central  High   Schools  in  Hamilton. 

After  a  few  months  with  a  Wholesale  Paper  firm,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  System  at  Hamilton,  in  March,  1906,  filling  various  positions  until  trans- 
ferred to  the  Tariff  Department  at  Montreal,  in  July,  1912.  He  left  the  Grand  Trunk  in 
October,  1912,  and  went  to  the  Canadian  Freight  Associaton  in  Montreal.  On  January  1, 
1913,  he  returned  to  Hamilton  with  The  Steel  Company  of  Canada,  Limited,  where  he 
organized  their  Traffic  Department  and  now  holds  the  position  of  General  Traffic  Manager 
of  their  eleven   plants. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  its  predecessor, 
the  Hamilton  Board  of  Trade,  since  1913,  serving  three  different  terms  as  the  Chairman  of 
their  Transportation  Committee ;  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association 
since  1913,  serving  on  their  Transportation  Committee  during  the  entire  period ;  a  member 
of  the  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League  since  1915,  serving  as  their  President  in  1921, 
and  again  in  1930. 

He  enlisted  in  the  old  91st  Regiment,  Canadian  Highlanders,  now  known  as  the  Argyle 
and  Sutherland  Highlanders  of  Canada,  in  1908,  serving  for  six  years  as  a  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  rising  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant-Major,  when  he  enlisted  in  1914  in  the  58th 
Overseas  Battalion,  C.E.F.  However,  on  account  of  the  nature  of  his  employment,  he  was 
not  permitted  to  go  overseas. 

On  June  2,  1912,  he  was  married  to  Agnes  Wilson  Dobson.  They  have  had  three 
children,  two  boys  and  a  girl.  The  youngest  son  was  lost  in  a  drowning  accident  just 
before  his  third  birthday.  Both  children  are  married,  the  son,  who  served  two  years  in 
the  United  States  Army  Air  Corps,  resides  in  Hollywood,  California;  the  daughter,  who 
served  three  years  in  the  Canadian  Women's  Army  Corps,  resides  in  Hamilton. 

Companion  Dean  was  Superintendent  of  St.  James  Presbyterian  Sunday  School  in 
1911,  and  has  been  engaged  in  Sunday  School  and  Church  activities  ever  since.  For 
twenty-five  years  he  has  taught  a  young  men's  Sunday  Class,  known  as  the  Square  Club 
of  St.  Giles  United  Church,  Hamilton,  through  which  some  five  hundred  young  men,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one,  have  passed  in  that  time.  Of  these,  120  served 
overseas  in  the  Second  Great  War,  fourteen  of  them  making  the  supreme  sacrifice.  Com- 
panion Dean  has  been  an  Elder  of  St.  Giles  United  Church,  Hamilton,  since  being 
inducted  on  April  29,  1928. 

His  Masonic  associations  have  gained  him  many  honours.  He  was  initiated  at  Ham- 
ilton April  19,  1921,  in  the  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  No.  27,  G.R.C,  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  installed  as  their  Worshipful  Master  on  December  21,  1935. 

He  was  exalted  in  the  Hamilton  Chapter,  No.  175,  R.A.M.,  G.R.C,  Hamilton,  Nov.  15, 
1927,  and  was  their  Excellent  First  Principal  in  1936.  He  was  President  of  the  Principals' 
Association  of  Hamilton  District,  No.  5,  in  1940  ;  elected  as  Grand  Principal  Sojourner 
in  1940  ;  Grand  Superintendent  of  Hamilton  District,  No.  5,  in  1941  ;  appointed  to  the 
Grand  Executive  in  1942,  elected  to  the  Grand  Executive  in  1943  and  1944,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Credentials  Committee  for  the  years  1943  and  1944.  He  was  elected  by 
acclamation  to  the  office  of  Grand  Second  Principal  H.,  in  1945  and  1946,  and  was  finally 
honoured  by  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  his  Companions  by  being  elected  by  acclama- 
tion as  Grand  First   Principal   Z.,   in  1947. 

Companion  Dean  was  Anointed,  Set  apart  and  solemnly  Consecrated  to  the  Holy 
Order  of  the  High  Priesthood  of  Ontario,  April  24,  1940,  and  was  elected  as  their  Grand 
Chaplain  in   1944. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  he  received  the  14th  Degree  in  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  May  11,  1923,  the  18th  Degree  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  November  27,  1923,  and  the  32nd  Degree  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory, 
May  8,  1925. 

He  is  a  member  of  Rameses  Temple,  of  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine,  also  of  Holy  Land  Conclave,  No.  3,  Masonic  and  Military  Order  of  Knights 
of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,   K.H.S.   and  St.   John  the  Evangelist. 

His  most  active  life  and  qualifications  gives  to  him  the  ability  which  will  make  him 
one  of  the  outstanding  leaders  of  the  Royal  Craft.  — E.  S.

GRAND  Z'S  ADDRESS 

To  the  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  Most  Excellent, 
The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

The  spinning"  wheel  of  time  has  made  one  more  revolution, 
assembling  the  members  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  their 
guests  in  Annual  Convocation  in  this  old  Masonic  City.  Its 
name,  the  nomenclature  of  its  streets,  its  river,  carry  our  minds 
over  the  seas  to  that  ancient  city  of  London,  the  birthplace  of 
modern  Craft  Masonry.  To  you,  my  Companions,  I  extend  the 
warmest  of  greetings.  May  our  labours  in  these  few  days  be 
harmonious  and  pleasant.  May  our  deliberations  advance  the 
standard  of  the  Royal  Craft  to  a  higher  peak  in  Royal  Arch 
endeavour. 

To  our  guests  once  again  I  bid  you  welcome.  We  are  deeply 
appreciative  of  your  presence  which  stimulates  us  to  greater 
efforts.  We  are  delighted,  indeed,  to  have  with  us  so  many 
representatives  of  Grand  Chapters  in  Canada.  The  represen- 
tation from  other  branches  of  Masonry  signifies  the  close  union 
of  thought  and  ideals  which  exists  between  all  who  call  them- 
selves Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  It  is  regretted  that  our 
Grand  Master  cannot  be  with  us.  We  miss  his  cheerful  coun- 
tenance and  his  wise  counsel.  We  extend  to  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Right  Worshipful  Brother  Simpson,  a  warm  and  sin- 
cere welcome  on  this  his  first  visit  to  this  Grand  Chapter.  To 
our  friends  from  the  United  States  we  can  only  say,  we  are 
thrice  happy  to  have  you  with  us.  This  reciprocity  of  good 
will  and  good  feelings  expressed  by  those  who  interchange 
fraternal  visits  is  precious.  We  do  feel  the  need  of  this  ex- 
pression of  mutual  regard  and  good  fellowship  across  the  line. 
Every  visit  of  any  sort,  business,  social,  pleasure  or  fraternal 
increases  our  understanding  of  the  other  man's  ideals  and  ideas. 
These  expressions  of  mutual  regard  and  good  fellowship  lead 
to  wider  experiences  and  shows  to  the  world  that  on  this  con- 
tinent the  brotherhood  of  man  is  not  limited  by  international 
boundaries. 
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It  is  from  these  interchanges  of  visits,  bringing  close  per- 
sonal contacts  with  the  exchange  of  ideas,  the  securing  of  in- 
formation regarding  conditions  and  methods  in  the  various 
jurisdictions  that  the  most  inestimable  values  accrue  to  the 
Craft.  Even  of  more  value  is  the  strengthening  of  the  bonds 
of  friendship  and  companionship.  The  most  valuable,  though 
invisible  commodity,  interchanged  between  our  two  countries 
is  this  reciprocity  of  good  will.  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt, 
your  late  President,  that  great  leader,  statesman  and  Mason, 
made  this  statement  on  one  of  his  visits  to  Canada :  "It  is  my 
prayer  that  not  by  alliance  but  through  thinking  the  same 
thoughts  and  pursuing  the  same  purpose  the  Republic  of  the 
United  States  and  the  British  Commonwealth  may  hope  to 
restore  the  shaken  liberties  of  mankind.  It  is  by  these  inter- 
changes of  visits,  by  these  continuous  contacts  between  Cana- 
dians and  Americans  that  we  shall  come  to  tighten  the  close 
bonds  which  already  unite  our  two  peoples." 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  "all  is  well"  with  the  fra- 
ternity. Cordial  relations  continue  to  exist  with  every  recog- 
nized Grand  Chapter.  This  last  year  has  not  been  marred  by 
any  domestic  discord.  The  past  two  years  have  passed  so 
rapidly  that  it  seems  but  yesterday  that  you  entrusted  me  with 
the  office  of  Grand  First  Principal.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that 
the  Royal  Craft  has  gained  a  tithe  of  the  benefits  that  I  have 
gained  as  your  Grand  First  Principal.  Old  friendships  have 
been  renewed.  New  friendships  have  been  made.  Kindnesses 
and  courtesies,  without  number,  have  been  showered  upon  me, 
so  that,  should  I  live  ten  times  the  normal  span  of  life  and 
engaged  my  entire  life  I  could  never  repay  the  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  you.  Some  of  the  high  hopes  which  inspired  me  at  my 
installation  have  not  been  accomplished.  Human  fraility  pre- 
vented. Yet  much  has  been  accomplished,  "May  we  all  move 
down  the  stream  of  time  in  peace  and  harmony  performing 
deeds  of  kindness  and  mercy." 

I  ask  you  to  remember  our  Motherland  in  its  gallant 
struggle  to  survive  under  appalling  conditions.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  those  stalwart  people  must  endure  a  further  period 
of  adversity.  Seven  long  years  of  war,  with  its  strain,  its 
terrors,  its  drabness,  its  austerity  of  living,  its  losses  of  loved 
ones  is  more  than  any  people  should  endure.  Yet  staggering 
under  the  burden  of  world  leadership  they  have  not  lost  their 
faith  or  their  courage.     They  demonstrate  to  the  world  the 
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soundness  of  their  way  of  life  as  a  free  people  and  hold  ever 
before  us  an  example  of  determined  effort  that  will  endure.  We, 
in  Canada,  have  more  than  a  duty  to  perform  for  them.  We 
owe  them  a  debt  that  can  never  be  repaid  for  generations. 
Can  we  not  share  our  prosperity  with  them  ?  Can  we  not  spare 
more  from  our  luxurious  living  for  them,  to  ease  in  part  the 
burden  from  tired  shoulders.  Recently  another  disaster  has 
been  their  lot.  For  seven  years  they  have  existed  under  a 
rigid  and  monotonous  food  rationing  regime.  Now  a  severe 
winter  and  floods  have  destroyed  enormous  quantities  of  live 
stock.  Thousands  of  acres  of  their  meagre  arable  land  have 
been  ruined  possibly  for  several  years  by  the  overflow  of  the 
rivers.  They  need  food,  clothing,  but  above  all  a  sympathetic 
understanding  to  show  that  we  in  Canada  are  deeply  moved  by 
their  distress  and  that  in  a  practical  manner  we  are  willing  to 
assist  them  in  their  extremity. 

There  are  organizations  at  work  in  this  country  whose  ob- 
jective is  to  destroy  those  basic  principles  upon  which  our 
Government,  our  way  of  life,  and  our  fraternity  is  founded. 
Unless  Royal  Arch  Masons  become  deeply  interested,  united, 
and  active  in  combating  those  insidious  evils  which  gnaw  like 
a  canker  at  the  roots  of  our  civilization,  our  National  Govern- 
ment and  our  Free  Masonry  are  in  danger  of  suppression.  Any 
totalitarian  form  of  Government  constitutes  a  reversion  to  the 
dark  and  dismal  ages  when  Autocracy  ruled. 

Today  forces  are  attempting  to  gain  political  control  of  our 
governments  by  inducing  our  people  to  gradually  surrender 
their  individual  rights,  under  the  disguise  of  aiding  the  under- 
privileged. The  attempt  of  the  forces  of  dictatorship  to  induce 
people  to  sacrifice  their  liberty  on  the  false  promise  that  they 
can  thereby  achieve  social  security,  constitutes  one  of  the 
greatest  dangers  mankind  has  ever  faced.  Even  unimportant 
issues  are  so  profound,  that  they  require  especially  careful 
scrutiny.  The  democratic  way  of  life  is  the  result  of  long  and 
continuous  struggle  against  those  powers  which  have  ever 
menaced  free  peoples.  The  effort  of  this  organized  propaganda 
must  be  combatted  by  the  individual  members  of  the  Royal 
Craft.  We  must  carefully  watch  for  any  insidious  attempts 
upon  our  civil  and  religious  liberties  as  it  usually  appears  in 
a  sugar-coated  form.  It  is  when  conditions  in  the  Nation  are 
strenuous,  when  people  are  unrestful,  not  only  in  the  trades 
and  professions,  but  in  social,  religious  and  fraternal  activities 
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that  the  demagogue  with  glib  tongue  makes  the  greatest  effort 
to  gain  control.  It  is  necessary  that  we  should  build  around 
us  constructive  measures  against  attempts  to  invade  our  ranks. 
When  God,  Country  and  Home  are  not  held  high  in  the  minds 
of  men,  Masonry  will  cease  to  exist.  "Democracy  is  the  only 
philosophy  of  government  that  recognizes  both  the  place  on 
which  we  stand  and  that  on  which  the  other  man  stands  is  holy 
ground.  It,  like  Masonry,  pulls  down  no  man's  altar,  destroys 
no  man's  temple  and  desecrates  no  man's  shrine."  When  so 
much  is  heard  these  days  of  democracy  it  is  fitting  that  Ma- 
sonry, one  of  the  most  democratic  of  all  societies,  should  safe- 
guard those  vital  ideals  of  government.  Masonry  and  particu- 
larly Royal  Arch  Masonry,  must  give  leadership  in  preserving 
the  institutions  of  a  free  land. 

In  this  struggle  if  the  Royal  Craft  assumes  its  position  of 
leadership  it  will  emerge  at  the  close  of  the  conflict  a  stronger 
and  nobler  body  as  a  result  of  our  experience.  It  would  appear 
that  there  will  be  a  fight  to  the  finish  with  the  Church  and 
Masonry  on  one  side  and  those  who  subscribe  to  the  totalitarian 
type  of  government  on  the  other.  Two  hundred  and  thirty 
years  ago  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry  as  practiced  in  our 
Chapters  and  Lodges  had  its  birth  at  a  time  when  world  condi- 
tions were  parallel  to  those  of  today.  England  had  just 
emerged  from  a  century  of  fratricidal  wars,  each  caused  by 
bigotry,  greed,  and  lust  for  power.  Religious  intolerance  was 
rampant,  Political  freedom  was  unknown.  The  gaps  between 
the  haves  and  the  have  nots  was  wider  than  today.  Commu- 
nications were  slow,  dependent  on  the  speed  of  a  horse.  A 
journey  from  York  to  London  consumed  days  not  hours.  The 
Great  Humanitarian  movements  which  today  alleviate  so  much 
suffering  were  unknown.  Those  unknown  founders  of  our 
Craft  discovered,  in  the  precepts  of  the  dying  operative  masons' 
lodges,  landmarks  which  they  believed  would  bring  men  of  all 
classes  together.  Based  on  the  landmark  of  a  belief  in  A  Uni- 
versal Supreme  Being,  they  abhored  atheism.  They  insisted 
that  applicants  should,  in  addition,  subscribe  to  a  belief  in  a 
future  life  and  a  revealed  religion.  They  forbade  the  discus- 
sion of  religion,  state  policy  and  politics  within  tyled  doors. 
They  proclaimed  "We  are  also  of  all  Nations,  tongues,  kindreds, 
and  languages,"  opening  the  door  of  companionship  and  bro- 
therhood to  all  men  who  subscribed  to  their  simple  but  pro- 
found religious  convictions.    Craft  Masonry  became  universal 
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in  its  appeal.  It  spread  over  the  entire  habitable  world  in  a 
short  space  of  time  bringing  to  all  men  the  opportunity  of 
uniting  in  a  society  which  taught  civil  and  religious  liberty  and 
the  rights  of  the  common  man  to  an  equal  share  in  all  the 
good  and  great  things  in  life. 

It  taught  the  equality  of  its  membership  and  obligated  its 
members  to  labour  towards  their  own  moral  advancement  and 
that  of  all  those  with  whom  they  came  in  contact.  Loyalty  to 
the  Country  of  birth  or  adoption  was  inculcated  in  its  devotees. 
It  guaranteed  to  its  members  liberty  to  worship  a  Supreme 
Being  of  their  own  choice.  It  taught  the  right  to  think  and 
speak  the  truth  regarding  any  subject  and  the  right  of  all  to 
equal  privileges.  The  principles  taught  have  lived  because  they 
are  true.  Truth  never  changes  although  the  interpretation 
by  the  individual  does  vary.  There  must  be  an  ideal  which 
mankind  must  strive  to  attain.  While  that  attainment  may 
never  be  secured,  the  striving  builds  character  and  enlarges 
and  enriches  the  soul  of  man.  There  can  be  no  lowering  of  the 
principles  of  moral  worth,  integrity  and  honesty  as  taught  by 
the  symbolism  of  the  Royal  Craft.  Today  the  world  needs  as 
never  before  men  of  honour,  of  integrity.  Tolerant  and  just 
men  in  all  walks  and  phases  of  our  intricate  civilization  are 
more  essential  than  at  any  period  in  our  history.  The  world  is 
longing,  is  praying  for  peace.  Yet  it  would  appear  that  the 
peace  desired  is  a  peace  according  to  our  own  ideas.  Men  are 
constantly  searching  for  a  golden  age  when  swords  shall  be 
beaten  into  ploughshares  and  the  lion  is  to  lie  down  with  the 
lamb.  In  most  instances  it  is  the  other  man's  sword  which  is 
to  become  the  ploughshare  and  some  other  lamb  is  to  have  the 
first  experience  in  the  lion's  bed.  The  realization  that  the 
other  man  has  rights  and  privileges  as  dear  to  him  as  ours 
are  to  us,  would  do  more  to  strengthen  the  spirit  of  compromis- 
ing than  any  other  idea. 

Royal  Arch  Masonry  with  its  wide  influence  can  help  to  set 
humanity  on  a  firm  foundation  of  unfailing  belief  and  trust  in 
the  God  of  all  peoples.  It  can,  to  the  last  ounce  of  its  strength, 
assist  in  promoting  the  building  of  a  new  world  based  on  the 
eternal  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  actual  practical  brotherhood 
of  man.  Then,  and  then  only,  can  it  take  the  place  the  Divine 
Father  has  designed  for  it.  There  and  then  can  we  as  mem- 
bers of  this  great  fraternity  of  Royal  Arch  Craftsmen  receive 
a  spiritual  reward  by  the  discovery  of  that  for  which  we  sought 
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and  continue  to  seek  through  the  coming  of  time.  Companions, 
if  we  continue  to  conduct  our  Chapters  on  these  high  standards 
of  the  past,  if  we  continue  to  feel  the  need  of  fraternal  com- 
panionship, if  we  maintain  our  faith  in  a  Supreme  Being  and 
a  future  life,  the  Royal  Craft  will  live.  If  those  ancient  land- 
marks are  abandoned  or  modified  then  the  Royal  Craft  will 
disappear  as  it  has  disappeared  in  those  countries  where  the 
ancient  landmarks  of  the  Craft  were  abolished.  The  universal- 
ity of  its  religious  belief  is  the  copestone  in  the  arch  of  our 
fraternity. 

Visitation  of  Constituent  Chapters 

It  was  a  privilege  to  visit  the  Chapters  listed  hereunder. 
In  every  instance  enthusiasm  and  confidence  in  the  future  of 
the  Royal  Craft  was  apparent.  If  time  would  permit  I  would 
like  to  comment  on  each  visit.  I  desire  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion to  Most  Excellent  Companions  E.  B.  Forney  and  J.  H. 
Bassett,  Past  Grand  High  Priests  of  Missouri,  and  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  G.  H.  Morgan,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Michigan,  and  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
John  K.  Chalmers,  Grand  King  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michi- 
gan, who  accompanied  me  on  my  visit  to  Golden  Chapter, 
Kenora.  Although  during  the  holiday  season,  a  representa- 
tive group  of  members  of  the  Craft  were  present  on  this  unique 
occasion.

Four  meetings  of  the  Council  and  Advisory  Committee  of 
Past  Grand  First  Principals  were  held  during  the  past  year. 

Dedications 

Three  Chapter  Rooms  were  dedicated  during  the  year,  on 
October  19th,  No.  129,  Elliot  Chapter  in  Mitchell,  on  November 
5th,  No.  195,  Peel  Chapter,  Brampton,  and  on  March  7th,  No. 
20,  Mount  Horeb  Chapter  in  Brantford.  On  each  occasion  I 
was  accompanied  by  a  large  number  of  active  and  Past  Grand 
Chapter  Officers. 

Visitations  to  Other  Masonic  Bodies  and  Jurisdictions 

It  was  a  privilege  to  attend  as  a  guest,  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  at  the 
Annual  Communication  in  Toronto  on  July  17th  and  18th.  The 
inspiring  address  of  our  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  Chas.  Ham- 
ilton, will  long  be  remembered. 

A  visit  was  also  made  to  the  Principals'  Association  of  the 
Toronto  Districts  on  October  28th,  when  it  was  my  privilege 
to  lead  the  discussion  on  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
relating  to  Life  Memberships.  Their  dinner  on  January  29th 
was  a  very  pleasant  event. 

Accompanied  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  Most  Ex.  Comp. 
Smith,  I  visited  Chatham  during  the  meeting  of  the  Great 
Priory  on  Monday,  August  8th.  Not  being  a  member  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Temple  and  Malta,  I  was  host  at  a  breakfast 
at  which  Past  Grand  First  Principals,  and  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Mani- 
toba, Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  and  Nova  Scotia,  who  were 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Great  Priory  were  guests.  The 
subject  for  discussion  was  the  advisability  of  establishing  a 
national  conference  of  all  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  in  Canada.    A  committee,  consisting  of  Most  Ex.  Comp. 
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R.  Harris  of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  chairman ;  Most  Ex.  Comp. 
Ed.  Smith,  secretary,  and  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Ben.  Bailey,  Most 
Ex.  Comp.  Lome  Johnson,  and  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Walter  William- 
son, were  selected  to  communicate  with  all  Grand  Chapters  in 
Canada  as  to  the  advisability  of  such  a  conference,  it  being 
understood  that  the  sovereignty  of  all  Grand  Chapters  would 
be  respected,  and  that  the  expenses  of  the  meeting  would  be 
apportioned  between  Grand  Chapters  on  a  membership  basis. 
It  was  proposed  that  the  expenses  of  one  delegate  per  Grand 
Chapter  would  be  paid,  although  all  active  and  past  members 
of  the  Grand  Councils  might  be  in  attendance.  If  the  ma- 
jority  of  Grand  Chapters  approved,  it  was  suggested  that  such 
a  conference  be  held  in  or  near  Ottawa  during  1947.  As  all 
Grand  Chapters  in  Canada  have  common  problems  such  a  con- 
ference would  be  an  effective  influence  in  uniting  and  directing 
the  efforts  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Canada. 

I  recommend  that  the  Grand  Council  appoint  such  a  dele- 
gate and  that  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  concur  in  the  suggestion 
that  the  expenses  of  the  conference  be  assessed  on  per  capita 
basis.  It  is  understood  that  the  assessment  on  this  Grand 
Chapter  will  not  exceed  3c.  per  member. 

On  May  23rd,  I  represented  this  Grand  Chapter  at  the 
Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Saskatchewan  in 
Prince  Albert.  This  was  the  first  visit  from  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Canada  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Saskatchewan.  The  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Saskatchewan  were 
most  kind.  The  visit  was  very  pleasant.  The  Grand  Chapter 
of  Saskatchewan  conferred  a  life  membership  with  full  privi- 
leges upon  your  Grand  First  Principal,  an  honour  sincerely 
appreciated. 

On  September  3rd  and  4th,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  Most  Ex. 
Comp.  Smith,  and  I  were  guests  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States  in  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba.  A  royal  welcome  was  extended  by  Most  Ex.  Comp. 
Ray  Denslow,  General  Grand  High  Priest.  It  was  a  wonderful 
inspiration  to  meet  the  leaders  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  America. 
Delegates  were  present  from  the  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaii, 
Mexico,  every  State  in  the  Union,  with  the  exception  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Virginia,  Texas,  and  Pennsylvania,  and  from  the 
three  Canadian  member  Grand  Chapters  of  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan and  Alberta.    One  of  the  outstanding  events  was 
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the  presentation  of  the  Mexican  Flag  by  the  Mexican  delega- 
tion. It  was  placed  in  the  East  beside  the  Union  Jack  and  the 
Stars  and  Stripes,  symbolizing  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  knows 
no  geographical  boundaries  on  this  continent.  The  Mexican 
Royal  Arch  Masons  use  a  ritual  recently  translated  into  Span- 
ish. They  strictly  adhere  to  the  ancient  landmarks  of  our 
Order.  The  influence  of  the  Royal  Craft  south  of  the  Rio 
Grande  is  increasing.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  amended 
its  Constitution  by  deleting  the  words,  "in  the  United  States", 
from  their  name  and  are  now  known  as  "The  General  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons."  It  is  hoped  that  without  in 
any  way  infringing  on  our  sovereignty  the  closest  liaison  may 
be  maintained  between  this  great  body  of  over  half  a  million 
Royal  Arch  Masons  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

Accornpanied  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dean  I  visited  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Michigan  in  Detroit,  on  Oc- 
tober 16th  and  17th.  Most  Excellent  Companion  James  Fair- 
bairn  Smith  was  a  charming  host.  The  closest  of  fraternal 
bonds  unite  our  two  grand  jurisdictions.  Your  representatives 
were  most  courteously  received,  and  were  tendered  a  hearty 
welcome.  The  Royal  Craft  in  Michigan  is  on  the  march  to- 
wards greater  and  more  magnificent  service  in  that  great  State. 

On  October  22nd  and  23rd  I  attended  the  Annual  Convoca- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia.  The  finest  of  southern 
hospitality  was  showered  unon  me  by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Hooper, 
Grand  High  Priest.  In  addition  to  being  made  an  honourary 
member  of  their  Order  of  The  High  Priesthood,  guides  were 
provided  to  conduct  us  through  the  State  House,  and  the  oldest 
Masonic  Lodge  and  Chapter  Rooms  on  the  continent. 

On  February  3rd  and  4th  the  Grand  Second  Principal,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Dean,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  John  Burden,  Grand  Representa- 
tive of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada, 
near  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
accompanied  me  to  the  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
New  York  in  Albany.  A  most  friendly  and  cordial  reception 
was  tendered  by  Most.  Ex.  Comp.  Stanley  Pier,  Grand  High 
Priest.  Our  Grand  Representative,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Cliff  Mac- 
Donald,  was  most  meticulous  in  his  attentions.  The  visit  was 
a  very  happy  one.  The  ties  between  these  two  jurisdictions 
are  the  closest  possible.  It  is  indeed  regretted  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  accept  invitations  to  attend  the  Convocations  of 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  and 
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Quebec.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dean  graciously  represented  this  juris- 
diction in  Pennsylvania  and  Quebec.  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Smith, 
accompanied  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dean,  ably  represented  this  juris- 
diction at  the  Convocation  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ohio  in 
Cleveland. 

Intervisitation  of  Constituent  Chapters 

At  our  last  Convocation  it  was  ruled  that  the  conferring  of 
the  Past  Master  Degree  within  this  jurisdiction  could  not  be 
permitted.  This  brought  about  considerable  correspondence 
with  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  in  Michigan.  As  The  Past  Master  Degree  is  an  in- 
tegral part  of  their  system  of  work,  an  impasse  might  have 
been  the  result  if  Most  Excellent  Companion  James  F.  Smith, 
the  G.H.P.  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Michigan,  had  not  met 
our  desires  in  a  very  broad-minded  manner.  Realizing  that  the 
interchange  of  visits  between  Chapters  of  different  jurisdic- 
tions brings  about  most  cordial  and  personal  friendships,  as 
well  as  bringing  to  each  country  closer  bonds  of  union,  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Michigan  agreed  to  hele  all  Canadian 
Royal  Arch  Masons  not  in  possession  of  the  Past  Master's  De- 
gree before  they  are  eligible  to  a  seat  in  a  Michigan  Chapter 
when  working  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.  The  Grand  High  Priest 
of  Michigan  ruled  as  follows:  'That  Chapters  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Michi- 
gan be  refused  permission  to  portray,  render,  confer,  instruct 
or  exemplify  the  Past  Master  Degree  in  Chapters  of  any  juris- 
diction which  does  not  confer  the  Past  Master  Degree  as  part 
of  its  Esoteric  Work." 

During  the  course  of  the  correspondence  it  was  deemed  ex- 
pedient that  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  should  issue  certificates 
of  permission  to  Constituent  Chapters  for  the  purpose  of  visita- 
tion. These  certificates  are  to  be  issued  in  triplicate  so  that 
the  host  Chapter,  visiting  Chapter  and  each  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion may  be  in  possession  of  the  certificate  of  authorization. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  the  host  Chapter  should  open  and 
close  the  Chapter  when  a  visiting  Chapter  from  another  juris- 
diction is  exemplifying  a  degree.  The  courtesy  and  friendly 
consideration  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Michigan  is  most 
deeply  appreciated.  It  is  fully  realized  by  each  jurisdiction 
that  every  effort  must  be  made  to  facilitate  this  interchange 
of  fraternal  visits  as  they  form  one  of  the  most  valuable 
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mediums  for  spreading  international  goodwill.  It  is  the  con- 
stant interchange  of  visits  across  the  international  boundary 
that  increases  mutual  regard,  deepens  understanding  and  binds 
closer  the  ties  of  international  friendship. 

The  Royal  Arch  Welfare  Committee  of  Toronto  Districts 
Nos.  8  and  8A 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  commend  the  work  of  the 
Royal  Arch  Welfare  Committee  of  Districts  Nos.  8  and  8A  in 
their  humanitarian  work.  They  transported  700  underprivi- 
leged women  and  children  to  the  Toronto  City  Mission  Camp 
at  Bronte.  In  addition  these  good  Companions  have  brought 
good  cheer  and  happiness  to  the  180  veterans  of  World  War  I 
in  the  Red  Chevron  Hospital.  Entertainment  and  gifts  were 
provided  during  their  monthly  visits.  A  picnic  and  Christmas 
party  were  held  for  these  veterans.  The  thanks  and  gratitude 
of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  tendered  to  the  Officers  and  Members 
of  this  Association  for  their  unselfish  efforts  to  brighten  the 
lives  of  these  unfortunates  who  so  greatly  need  assistance. 

Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund 

The  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  campaign  is 
slowly  approaching  the  objective.  Nearly  every  Chapter  in 
the  jurisdiction  has  made  some  attempt  towards  securing  their 
quota.  A  goodly  number  have  completed  the  campaign  and 
some  have  exceeded  their  allotment.  It  is  not  intended  to  close 
the  campaign  until  all  Chapters  have  secured  their  quota.  The 
fund  will  remain  open  for  all  time  so  that  Companions,  who  so 
desire,  may  bequeath  a  portion  of  their  estate  in  their  last 
Will  and  Testament.  It  is  noted  that  where  Chapters  have 
organized  their  canvassers  under  an  energetic  Chairman  no 
difficulties  have  been  encountered  in  completing  the  campaign. 
Once  again  too  many  Chapters  have  assigned  this  duty  to  the 
Scribe  E.,  who  has  appealed  through  the  monthly  notice.  While 
this  has  secured  certain  returns  an  energetic  committee  with 
not  more  than  ten  names  of  resident  members  per  canvasser 
could  complete  the  canvass  in  a  very  few  days.  Every  Com- 
panion in  the  Jurisdiction  has  been  made  acquainted  with  the 
objects  of  the  campaign  through  the  columns  of  the  "Banner". 
I  regret  that  this  incompleted  duty  is  to  be  passed  on  to  my 
successor  in  office.  You  are  once  again  requested  to  take  the 
necessary  action  to  complete  this  most  laudable  undertaking. 
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Donation  to  the  Red  Cross 

Immediately  upon  securing  information  of  the  disaster 
caused  by  the  tornado  at  Windsor  a  cheque  for  $100.00,  was 
forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Red  Cross  in  Windsor.  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Dusten,  Grand  Superintendent  of  No.  1  District,  per- 
sonally delivered  the  cheque.  He  also  made  inquiry  to  ascer- 
tain if  any  of  the  Companions  of  the  Royal  Craft  had  suffered 
any  loss  as  a  result  of  the  tornado.  It  was  ascertained  that  the 
property  of  one  Companion  had  been  completely  destroyed. 
Our  Worthy  Chairman  of  Benevolence  recommended  assist- 
ance which  was  forwarded  through  the  First  Principal  of  the 
Chapter.

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  all  who  gave  of  their  time  and  talents  in  making  this 
such  a  prosperous  year  in  London  District,  and  for  the  kindness 
and  courtesy  extended  me  during  my  term  as  your  Grand 
Superintendent.

All  degrees  were  conferred  throughout  the 
District,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  exemplified  was 
worthy  of  praise.  Deserving  of  special  commendation  was  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Past  Principals. 

The  questions  which  were  particularly  recommended  by 
Grand  Chapter  for  our  consideration  with  the  various  Chapters 
were:  (1)  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  which  was 
discussed  in  all  Chapters.  The  results  are  only  fair,  yet,  there 
is  a  hope  that  the  future  will  attain  the  objective;  (2)  The 
Problem  of  Life  Membership  which  is  not  a  very  serious  prob- 
lem in  Huron  District.  The  number  of  Life  Members  is  96 
and  the  conditions  are  quite  favourable.  It  has  been  my  en- 
deavour to  have  the  principal  officers  keep  this  question  alive. 
Life  Membership  of  the  District  for  1945  was  82,  and  for  1946 
is  96.  In  1945  total  membership  was  754,  there  being  44  new 
admissions  during  1946.  This  is  a  concrete  example  of  growth 
and  enthusiasm  in  our  District. 

Several  of  the  Chapters  have  made  inter-visits,  and  the 
usual  fraternal  spirit  of  good  fellowship  and  companionship 
was  instilled,  thus  showing  signs  of  progress. 

Elliot  Chapter  was  honoured  with  the  presence  of  the 
Grand  First  Principal,  Reginald  V.  Conover,  and  several  other 
Grand  Chapter  Officers,  at  the  Dedication  Ceremony  of  Elliot 
Chapter  Rooms.  A  representative  number  of  Companions  were 
present  from  the  District,  and  also  visitors  from  neighbouring 
districts.  The  ceremony  and  event  was  an  inspiration  to  all 
assembled. 

It  was  my  privilege,  with  several  Companions  of  Elliot 
Chapter,  to  attend  Divine  Service  with  Wilson  District  in  Wood- 
stock, and  also  to  represent  Huron  District  on  the  occasion  of 
Kitchener  Chanter's  Celebration  of  its  Fiftieth  Anniversary. 
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Finally,  I  would  be  remiss  in  my  report  if  I  did  not  express 
my  appreciation  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  Swanson,  Past  Grand 
Superintendent  of  this  District,  for  his  generous  assistance 
in  making  my  duties  more  pleasant. 

As  I  relinquish  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  of  this 
District,  it  is  my  sincere  wish  that  the  Companions  of  Huron 
District  might  realize  that  it  has  been,  not  only  an  honour,  but 
a  privilege  to  serve.  My  earnest  hope  is  that  the  Companions 
of  Huron  District  may  realize  more  than  ever  the  urgent  need 
for  Sincerity,  wider  Knowledge,  and  fuller  Co-operation,  so 
that  the  ultimate  goal  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  may  be  achieved.

My  first  duty  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp.  John  E.  Brant  as 
my  Secretary,  to  his  untiring  efforts  I  offer  my  sincerest  ap- 
preciation. His  whole-hearted  co-operation  and  advice  on  all 
matters  incumbent  upon  my  office,  and  the  efficiency  he  carried 
out  his  duties  were  most  helpful. 

In  accordance  with  Grand  Chapter  regulations,  I  convened 
a  Chapter  of  Instruction  on  Friday,  June  21st,  1946.  This  was 
held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.  ,  being  the 
most  central  point  for  the  District.

On  all  my  Inspection  Visits  to  the  Chapters,  I  was  received 
with  due  respect  and  courtesy.  I  was  pleased  to  witness  the 
conferring  of  degrees  upon  candidates  at  each  Chapter,  also 
the  Instructions  I  had  given  were  being  carried  out  with 
efficiency,  the  officers  of  all  Chapters,  without  exception,  con- 
ferring the  degrees  in  a  manner  that  left  little  to  be  desired. 

Capitular  Masonry  in  this  District  appears  to  be  in  a 
healthy  condition,  compared  to  previous  years,  and  I  feel  that 
this  condition  will  continue.  It  was  very  encouraging  to  receive 
the  Secretary's  report  that  the  books  of  the  Chapters  were 
being  well  kept,  and  the  outstanding  dues  were  gradually  be- 
ing reduced  to  a  minimum.

If 
some  arrangement  could  be  made  whereby  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent could  act  as  an  assistant  to  the  incoming  Grand 
Superintendent,  I  believe  the  results  would  make  for  a  greater 
continuity  and  be  beneficial  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  general. 
As  I  have  come  to  know  the  fruits  of  fraternal  companionship 
more  fully  I  shall  continue  to  maintain  an  interest  in  the  work 
of  this  District  by  assisting  our  next  Grand  Superintendent  in- 
sofar as  it  is  possible. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say,  I  have  enjoyed  the  opportunity 
to  serve  in  some  small  measure,  the  interests  of  Grand  Chapter 
and  Georgian  District,  No.  9,  in  particular.  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Companions  of  the  District  for  their  hospitality  and  co- 
operation and  those  who  loyally  accompanied  me  on  my  visits.

As  Capitular  Masonry  approaches  the  completion  of  another 
year  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  a  report  on  its  condition  and 
activities  in  Ontario  District,  No.  10. 

To  the  Principals  and  Past  Principals,  who  honoured  me  as 
their  choice  for  the  responsible  office  of  Grand  Superintendent, 
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may  I  use  the  medium  of  this  report  to  tender  my  sincere 
thanks.  I  also  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  Most  Ex. 
Comp.  Conover's  action  in  confirming  my  election. 

Ex.  Comp.  Purdy  of  Pentalpha  Chapter  graciously  accepted 
the  appointment  of  Secretary.  He  accompanied  me  on  all  of 
our  visits  throughout  the  District.  His  long  experience  in  the 
office  of  Scribe  E.,  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  ritual,  and 
Capitular  Masonry,  have  proved  to  be  of  invaluable  assistance. 
T  wish  to  register  my  thanks  for  his  counsel,  companionship 
and  interest. 

In  planning  for  the  District  Instruction  meeting,  my  prede- 
cessor's action  was  followed  by  dividing  the  District  into  three 
sections.  Meetings  were  held  at  Colborne,  Bowmanville  and 
Lindsay,  on  May  31st,  June  6th  and  June  10th.  I  received 
splendid  support  from  these  Chapters  in  supplying  accommo- 
dation for  these  meetings  and  wish  to  thank  them  for  their 
co-operation.  Increased  attendance  resulted  from  these  plans 
through  decreasing  the  travel  distance  for  the  Companions. 
Also  many  benefits  of  the  smaller  group  contacts  were  in  evi- 
dence. The  necessity  of  efficient  organization  and  administra- 
tion was  stressed,  and  keeping  constantly  in  mind  that  all 
effort  should  have  as  its  purpose  the  generating  and  sustaining 
of  the  interest  of  the  individual  member.

Purdy  presented  this  phase  of  the  instruction  and  many  help- 
ful suggestions  to  simplify  and  systematize  their  work  were 
adopted.  Definite  interest  was  displayed  in  these  District  meet- 
ings and  results  were  noted  later  in  my  visits  to  the  Chapters. 

The  development  and  expansion  of  Instructional  classes  for 
the  Grand  Superintendents  is  a  praiseworthy  phase  of  Grand 
Chapter  planning  and  its  influence  is  apparent. 

Informal  visits  to  all  but  one  of  the  Chapters  were  made 
by  June  20th,  and  on  these  occasions  we  were  able  to  fraternize 
and  become  better  acquainted. 

Our  scheduled  Inspection  Visits  commenced  in  September 
and  extended  to  November  22nd.  We  were  most  cordially  and 
properly  received  and  degrees  were  witnessed  on  all  of  our 
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Inspection  Visits.  It  was  noted  that  many  Past  Principals  con- 
tinue to  serve  their  Chapters  faithfully  by  active  participation 
in  the  work. 

The  District  has  experienced  a  prosperous  year.  All  Chap- 
ters have  received  new  members,  and  the  attendance,  sincerity 
and  interest  displayed  at  these  meetings  lends  assurance  that 
our  Institution  is  steadily  growing  in  strength.  It  was  grati- 
fying to  note  that  Inter-Chapter  visits  are  becoming  increas- 
ingly popular.  This  is  a  highly  desirable  trend,  as  many  bene- 
fits accrue  to  officers  and  members  through  these  associations. 
My  hearty  commendation  and  support  was  expressed  to  en- 
courage th's  activity. 

Extra  visits  were  made  to  the  few  weaker  Chapters.  My 
Secretary  and  I  also  attended  some  of  their  practices  and  thus 
were  able  to  assist  and  encourage  them  in  preparing  for  their 
regular  meetings. 

As  District  No.  10  embraces  a  large  area,  over  two  thou- 
sand miles  were  travelled  during  the  year  in  the  course  of  our 
activities. 

The  information  items  appearing  in  the  "Banner"  on  the 
Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund,  were  drawn  to  the 
Companions'  attention  in  my  addresses  and  their  participation 
was  strongly  recommended.  While  much  progress  has  been 
made,  it  is  my  hope  that  this  District's  quota  will  have  been 
subscribed  before  Grand  Chapter  meets  in  April.

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Our  Grand  First  Principal  gave  an  informative  address  in 
the  Chapter  Room  on  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent 
Fund,  and  later  addressed  the  Companions  in  the  Banquet  Hall. 
It  was  a  memorable  event  in  the  life  of  Pentalpha  Chapter  and 
for  the  District. 

In  concluding  this  report,  may  I  pay  tribute  to  my  predeces- 
sor for  his  splendid  work,  the  continuing  effects  of  which  are  so 
evident  throughout  the  District. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  the  Companions  through 
this  office  and  endeavour  to  strengthen  and  promote  all  the 
interest  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

This  District's  future  will  hold  my  continuing  interest  and 
support,  and  I  am  confident  my  successor  will  receive  that  same 
good  measure  of  co-operation  that  has  been  my  pleasure  to 
experience.

On  Saturday,  the  2nd  of  November,  1946,  the  Grand  First 
Principal,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Reginald  V.  Conover,  O.B.E.,  V.D., 
was  the  guest  of  Carleton  Chapter,  No.  16,  at  a  Special  Convo- 
cation arranged  to  do  him  honour.  He  was  accompanied  by  the 
other  members  of  the  Grand  Council,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  your 
Grand  Superintendent  and  a  distinguished  delegation  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  representing  the  District  at  large,  including  R. 
Wor.  Bro.  and  Comp.  John  A.  Heisler,  D.D.G.M.  for  Ottawa 
District.  In  the  afternoon,  18  candidates  were  exalted  to  the 
Supreme  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Chapter  in  such  an  exemplary  manner  as  to  elicit  warm  praise 
from  the  Grand  Z.  After  the  close  of  the  Chapter,  dinner  was 
served  in  the  Banquet  Hall,  which  was  crowded  with  Compan- 
ions from  the  District  and  guests  from  the  local  Craft  Lodges. 
Following  a  short  musical  programme,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Conover 
delivered  a  timely  and  thought-provoking  address,  which  was 
received  with  well-warranted  and  generous  applause.    Subse- 
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quently,  the  other  Grand  Chapter  Officers  present  spoke  briefly 
and  the  occasion  was,  altogether,  one  of  great  profit  and  distinc- 
tion to  the  Companions  of  the  District. 

On  the  previous  Saturday,  October  26th,  Ottawa  Chapter 
celebrated  its  26th  birthday  with  a  special  anniversary  Convo- 
cation. The  Companions  were  honoured  on  this  occasion  by 
having  as  their  guests,  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Arthur  J.  Osgood  and 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  the  same  Jurisdiction,  that  staunch  and 
lovable  "Pillar  of  the  Temple",  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Walter  W.  Wil- 
liamson. In  the  afternoon,  the  nine  candidates  were  advanced 
to  the  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  by  the  Officers  of  Granite 
Chapter,  Almonte,  in  a  commendable  manner,  following  which, 
they  were  received  and  acknowledged  by  the  Officers  of  Carle- 
ton  Chapter,  Ottawa,  in  an  impressive  portrayal  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Master  Degree.  The  Companions  then  adjourned  to 
the  Banquet  Room,  where  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Osgood  delivered 
an  inspiring  after  dinner  address  which  was  greatly  appreci- 
ated and  cordially  received  by  the  large  number  present.  Sub- 
sequent toasts  and  responses  afforded  opportunities  which  per- 
mitted the  other  principal  guests  to  be  heard.  The  Grand 
Third  Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Clarence  M.  Pitts,  presented 
Most  Ex.  Comp.  Osgood  with  a  suitable  memento  of  the  oc- 
casion in  his  usual  capable  and  gracious  manner,  and  your 
Grand  Superintendent  conveyed  the  greetings  of  the  Grand  Z. 
to  the  assembled  Brethren  and  Companions.  The  Companions 
were  then  called  from  refreshment  to  labour  and  the  class  of 
candidates  was  exalted  to  the  Supreme  Degree  of  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch  by  the  Officers  of  Ottawa  Chapter. 

Two  Chapters  of  Instruction  were  held,  the  one  in  Ottawa 
and  the  other  in  Arnprior  where  Dochert  Chapter  generously 
placed  its  Chapter  Room  at  my  disposal.  Those  points  particu- 
larly stressed  to  the  newly  appointed  Grand  Superintendents 
at  Hamilton  last  year,  were  explained  and  exemplified.  All 
those  in  attendance  received  the  official  interpretations  with 
enthusiasm  and  were  in  unanimous  accord  with  the  expressed 
desirability  of  maintaining  a  strict  and  uniform  interpretation 
of  the  Ritual  at  all  times. 

Throughout  my  Visits  of  Inspection,  I  was  received  cordial- 
ly and  with  appropriate  respect  as  the  representative  of  the 
Grand  Z.    The  several  degrees  were  portrayed  in  a  sincere  and 
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faithful  manner.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  two  of  the  Chap- 
ters which  recently  considered  surrendering  their  Charters  be- 
cause of  lack  of  interest,  the  work  of  the  evening  was  per- 
formed with  such  inspiration  and  beauty  that  it  was  a  delight 
to  witness  it.  In  addition,  in  the  one  case,  there  was  a  class 
of  four  superior  candidates.  In  only  two  Chapters  of  the 
twelve  comprising  Ottawa  District,  were  exemplifications  of 
the  work  necessary.  It  is  felt  that  in  the  one  case,  a  more 
lively  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Companions  should  produce 
many  excellent  candidates  and  I  propose  to  recommend  this 
Chapter  to  the  special  care  of  my  successor.  I  regret  to  report 
that  Kitchener  Chapter  at  Russell,  is  experiencing  serious  diffi- 
culties. The  immediate  community  is  not  large  and  the  mem- 
bership has  become  widely  scattered.  Contrasted  sharply  to 
this  is  the  splendid  accomplishment  of  the  Scribe  E.,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Andy  Walker,  who  succeeded,  by  personal  persistence, 
in  setting  this  Chapter  up  as  an  example  to  all,  in  that  it  has 
exceeded  its  allotment  to  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent 
Fund. 

The  Ottawa  District  is  geographically  quite  extensive,  being 
approximately  175  miles  from  end  to  end.  For  this  reason, 
the  three  outlying  Chapters:  Laurentian  at  Pembroke,  Glen- 
garry at  Maxville,  and  St.  John's  at  Vankleek  Hill,  do  not  enjoy 
the  advantages  of  close  association  with  the  other  Chapters 
of  their  own  District.

During  the  year  1946,  the  number  of  Companions  in  this 
District  has  increased  from  1,068,  as  per  last  return,  to  1,091. 

I  shall  always  be  in  possession  of  happy  memories  of  my 
term  of  office  and  I  hope  that  in  future  I  may  be  as  kind  and 
thoughtful  to  others  as  my  Companions  have  been  to  me.

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion my  report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  New 
Ontario  District,  No.  15,  during  the  year  1946. 

May  I  at  this  time,  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Prin- 
cipals and  Past  Principals  of  this  District  for  conferring  on  me 
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the  distinguished  honour  of  being  their  Grand  Superintendent, 
and  to  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Reginald  V. 
Conover,  for  confirming  their  choice. 

I  was  most  fortunate  in  obtaining  Ex.  Comp.  George  T. 
Seeker  as  my  Secretary,  and  I  wish  to  thank  him  for  the  very 
efficient  and  kindly  manner  in  which  he  so  loyally  supported 
me  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  accompanied  me  on  all 
my  visits. 

New  Ontario  District,  No.  15,  consists  of  four  Chapters: 
Pembroke,  No.  58,  Mattawa ;  St.  John's,  No.  103,  North  Bay ; 
Tuscan,  No.  95,  Sudbury,  and  Algonquin,  No.  102,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  comprising  a  distance  of  308  miles  apart.  The  mileage 
actually  travelled  combining  visits  to  four  Chapters  were  over 
1,900  miles.  I  found  it  impossible  to  hold  any  meetings  for 
instruction  of  Principals  owing  to  distance,  but  all  officers  were 
well  skilled  in  their  respective  offices. 

The  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Pembroke  Chapter, 
No.  58,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  is  still  dormant.  I  visited  Mattawa 
June  15th,  and  received  some  encouragement  by  meeting  all 
resident  members  with  a  number  of  Brethren  of  Mattawa 
Lodge,  who  at  that  time  desired  further  advancement  into 
Masonry.  In  July  I  returned  for  two  days,  13th  and  14th ;  this 
visit  was  most  disappointing  as  there  were  only  two  members 
in  Town,  others  on  vacation.  So  returned  again  November  9th 
and  explained  to  Ex.  Comp.  R.  I.  Tongue  that  their  Charter 
was  looked  upon  with  extremely  grave  eyes  by  Grand  Chapter, 
and  to  hold  a  meeting  forwarding  me  the  result.  However,  I 
received  an  invitation  to  attend  Past  Master's  Night,  February 
4th,  to  discuss  the  reviving  of  the  Chapter  at  their  banquet. 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  Clarke  accompanied  me  on  this  occasion  and 
spoke  on  the  loftier  ideals  of  Masonry.  Whether  this  meeting 
will  bear  fruit  I  am  unable  to  say  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report. 

On  September  8th  and  9th  Algonquin  Chapter,  No.  102, 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont.,  had  the  delightful  pleasure  of  a  visit 
by  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  the  Most 
Excellent,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  The  meeting  was  well  attended 
and  the  inspiring  address  given  by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Conover, 
although  a  sick  man,  was  much  appreciated  by  the  Companions. 
Mi>ht  I  add,  we.  in  this  Northland,  esteem  it  a  great  privilege 
to  receive  a  visit  from  the  Grand  First  Principal.    I  returned 
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for  my  inspection  visit  on  October  19th,  and  received  a  very 
cordial  welcome.  This  meeting  was  in  the  form  of  a  District 
Field  Day.  The  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  was  conferred 
by  Algonquin  Chapter,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Most  Excellent  Master 
Degree  by  St.  John's  Chapter,  North  Bay,  and  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Degree  by  Tuscan  Chapter  of  Sudbury.

Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  was  made  to  Tuscan  Chapter,  No.  95, 
Sudbury, -on  September  10th,  when  I  had  the  honour  of  intro- 
ducing our  two  distinguished  guests  to  my  Mother  Chapter. 
Although  it  was  a  very  stormy  night  there  was  a  large  gather- 
ing of  Companions  present  for  this  occasion.  The  Most  Ex- 
cellent Companion's  splendid  address  will  long  be  remembered, 
and  truly  this  visit  was  a  highlight  for  Tuscan  Chapter.  The 
Grand  Z.  graciously  presented  Ex.  Comp.  Lome  Fowler  with  a 
25-year  Jewel. 

October  8th  I  made  my  Visit  of  Inspection  to  Tuscan  Chap- 
ter, where  I  was  officially  and  properly  received,  when  I  wit- 
nessed the  conferring  of  the  Holy  Pvoyal  Arch  Degree  by  Ex. 
Comp.  Earl  Martin  and  his  Officers,  which  was  exemplified  in 
a  very  efficient  manner.  The  characteristic  of  this  Chapter  is 
to  have  as  many  Companions  as  possible  assisting  in  degree 
work,  by  doing  this  they  have  created  a  greater  interest.  Their 
motto  is  to  keep  everyone  working.  This  year  they  have  visited 
every  Chapter  in  this  District,  also  visited  Kippawa  Chapter, 
Temiskaming,  Quebec,  their  mileage  travelled  was  over  800 
miles.  To  my  knowledge  Tuscan  Chapter  has  never  been  in 
such  a  flourishing  condition. 
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I  made  my  Visit  of  Inspection  to  St.  John's  Chapter,  No. 
103,  North  Bay,  on  November  21st,  and  on  my  arrival  was  met 
by  Ex.

In  presenting  my  report  on  Capitular  Masonry  in  Temis- 
kaming District,  No.  16,  I  wish  first  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  honour  conferred  upon  me 
by  the  Companions  of  the  District  and  to  the  Most  Excellent, 
the  Grand  First  Principal,  Reginald  Van  Every  Conover,  for 
his  confirmation  of  my  election. 

To  Ex.  Comp.  John  C.  Kincaide  of  Abitibi  Chapter,  No.  223, 
who  acted  as  my  Secretary,  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks 
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for  his  able  assistance  in  carrying-  out  his  duties  and  accom- 
panying me  on  my  Inspection  Visits.  This  District  has  only 
five  Chapters,  but  owing  to  the  great  distance  between  them, 
it  was  not  possible  to  visit  each  Chapter  more  than  once  dur- 
ing the  year. 

This  District  is  still  suffering  from  the  upsets  caused  by 
the  war  and  labour  disputes  in  some  of  its  larger  centres, 
notably  Kirkland  Lake.  This  resulted  in  a  very  marked  fall- 
ing off  in  the  number  of  Master  Masons  seeking  to  enter  the 
Chapter.  I  believe,  however,  that  this  trend  is  over,  and  that 
in  the  next  few  years,  Capitular  Masonry  will  show  a  very 
marked  increase  in  membership. 

Craft  Masonry  has  been  very  active  throughout  the  whole 
district  and  all  Craft  Lodges  have  received  large  increases  in 
membership.  A  new  Lodge  was  instituted  in  Kirkland  Lake, 
making  this  the  first  community  in  this  area  in  which  two 
Craft  Lodges  function,  and  this  increase  in  membership  in 
Craft  Masonry  is  already  showing  its  effect  on  Capitular 
Masonry  as  all  of  the  Chapters  have,  in  recent  weeks,  received 
applications  for  membership  after  a  long  period  in  which  no 
applications  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  Chapters. 

My  Visits  of  Inspection  were  made  as  follows : — 
Oct.  25— Abitibi  Chapter,  No.  223,  Iroquois  Falls. 
Dec.    4 — Temiskaming  Chapter,  No.  169,  New  Liskeard. 
Dec.  19 — Kirkland  Chapter,  No.  251,  Kirkland  Lake. 
Jan.  15 — Northern  Lights  Chapter,  No.  213,  Timmins. 
Jan.  21— Cobalt  Chapter,  No.  203,  Cobalt. 

On  all  my  visits  I  was  very  kindly  received  and  given  a  rea\ 
Masonic  welcome  in  each  Chapter.  The  Officers  and  Com- 
panions were  most  co-operative,  and  in  spite  of  the  disappoint- 
ments  of  a  long  period  of  comparative  inactivity,  I  found  them 
all  verv  hopeful  of  the  future.  One  result  of  the  long  period 
when  Master  Masons  were  not  joining  the  Chapter  is  that  in 
the  smaller  Chapters  at  least,  the  majority  of  members  are 
Past  First  Principals  and  a  considerable  number  of  them  are 
reneating  terms  of  office  in  different  positions  in  the  Chapter. 
This,  however,  will  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  Chapters 
over  the  next  few  years,  as  they  will  have  a  number  of  ex- 
ceedinfflv  well  skilled  officers  to  take  care  of  the  work  of  re- 
ceiving Master  Masons  who  are  now  joining  the  Chapter.  Fnch 
and  every  Chapter  has  a  strong  group  of  Past  Grand  Superin- 
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tendents  and  Past  Principals  who  have  given  faithful  service 
and  should  be  commended  for  their  efforts  in  holding  the  Chap- 
ters together  during  the  difficult  times  now  behind  us,  and  I 
feel  sure  that  they  will  give  equal  service  in  the  better  times 
which  are  ahead  of  us. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  much  opportunity  of  restoring 
Cochrane  Chapter,  No.  244,  but  it  might  be  possible  to  estab- 
lish a  Chapter  in  Kapuskasing.  I  would  suggest  that  my  suc- 
cessor continue  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  establishing  a 
Chapter  at  this  point. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  think  the 
state  of  Capitular  Masonry,  as  well  as  Craft  Masonry,  will  be 
greatly  enriched  by  the  large  number  of  men  who  served  in 
the  Armed  Forces  during  the  recent  war  and  who  are  seeking 
membership  in  our  Order. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  Companions  of  this  District  for 
electing  me  to  this  high  office  and  wish  for  them  continued 
success  in  the  years  to  come.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GRAND  Z.'S 

ADDRESS 
To  the  Officers  and  Companions  of  The  Most  Excellent,  The 
Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 
Your  Committee  has  read  with  keen  interest  the  eloquent, 
informative  and  inspirational  address  of  our  Grand  Z.,  Most  Ex. 
Comp.  R.  V.  Conover.  We  join  with  him  in  expressing  our 
pleasure  in  again  meeting  in  the  hospitable  City  of  London  on 
the  Thames.  What  a  wealth  of  memory  is  associated  with 
these  names.  How  appropriate  that  we  should  have  in  this 
young  country  a  living  monument  to  the  glory  of  the  historic 
old  city  of  London  in  the  Motherland.  We  desire  to  be  associ- 
ated with  his  welcome  to  our  friends  from  across  the  imagin- 
ary line,  to  our  Brethren  and  Companions  from  Sister  Jurisdic- 
tions in  Canada  and  those  distinguished  Craftsmen  represent- 
ing other  branches  of  this  Ancient  and  Honorable  Society. 

His  comment  that  "all  is  well"  with  the  fraternity,  is  both 
comforting  and  encouraging  and  may  be  accepted  as  a  tribute 
to  his  able  leadership.  It  seems  almost  superfluous  to  say  that 
we  are  in  hearty  accord  with  all  that  he  had  to  say  with  re- 
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6pect  to  our  kinsmen  of  the  United  Kingdom.  They  have 
sacrificed  and  suffered,  yet  withal  their  fortitude  and  indomit- 
able spirit  have  carried  them  through  the  vicissitudes  of  war 
and  peace,  commanding  the  admiration  and  respect  of  the 
fair-minded  of  every  land. 

The  Grand  Z.'s  warning  that  subversive  influences  are  at 
work  in  our  fair  country  is  timely  and  provides  a  challenge  to 
Masonry  and  all  other  social  organizations  that  cannot  be 
ignored.  His  dissertation  on  democratic  institutions,  patriot- 
ism and  the  need  for  social,  religious  and  fraternal  support  is 
worthy  of  our  most  sincere  thought  and  consideration. 

His  record  of  visitations  both  within  and  beyond  our  juris- 
dictional boundaries  clearly  indicates  that  he  has  given  gener- 
ously of  his  time  and  talents  in  furthering  the  best  interests 
of  the  Royal  Craft. 

We  approve  and  endorse  his  action  in  joining  with  the 
representatives  of  other  Canadian  Grand  Chapters  in  planning 
a  conference  to  embrace  all  Canadian  Grand  Chapters.  This 
should  fill  a  long-felt  want,  and  if  successfully  carried  through, 
should  exercise  a  powerful  influence  in  uniting  and  directing 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Canada.  To  this  end  we  approve  the 
Grand  Z.'s  suggestion  for  the  appointment  of  a  delegate  to  such 
a  conference  and  agree  that  suitable  provision  should  be  made 
in  respect  to  sharing  the  expense  of  a  National  Conference. 

We  agree  with  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Conover's  ruling  anent  the 
conferring  of  the  Past  Master's  Degree  in  this  Jurisdiction  by 
Chapters  from  other  Jurisdictions,  and  note  with  pleasure,  the 
support  and  co-operation  he  has  received  from  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Michigan  in  this  regard.  What  might  easily  have  proved 
a  contentious  question  has  been  most  amicably  solved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

The  words  of  commendation  for  the  splendid  humanitarian 
work  of  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Toronto  Districts  strikes 
a  responsive  chord  in  our  hearts,  and  we  take  this  opportunity 
to  add  our  mead  of  praise  to  our  Toronto  Companions  for  their 
efforts  to  assist  the  underprivileged. 

We  note  with  interest  the  progress  that  is  being  made  in 
attaining  the  objective  of  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevo- 
lent Fund.  We  agree  that  this  campaign  should  not  close  until 
our  established  objective  has  been  reached. 
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It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Z.  in  au- 
thorizing a  donation  of  $100.00  to  the  Red  Cross  in  Windsor, 
meets  with  our  entire  approval. 

We  share  with  him  the  loss  sustained  by  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  through  the  deaths  of  many  of  our  beloved  friends 
and  Companions.  They  have  laid  aside  their  working  tools  and 
have  passed  to  the  Great  Beyond,  there  to  rest  from  their 
labours  gathering  strength  for  a  brighter  and  happier  day  to 
come. 

We  read  with  pleasure  of  the  presentation  of  fifty  and 
twenty-five-year  jewels  to  those  Companions  who  have  served 
the  Royal  Craft  long  and  faithfully. 

The  dispensations  issued  by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Conover  are 
noted,  all  but  one  of  these  cover  purely  routine  matters.

I  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  as  Auditor  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  February  28,  1947.  This  report  consists  of  the 
Exhibits  and  Schedule  listed  herein  and  my  comments  thereon :

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COMMENTS 

Balance  Sheet — 

The  Petty  Cash  Fund  has  been  examined  and  counted  at 
least  quarterly  during  the  year  and  the  Cash  on  Hand  as  at 
February  28,  1947,  verified.  The  Cash  in  Transit  was  deposited 
to  the  credit  of  Grand  Chapter  prior  to  March  20,  1047.  The 
bank  balances  as  at  February  28,  1947,  have  been  certified  by 
your  bankers  and  all  the  bank  transactions  for  the  year  ended 
on  that  date  have  been  examined  in  detail.  Properly  approved 
vouchers  in  support  of  all  disbursements  were  found  to  be  on 
file. 

The  Accounts  Receivable  from  the  Constituent  Chapters 
as  at  February  28,  1947,  less  payments  received  prior  to  March 
20,  1947,  have  been  verified  by  notices  sent  by  me  to  the  First 
Principals  of  the  respective  Chapters.  The  Annual  Returns  to 
Grand  Chanter  by  all  of  the  Constituent  Chapters  as  at  Febru- 
ary 28,  1947,  have  been  examined  and  found  to  be  in  agreement 
with  the  corresponding  records  and  statements  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E. 

The  several  Inventories  of  Supplies  for  Distribution  and  for 
Use  as  at  February  28,  1947,  have  been  furnished  to  me  by  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.  and  found  to  be  in  substantial  agreement  with 
his  Inventory  records. 

The  bank  balance  as  at  February  28,  1947,  of  the  Victory 
Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  bank  account  has  been  certified 
to  me  by  your  bankers  and  I  have  examined  the  Investments 
of  the  Fund  as  at  February  28,  1947.  All  of  the  receipts  issued 
by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  for  contributions  received  towards  this 
Fund  as  evidenced  by  the  duplicate  receipt  books  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  have  been  traced  to  this  bank  account. 

The  Investments  listed  in  Schedule  "1"  were  examined  by 
me  on  February  28,  1947,  at  the  Yonge  and  Queen  Streets 
Branch,  Toronto,  of  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce.  They  are 
lodged  in  a  safe-deposit  box  there  in  the  custody  of  the  Grand 
First  Principal,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer 
and  access  thereto  may  be  had  by  any  two  of  them. 
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So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  all  known  liabilities 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  have  been  taken  up  on  the  books  of 
account  as  at  February  28,  1947. 

The  Reserve  for  Life  Membership,  in  the  amount  present- 
ly provided,  is  adequate  to  cover  the  actuarial  requirements  as 
at  December  31,  1946. 

A  summary  of  the  transactions  in  the  General  Reserve  Ac- 
count during  the  current  year  is  provided  in  Exhibit  "A".

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Companions  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions : 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  submits  herewith  its  report 
for  the  year  ending  February  28,  1947. 

We  wish  to  again  report  that  the  general  financial  position 
of  Grand  Chapter  is  satisfactory,  and  our  investment  account 
amounts  to  $96,043.60,  which  amount  is  slightly  in  excess  of 
the  amount  reported  in  the  previous  year.  The  Bank  Balances 
as  at  February  28,  1947,  amount  to  $6,200.86. 

The  amount  of  Outstanding  Dues,  etc.,  owing  to  Grand 
Chapter  by  the  Constituent  Chapters  is  $561.40,  and  is  a  de- 
crease of  $41.15,  as  against  the  previous  year. 

Exhibit  "B"  of  the  Auditor's  Report  shows  that  the  year's 
operation  has  resulted  in  a  net  deficit  of  $140.78,  which 
amount  has  been  charged  against  the  General  Reserve. 

We  again  ask  you  to  note  the  Exhibit  "B",  as  submitted  in 
the  Auditor's  Report,  is  a  comparison  of  actual  revenue  and 
expenditure  for  the  year  as  against  budgeted  revenue  and  ex- 
penditure, and  is  not  intended  to  correspond  to  receipts  and 
disbursements  as  shown  in  the  Grand  Treasurer's  Report, 
although  they  are  in  complete  accord  when  reconciled. 

We  would  refer  you  to  Schedule  "2"  of  the  Auditor's  Re- 
port, which  sets  out  in  detail  the  Life  Membership  Fund,  the 
establishment  of  which  was  recommended  in  our  report  last 
year,  and  was  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter.  We  were  authorized 
to  transfer  from  the  General  Reserve  an  amount  sufficient  to 
bring  the  Life  Membership  Fund  up  to  $30,000.00,  which  has 
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been  done,  and  this  Schedule  now  shows  that,  after  the  interest 
and  commutation  fees  have  been  added  and  Life  Membership 
Dues  deducted,  there  is  at  the  credit  of  this  Fund  the  amount 
of  $31,525.50. 

A  study  of  the  actuarial  requirements  for  the  Life  Mem- 
bership Fund  of  Grand  Chapter,  as  at  December  31,  1946,  has 
now  been  completed,  and  the  compilation  of  the  3,949  persons 
and  their  ages  as  at  December  31,  1946,  now  show  that  the 
required  amount  necessary  with  3%  interest  of  an  annuity  pay- 
able for  life  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  annum,  to  be  $19,470.84, 
and  we  are  therefore  recommending  to  Grand  Chapter  that  an 
adjustment  be  made  in  this  fund  by  reducing  it  in  the  amount 
of  $10,000.00,  which  would  bring  it  into  line  with  its  actual 
requirements  as  at  December  31,  1946.  The  Reserve  for  Life 
Membership  Fund  would  then  be  $21,525.50.  This  fund  will  be 
subject  to  further  adjustment  for  each  Life  Member  that  is 
added  subsequent  to  the  above  date. 

The  Committee  now  recommends  that  the  cash  and  securi- 
ties for  this  fund  be  segregated  from  the  General  Fund  and  be 
constituted  as  a  Life  Membership  Fund. 

Schedule  "2"  of  the  Auditor's  Report  also  sets  out  in  detail 
the  position  of  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  as 
at  February  28,  1947,  showing  total  contributions  as  of  that 
date  to  be  $31,324.63.  These  funds  have  been  invested  and 
give  an  interest  yield  of  slightly  under  3%.  This  Fund  will  be 
kept  intact  until  the  objective  of  $50,000.00  is  attained,  only 
the  interest  on  the  Fund  being  transferred  to  the  General  Fund 
of  Grand  Chapter. 

In  preparing  for  your  approval  the  Estimate  of  Revenue 
and  Expenditure  for  the  financial  year  ending  February  29, 
1948,  we  have,  this  year,  set  out  in  somewhat  greater  detail 
all  anticipated  expenditures,  but  due  to  rising  costs  applicable 
to  many  of  our  expenditures  and  certain  uncontrollable  expen- 
ditures, which  it  is  essential  to  provide  for  this  year,  we  find  it 
necessary  to  estimate  for  a  deficit  of  $712.44. 

Your  Committee  approves  of  the  expenditure  of  $640.00  for 
the  printing  of  Constitutions  for  resale,  as  recommended  by 
the  Committee  on  Printing,  and  this  amount  is  recorded,  but 
not  included  in  the  estimated  expenditure,  because  the  same 
is  recoverable  over  an  indefinite  period. 
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In  view  of  the  deficit  shown  for  last  year  on  current  opera- 
tions and  that  an  estimated  deficit  is  shown  on  the  Budget  this 
year,  we  would  recommend  that  the  incoming  Finance  Com- 
mittee give  careful  consideration  to  this  matter  with  a  view 
to  eliminating  the  occurrence  of  same  in  succeeding  years. 

It  would  appear  to  this  Committee  that  if  the  Chapters  give 
sufficient  support  to  the  completion  of  the  Victory  Thanksgiv- 
ing Benevolent  Fund  objective  so  that  the  income  therefrom 
will  eliminate  the  need  of  Benevolent  expenditures  from  the 
General  Fund,  then  it  should  not  be  necessary  to  endeavour  to 
obtain  additional  revenue  from  other  sources  in  order  to  pre- 
sent a  balanced  budget. 

We  submit  for  your  approval  the  following  estimate  of  Receipts  and 
Expenditures  for  the  year  ending  February  29,  1948: —

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF 
CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions : — 

In  making  a  survey  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  large  juris- 
diction and  reviewing  the  activities  of  the  past  years,  your 
Committee  is  encouraged  to  learn  that  the  condition  of  the 
Royal  Craft  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  A  conscientious 
effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  high  standard  established 
in  by-gone  years ;  our  fraternity  is  honoured  and  respected,  and 
it  is  generally  recognized  as  an  influence  for  good  and  bene- 
ficial to  the  public  welfare  in  the  community  where  it  assembles. 

A  spirit  of  good  will  and  harmony  appears  to  prevail  in  the 
Constituent  Chapters,  and  they  all  continue  to  demonstrate 
their  loyalty  and  attachment  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Z.  and 
to  this  Grand  Chapter.  Our  Companions  are  exercising  pru- 
dence, zeal  and  determination  in  their  endeavour  to  correct  the 
mistakes  of  the  past,  and  they  are  looking  forward  with  con- 
fidence to  an  enlarged  field  of  endeavour  in  the  future. 

These  conclusions  are  reached  after  a  careful  perusal  of 
the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents.  Your  Committee 
has  endeavoured  to  compile  their  observations  on  the  condition 
of  the  Royal  Craft  from  these  reports  and  of  their  many  re- 
sponsibilities none  should  be  more  emphasized  than  a  compre- 
hensive review  of  the  important  activities  in  their  respective 
Districts. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  study  of  these  reports, 
that  many  of  our  problems  of  today  appear  to  be  perennial. 
The  questions  which  troubled  our  members  in  past  generations 
are  in  many  instances  the  unsolved  difficulties  and  the  incur- 
able ailments  of  our  day.  It  may  be  that  some  of  these  are  now 
more  acute  and  complicated  by  new  conditions  in  our  material 
and  social  structure,  "which  require  that  Masonry  must  be 
adapted  to  these  changing  conditions,  and  yet  maintain  as 
heretofore  the  traditional  customs  and  landmarks  of  the  fra- 
ternity." 

No  topic  has  received  more  attention  in  these  reports  than 
the  attendance  of  Companions  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
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Chapters.  These  reports,  in  some  instances,  are  encouraging, 
as  an  improvement  in  attendance  is  noted,  but  in  many  Chap- 
ters it  appears  there  is  much  to  be  desired.  In  considering  this 
problem  we  must  endeavour  to  maintain  a  correct  prospective. 
In  the  first  place,  we  must  appreciate  that  average  attendance 
estimated  by  the  members  present,  compared  with  the  number 
on  the  roll  is  not  always  a  correct  standard  by  which  to  judge 
interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  Chapter.  There  is,  in  many 
Chapters,  a  long  list  of  non-residents  and  we  must  also  consider 
those,  who  through  illness  and  infirmities  of  age  or  the  urgent 
claims  of  their  daily  vocation,  cannot  attend  their  Chapter  ex- 
cept on  very  rare  occasions. 

A  study  of  these  reports,  however,  indicates  that  this  is 
not  the  only  answer  to  this  problem.  We  must  admit  that  all 
is  not  well  with  our  institution  as  judged  by  Chapter  attend- 
ance. We  must  acknowledge  that  there  is  an  apathy  and  in- 
difference with  many  of  our  members  who  are  irregular  in  their 
attendance  and  take  little  interest  in  the  work  and  progress 
of  their  Chapters.  Your  Committee  suggests  that  for  the  most 
part  those  who  are  active  and  interested  have  the  opportunity 
to  take  some  part  in  our  ceremonies  or  are  engaged  in  an  im- 
portant Chapter  activity.  If  this  is  correct,  then  a  partial 
solution  for  small  attendance  rests  in  the  main  in  enlisting  the 
energies  and  talents  of  more  and  more  of  our  members  in  pro- 
moting the  welfare  of  their  Chapters  and  the  well-being  of  the 
fraternity.  We  are  not  advocating  a  modernizing  of  the  well- 
defined  aims  and  purposes  of  the  Royal  Craft.  There  should 
be  ample  scope  in  the  well  defined  field  of  Masonic  Service  to 
utilize  the  efforts  of  our  members.  We  must  not  endeavour  to 
attract  their  interest  by  publicity  stunts  which  appeal  to  the 
spectacular  or  by  forms  and  methods  of  entertainment  which 
are  not  in  keeping  with  the  standing  and  reputation  of  the 
fraternity. 

It  has  been  frequently  stated  that  it  is  a  great  honour  and 
distinction  to  be  the  officer  of  a  Chapter,  but  that  there  is  a 
corresponding  opportunity  and  responsibility.  If  the  officers 
of  our  Chapters  fully  realize  this  privilege,  they  must,  have 
more  zeal  and  initiative  in  organizing  and  conducting  their 
meetings  to  make  them  sufficiently  attractive  to  prompt  the 
regular  attendance  of  their  members.  There  should  be  a  syste- 
matic endeavour  to  make  every  Chapter  an  oasis  of  good-will

and  fraternity,  where  all  members  have  the  opportunity  of 
being  actual  participants  in  the  welfare  of  their  Chapter. 

We  learn  from  these  reports  that  there  is  an  improvement 
in  the  proportion  of  delinquent  members  who  are  in  arrears 
for  dues.  This  encouraging-  development  may,  to  a  consider- 
able measure,  depend  on  the  more  optimistic  outlook  in  our 
economic  position.  If  this  is  correct,  it  might  be  well  to  con- 
sider ways  and  means  to  meet  this  difficulty,  if  and  when  the 
pendulum  swings  adversely  in  industrial  and  employment  con- 
ditions. That  will  create  many  instances  which  will  call  for 
leniency,  but  it  should  be  no  excuse  for  laxity,  or  inefficiency 
in  retaining  a  large  nominal  membership,  who  are  financially 
able,  but  who  are,  for  the  most  part,  delinquent  in  their  obliga- 
tions to  the  Order  and  their  Chapter. 

Many  Masonic  Jurisdictions  report  that  they  have  been 
very  successful  in  solving  this  problem  of  N.P.D.,  by  what  is 
generally  designated  as  "Automatic  Suspension".  A  brief  ex- 
planation of  this  procedure  may  be  interesting.  If  this  were 
adopted  in  our  Jurisdiction,  this  Grand  Chapter  would  enact 
as  a  provision  of  the  Constitution — that  all  members  a  ye'ar  in 
arrears  of  dues,  at  a  given  period,  say  January  the  first  of  each 
year,  would  be  automatically  suspended  from  our  member- 
ship rolls.  The  advantage  of  such  a  regulation  is  obvious.  It 
would  encourage  our  Chapters  to  make  a  thorough  survey  of 
their  delinquents  well  in  advance  of  the  date  set  for  suspension. 
The  circumstances  in  each  case  would  be  reviewed  and  where 
leniency  and  consideration  were  necessary,  the  dues  should  be 
remitted.  Again,  it  would  year  by  year  erase  from  our  rolls 
those  who  are  neither  active  in  the  support  of  their  Chapter, 
nor  sympathetic  towards  its  aims  and  purposes.  Our  trouble 
in  the  past  has  been  that  we  have  carried  such  members  year 
after  year  in  arrears  and  this  has  given  a  false  and  fictitious 
impression  of  the  progress  and  position  of  many  of  our  Chap- 
ters. It  is  much  better  to  have  a  small  Chapter  of  members, 
who  are  prompt  to  discharge  their  obligation,  than  one  with  a 
large  nominal  list  of  names,  many  of  whom  are  a  detriment 
rather  than  an  asset  to  the  fraternity. 

It  is  not  the  function  of  this  Committee  to  submit  definite 
recommendations  regarding  changes  in  our  Constitution  or 
procedure,  but  we  submit  for  consideration  these  observations 
on  what  might  be  done  to  correct  these  baneful  and  tardy 
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methods  in  the  collection  of  Chapter  dues.  We  suggest  it  is  a 
matter  which  should  have  the  serious  attention  of  the  active 
officers  of  Grand  Chapter,  in  the  hope  and  expectation  that 
some  method  may  be  adopted  to  overcome  this  menace  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

From  many  parts  of  the  Jurisdiction  we  learn  that  there  is 
an  ever-increasing  interest  in  Masonic  Church  Services.  These 
have  been  assembled  by  individual  Chapters  and  in  District 
gatherings.  This  is  encouraging,  and  it  is  in  keeping  with 
the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  Royal  Craft.  It  has  been  fre- 
quently said  that  "Masonry  is  not  a  religion,  but  it  has  a  re- 
ligious meaning."  Masonry  must  never  be  considered  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  Church.  Every  Royal  Craftsman  should  be 
identified  with  the  activities  of  the  Church.  The  assembling  of 
the  Companions  for  a  church  service  under  official  auspices  is 
a  recognition  to  the  public  at  large  of  our  belief  in  the  su- 
premacy of  the  church  and  our  witness  to  one  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  Craft,  viz.,  our  faith  in  God  as  the  Great  Archi- 
tect of  the  Universe. 

It  is  fitting  and  important  in  these  days,  that  the  Craft 
should  publicly  re-affirm  this  Landmark.  There  is  an  inclina- 
tion in  our  times  for  our  community,  our  nation,  and  the  whole 
civilized  world  to  emphasize  the  external,  the  material,  rather 
than  the  eternal  and  the  spiritual.  It  is  our  responsibility  to 
see  that  such  a  tendency  does  not  permeate  our  Royal  Craft. 
In  all  our  endeavours  and  activities  we  must  never  forget  that 
the  teachings  and  precepts  of  our  ritual  and  ceremonies  are  the 
foundations  of  this  institution.  Let  us  not  be  led  astray  by 
the  clamor  for  new  gods.  Masonry  will  continue  to  survive  and 
flourish  if  men  find  in  our  institution  a  moral  force  and  fellow- 
ship which  is  both  human  and  divine.  It  would  stimulate  the 
influence  of  every  Chapter  if  it  were  recognized  by  the  observ- 
ant eye  of  the  community  that  our  members  were  united  in 
mutual  confidence  to  inculcate  the  simple  virtues  of  truth, 
honour,  justice  and  charity.  That  must  be  our  aim  and  our 
objective,  and  then,  and  only  then,  will  we  be  worthy  of  our 
traditions  and  our  great  Masonic  heritage. 

It  is  regrettable  that  greater  progress  has  not  been  made 
in  reaching  our  objective  for  the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Bene- 
volent Fund.  Some  of  the  reports  from  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendents indicate  that  there  has  been  an  apathy  and  indiffer- 
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ence  in  the  appeal  for  this  Fund.  This  must  be  attributed  to 
deficient  organization  or  misunderstanding  as  to  the  aim  and 
need  of  this  appeal.  We  are  convinced  that  Capitular  Masonry 
in  this  Province  is  sound  and  faithful  to  its  most  practical  and 
constructive  traditions  and  that  our  Chapters  and  individual 
Companions  will  not  hesitate  to  assist  cheerfully  and  willingly 
our  unfortunate  members  and  their  dependents  in  the  hour 
of  need. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  suggests  that  the  successful 
culmination  of  this  appeal  is  a  definite  challenge  to  the  vision 
and  enterprise  of  the  new  officers  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  We 
must  not  fail  in  this  endeavour.  This  is  a  "Victory  Fund". 
Surely  it  must  be  regarded  as  the  very  antithesis  of  defeat  in 
our  efforts.  We  must  avoid  any  inert  or  dilatory  attitude.  This 
is  the  time  for  decisive  and  constructive  action.  If  our  organ- 
ization is  defective  it  should  be  amended.  It  is  said  that  many 
of  our  members  are  skeptical  that  an  increase  in  our  invested 
funds  is  necessary  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  care  of  our  de- 
pendents is  provided  by  other  Masonic  welfare  agencies.  It  is 
our  responsibility  to  convince  our  Companions  that  both  of 
these  conceptions  are  quite  erroneous.  There  are  certain  de- 
pendents of  this  Grand  Chapter  who  cannot  ask  for  Masonic 
assistance  from  any  other  source.  Therein  lies  our  obligation 
and  we  cannot  comply  with  the  requests  from  the  sick  and 
afflicted,  the  widow  and  the  orphan  from  our  present  annual 
income.  Your  Committee  feels  that  if  authentic  information 
is  presented  to  our  Companions,  their  conception  of  Masonic 
charity  will  not  be  an  idle  gesture,  but  rather  it  will  be  a  record 
of  unselfish  service  and  generous  sacrifice. 

In  several  of  these  reports  from  the  Districts,  there  is  no 
reference  to  any  organized  effort  in  Masonic  education.  We 
hope  that  this  most  important  phase  of  our  work  is  not  neglect- 
ed. It  is  probably  more  necessary  today  than  ever  before.  If 
we  are  to  retain  the  interest  of  our  younger  Companions  we 
must  supplement  the  teachings  of  our  ritual  and  ceremonies 
and  give  to  those  who  have  been  recently  admitted,  education 
in  our  history,  our  traditions  and  our  symbolism.  Within  the 
extensive  and  varied  field  of  endeavour  of  the  Royal  Craft, 
there  is  much  to  attract  each  and  all  of  us.  Instruction  in  these 
many  activities  should  inculcate  not  only  greater  knowledge, 
but  also  greater  appreciation  of  our  institution. 
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If  the  members  who  are  now  being  admitted  through  our 
portals  are  to  retain  their  interest  and  enthusiasm,  we  must 
give  more  attention  to  their  cultural  advancement  in  Masonry. 
They  should  be  made  to  realize  that  our  institution  does  not 
depend  on  the  superficial  or  the  spectacular,  but  rather  that  the 
spirit  and  soul  of  the  fraternity  appeals  to  the  finer  things  in 
life.  In  almost  every  part  of  the  civilized  world  it  has  con- 
tinued century  after  century  without  show  or  ostentation,  to 
remind  the  individual  of  his  duty  to  his  God,  his  neighbour,  and 
himself.  If  we  are  true  to  ourselves  and  our  Masonic  heritage, 
we  can  with  every  hope  and  confidence,  resolve  that  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  past,  will  be  a  healthy  impetus  to  still 
greater  achievements  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  DEAD 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions : 

It  becomes  imperative  that,  for  a  few  minutes,  our  minds 
and  thoughts  should  turn  from  the  secular  business  of  Grand 
Chapter  to  a  remembrance  of  those  Royal  Arch  Companions 
whose  journey  on  earth  has  ended  during  the  past  year,  and 
also  to  those  Companions  who  left  us  in  previous  years. 

It  is  with  sorrow  your  Committee  has  to  report  that  372  of 
our  loved  Companions  have  passed  away  since  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  of  Grand  Chapter. 

To  the  relatives  and  friends  of  our  departed  Companions  we 
extend  our  heart-felt  sympathy,  and  pray  that  God  will  bless 
and  comfort  them.  Our  hearts,  also,  go  out  to  our  Sister  Juris- 
dictions in  Canada  and  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Their 
loss  of  distinguished  Companions  also  affects  us  and  we  grieve 
with  them  in  their  sorrow  and  extend  our  sympathy. 
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In  Canada,  the  Province  of  Alberta  suffered  the  loss  of  two 
Past  Grand  Z.'s,  and  a  Grand  Scribe  E.,  viz. — 

James  R.  Flan,  Grand  Z.,  1929. 

Walter  Edward  Mercer,  Grand  Z.,  1935. 

Cyril  A.  MacPherson,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  1933-1946. 

In  British  Columbia,  one  Past  Grand  Z.,  viz. — 
Ernest  Percy  Allen,  Grand  Z.,  1930. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  one  Past  Grand  H.P.,  viz. — 
Donald  Fisher  Fraser,  G.H.P.,  1912. 

Our  Sister  Jurisdictions  in  the  United  States  suffered  the 
loss  of  30  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest,  one  Grand  King,  one  Past  Grand  Scribe,  one 
Grand  Secretary,  one  Grand  Master  of  the  First  Veil,  and  one 
Grand  Guard.  One  of  the  above  Past  Grand  High  Priests  also 
held  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  and  one  had  held  such  office 
in  1944-45. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  late  Grand 
High  Priests  held  that  office  in  the  years  1888  and  1889 — a 
truly  venerable  record.  His  life,  unquestionably,  was  of  in- 
estimable value  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  his  jurisdiction  of 
Washington. 

In  the  passing  of  our  loved  Companions  this  thought  is 
sharply  brought  to  our  attention — "Who  are  we  to  mourn  over 
the  mysterious  ways  of  God".  He  has  called;  He  has  ordered 
the  trumpet  sounded,  and  our  late  Companions  have  heard  the 
summons  and  answered  Him,  to  render  an  undisguised  account 
of  their  lives  and  actions.  This  must,  of  necessity,  forcibly 
remind  each  of  us  that,  one  day — somewhere — we  too  have  to 
heed  the  imperative  summons;  we  each  have  to  take  this  un- 
known journey  to  face  our  God.  Are  we  ready?  As  the  Poet 
says: — 

"Choose  ye  this  Day  whom  ye  will  serve — 
God — or  Mammon, 
God  waits,  has  waited  long — still  waits; 
Each  dawn  His  promise  He  reiterates. 
And  down  the  long  dim  corridors  of  Time 
His  word  reverberates, 
Choose   ye   this   Day."

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Companions,  we  that  are  here,  still  have  the  opportunity 
of  making  our  choice.  With  the  teachings  of  our  Order  such 
choice  should  not  be  difficult,  and  yet  we  are  not  so  perfect  in 
our  generation  that  we  can  afford  to  ignore  this  challenge — 

"Choose  ye  this  Day — God  or  Mammon." 

Finally,  what  does  the  thought  of  death  portray  for  us? 
It  is  a  surety  that  has  to  be  faced ;  it  cannot  be  evaded.  It  is 
said — 'The  young  may  die;  the  old  must  die,"  but  none  know 
how  or  when.  Pointedly,  we  are  instructed  to  "Remember  our 
Creator  in  the  days  of  our  youth" — for  the  days  quickly  come 
when  we  have  no  pleasure  in  them.  Therefore,  my  Compan- 
ions, our  days  being  numbered — many  or  few — it  behooves  us 
to  so  live  that  when  our  summons  comes,  it  may  be  said  of  each 
of  us  that  we — "Feared  God  and  kept  His  commandments" — 
and  this,  my  Companions,  is  man's  whole  duty.

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  AND  INSTRUCTION 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  and  Companions  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

There  are  very  few  people  who  are  not  interested  in  educa- 
tion. There  are  many  who  believe  that,  taken  as  a  whole, 
education  seeks  to  do  two  things :  help  individuals  to  fulfill  the 
unique,  particular  function  in  life  which  is  in  them  to  fulfill, 
and  fit  them  so  far  as  it  can  for  those  common  spheres,  which, 
as  citizens  and  heirs  of  a  joint  culture,  they  will  share  with 
others.  Today,  that  need  is  even  more  apparent,  because  never 
in  the  history  of  the  world  have  vulgarity  and  debilitation  beat 
so  insistent  on  the  mind  as  they  now  do  from  screen,  radio  and 
newsstand. 

Ruskin  once  said,  "It  is  a  good  thing  to  join  in  forms  of 
religious  service,  but  it  is  a  better  thing  to  unite  as  brethren 
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in  the  offices  and  arts  of  daily  life."  Someone  else  has  said, 
"Give  me  the  youth  of  a  country  for  two  decades  and  I  will  tell 
what  kind  of  a  government  and  what  kind  of  a  citizenry  you 
are  going  to  have."  Claire  Boothe  in  "Europe  in  the  Spring", 
quotes  Marshall  Petain  as  saying,  "Since  our  victory  in  1918, 
the  spirit  of  pleasure  prevailed  over  the  spirit  of  sacrifice.  We 
demanded  more  than  we  gave.  We  sought  to  skimp  in  effort 
and  so  we  met  disaster." 

A  changing  world  requires  changing  conditions,  and  the 
true  starting  point  for  the  world's  progress  cannot  be  reached 
by  any  nation  as  a  whole,  but  exists  and  has  been  reached  in 
the  past  as  it  will  in  the  future  by  individuals  here  and  there 
in  every  nation.  This  is  basic  and  important.  Therefore,  in 
any  process,  rebuilding  or  otherwise,  the  first  step  is  to  reach 
the  individual,  indicate  to  him  his  very  real  sphere  of  influence 
and  then  set  down  to  work  in  that  sphere  with  what  he  has. 
Gradually  will  he  realize  that  he  is  needed  and  will  do  much. 
He  will  then  bring  the  same  constructive  attitude  to  those 
around  him,  and  they,  in  their  turn,  will  do  likewise. 

Each  and  every  one  of  these  statements  can  be  applied  to 
Royal  Arch  Masonry.  There  may  be  some  question  that  as  we 
strive  for  perfection  in  form  of  service  and  in  our  social  gather- 
ings we  are  skimping  in  effort  in  developing  the  usefulness  of 
the  Companion.  That  there  was  a  need  for  education  and  in- 
struction in  the  principles  and  symbolism  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  must  have  been  evident  to  those  Royal  Arch  Masons 
who,  some  few  years  ago  now,  developed  our  present  system 
of  education  and  instruction.  As  recipients  of  their  bounty,  it 
is  our  duty  to  analyze  and  consider  whether  we  are  performing 
our  full  duty  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results.  Frankly,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  we  are  not.  We  have  failed 
to  reach  the  individual  Companion. 

Several  reasons  may  be  given,  and  a  discussion  of  these 
reasons  may  be  of  moment. 

1.  The  idea  somewhat  prevalent,  which  has  come  from  the 
past,  that  perfection  in  rendition  of  ritual  is  the  only  thing  that 
is  important.  Such  perfection  is  well  worth  striving  for,  but 
it  is  not  the  ultimate  goal.  That  goal,  as  far  as  it  is  humanly 
possible,  should  be  the  inculcation  into  the  hearts  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  the  attainment  of  the  perfect  way  of  life. 
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2.  Difficulty  in  overcoming  the  prejudice  that  any  effort  or 
time  spent  other  than  in  conferring  degrees  or  enjoying  ban- 
quets is  non-essential.  If  less  than  one  per  cent  is  the  increase 
in  membership  during  favourable  years,  how  can  we  counteract 
the  loss  that  will  be  inevitable  in  less  favourable  times,  unless 
we  convince  the  Companion  of  the  importance  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry. 

3.  Opposition  usually  arises  from  the  uninformed  against 
something  which  he  does  not  understand.  The  apathy  of  Past 
and  Present  Grand  Chapter  officers  must  be  overcome. 

4.  Excellent  results  have  been  obtained  in  as  far  as  the 
training  of  Grand  Superintendents  is  concerned.  The  many 
expressions  of  appreciation  from  these  faithful  officers  of 
Grand  Chapter  are  ample  evidence.  While  many  of  these 
Superintendents  endeavour  to  pass  on  to  the  Chapter  Principals 
the  training  received  and  necessity  for  co-operation,  from  this 
point  on  the  training  practically  ceases.  This  bar  to  progress 
is  fatal.  It  prevents  the  functioning  of  our  plan  in  its  most 
important  phase — the  education  of  and  arousing  interest  in  the 
individual  Companion. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends: 

1.  That  if  the  present  system  of  education  be  continued, 
every  effort  be  made  to  arouse  the  interest  of  Grand  Chapter 
Officers,  Past  and  Present. 

2.  That  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  fact  that  knowledge  of 
symbolism  is  equally  important  to  and  must  be  stressed  in 
conjunction  with  ritualistic  work. 

3.  That  the  present  practice  of  instructing  Grand  Superin- 
tendents be  continued,  but  that  assistance  be  given  in  the  train- 
ing of  Chapter  Principals  and  formation  of  Chapter  Commit- 
tees. We  suggest  that  Grand  Chapter  consider  the  possibility 
of  appointing  District  Chairmen  of  Education  or  Assistant 
Lecturers  who  would  be  charged  with  this  responsibility  as  an 
important  part  of  their  duties. 
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4.  That  these  recommendations  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Committee  on  Education  and  Instruction  for  study  and  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Recommendation  of  Regulations  and  Design  of  a  Special 
Award  to  a  Companion  of  the  Royal  Arch  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  for  Distin- 
guished Service  to  Capitular  Masonry. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada-. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions : 

Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  Regula- 
tions governing  the  award  of  a  special  nature  in  recognition 
of  distinguished  service  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion, and  to  advise  on  the  particulars  of  design  of  each  award, 
now  reports  as  follows: 

1.  The  award  shall  be  called  "The  Distinguished  Service 
Medal"  in  the  form  of  a  special  decoration  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  suitable  certificate  and  citation. 

2.  It  must  be  in  recognition  of  outstanding  service  to  Ca- 
pitular Masonry,  made  by  a  Companion  who  has  devoted  him- 
self and  his  talents  with  distinction  to  his  Chapter  and  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

3.  All  First  Principals  and  Past  First  Principals  are  in- 
eligible for  this  honour,  which  is  to  be  the  reward  given  by 
Grand  Chapter  to  one,  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  Award  Com- 
mittee, has  not  been  and  is  never  likely  to  be  elected  and  in- 
stalled as  the  First  Principal  of  a  Chapter. 

4.  Nominations  for  the  award  must  be  submitted  through 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  in  writing,  giving  the  full  name,  address, 
Masonic  rank,  the  name  and  number  of  the  Chapter  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  which  he  is  a  Companion,  full  particu- 
lars of  the  special  service  claimed  for  the  nominee  in  his  Char)- 
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ter,  after  due  notice  of  motion  has  been  given  to  all  Companions 
of  his  Chapter.  The  vote  on  the  resolution  shall  be  an  open 
majority  vote  of  the  Chapter. 

5.  Only  under  most  exceptional  conditions  shall  an  award 
be  made  if  another  living  Companion  of  the  Chapter  has  re- 
ceived this  award  by  recommendation  of  that  Chapter. 

6.  There  shall  be  no  posthumous  awards. 

7.  The  Award  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, Past  Grand  First  Principals,  appointed  by  Grand  Council, 
one  to  be  appointed  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  one  year,  and  thereafter  appointed  for  three  year  terms, 
any  member  of  the  Committee  to  be  eligible  for  re-appointment 
when  his  time  expires.  This  Committee  shall  make  all  awards 
of  the  medal  and  the  decision  of  the  Committee  in  dealing  with 
applications  for  awards  shall  be  unanimous  and  final,  with  no 
appeal,  and  may  be  made  at  any  time.  The  Committee  shall 
not  be  bound  by  precedent  in  making  awards  and  each  applica- 
tion shall  be  considered  entirely  on  its  own  merit. 

8.  Record  of  each  award  and  the  citation  of  service  shall  be 
entered  in  a  special  register,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  and  shall  be  included  in  the  report  of  the  Awards 
Committee  to  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Chapter. 

With  respect  to  the  design,  the  following  recommendations 
are  submitted: — 

(a)  That  the  medal  shall  be  made  of  sterling  silver,  gold 
plated. 

(b)  That  the  bar  on  the  ribbon  of  the  medal  be  also  of 
sterling  silver,  gold  plated,  and  have  the  words  "Distinguished 
Service"  raised. 

(c)  That  the  ribbon  shall  be  1J4  inches  wide  of  scarlet  cord- 
ed silk. 

(d)  That  the  medal  shall  be  1J4  inches  in  diameter  and 
Ys  inch  thick  with  smooth  edge. 

(e)  That  the  face  of  the  medal  bear  the  raised  crest  of 
Grand  Chapter  with  the  words  raised  around  the  outside  be- 
tween the  edge  and  the  crest — "Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada". 

(f)  That  the  reverse  side  of  the  medal  shall  have  a  raised 
outer  circle,  inside  which  shall  be  fitted  the  interlaced  triangles 
raised  in  equal  thickness  to  the  outside  circle.    Horizontally 
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across  the  centre  shall  be  a  raised  bar  on  which  shall  be  en- 
graved the  name  of  the  recipient.  In  the  upper  left  hand  quad- 
rant shall  be  imposed  the  Keystone,  in  the  upper  right  hand 
quadrant,  the  Pillars,  Arch  with  Keystone  in  place  and  the 
Ark  and  Cherubims  shall  be  shown  between  the  columns.  In 
the  lower  segment  shall  be  imposed  the  circle,  equilateral  tri- 
angle and  the  triple  tau.  The  year  of  presentation  shall  be 
engraved  in  the  clear  space  in  the  lower  left  and  right  hand 
quadrants,  as  formed  between  the  lower  bar  of  the  interlaced 
triangles,  the  outer  circle  and  the  circle  which  enclosed  the 
equilateral  triangle  and  triple  tau. 

Your  Committee  submits  these  recommendations  with  a 
view  of  providing  suitable  recognition  for  an  outstanding  con- 
tribution to  the  cause  of  Capitular  Masonry,  within  this  Juris- 
diction, which  will  be  a  significant  reward'of  merit,  which,  with- 
out limiting  the  powers  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  Grand 
Council,  will  provide  for  such  recognition  without  the  conferr- 
ing of  the  honourary  rank  of  Past  First  Principal.

Herewith  my  report  for  services  of  Library  for  the  year 
ending  February  28,  1947. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  operational  year,  all  Grand  Super- 
intendents who  applied  for  loans  from  our  list  were  also  sent 
copies  of  the  Souvenir  Booklet  of  our  75th  Anniversary,  to- 
gether with  lists  of  hooks  available. 

45  books  were  loaned  and  25  letters  written  in  answer  to 
enquiries,  besides  attention  given  to  personal  calls  at  the 
Library,  and  by  'phone.  Postal  costs  for  the  year  have  been 
$5.77.

REGALIA,   CLOTHING,   INSIGNIA   AND   JEWELS 

275 — Apron  of  Companions — The  Apron  is  to  be  of  white  lamb-skin, 
sixteen  inches  wide,  and  fourteen  inches  deep,  with  an  idented  crimson 
and  purple  border  two  inches  wide,  the  crimson  part  pointing  to  the 
centre  of  the  apron,  the  border  of  the  flap  or  lappet  to  be  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  wide.  In  the  centre  of  the  flap  is  to  be  an  equilateral 
triangle  of  plain  gilt  metal,  each  side  three  and  one-quarter  inches  long 
and  three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide;  and  within  the  triangle  three  taus 
united,  of  gilt  metal;  two  gilt  metal  tassels,  or  chains,  seven  strands  in 
number,  are  to  be  suspended  each  by  a  white  ribbon,  two  inches  wide, 
coming  from  under  the  flap.  The  lining,  of  imitation  leather,  and  strings 
or  belt,  shall  be  white. 

276 — Apron   of   Principals — The   Apron   of   Principals   and   Past   Z.'s 

of  Constituent  Chapters  shall  have  the  triangle,  the  lining  and  strings 
or  belt,  and  the  ribbons  suspending  the  tassels  or  chains,  of  crimson,  and 
be  trimmed  with  gold  lace,  three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide,  and  gold  fringe, 
one  inch  long  on  the  flap  and  one  and  one-half  inches  long  on  the  apron. 

277 — Apron  of  Grand  Officers — The  apron  of  Present  and  Past  Grand 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  to  be  of  white  lamb-skin,  eighteen  inches 
wide  and  sixteen  inches  deep,  with  a  double  indented  crimson  and  purple 
border,  four  inches  wide;  the  border  of  the  flap  to  be  two  inches  wide; 
the  triangle,  lining  and  strings,  and  ribbons  suspending  the  tassels  or 
chains,  to  be  purple,  trimmed  with  gold  lace,  one-half  inch  wide,  and 
gold  fringe,  one  and  one-half  inches  long  on  the  flap  and  two  inches  long 
on  the  apron;  the  emblem  of  office  to  be  embroidered  in  the  centre  of  the 
apron — for  elected  Officers,  within  two  branches  of  laurel  and  for  ap- 
pointed Officers,  within  a  circle. 

278 — Sash — The  Sash  of  Companions  shall  be  of  four-inch  indented 
crimson  and  purple  ribbon  (crimson  diamond  outside),  with  silk  fringe, 
three  and  one-half  inches  long,  at  the  ends,  fastened  with  a  triple  tau, 
within  a  metal,  gold-plated  triangle,  of  two  and  three-quarter  inches  out- 
side measurement;  sash  to  be  worn  over" the  left  shoulder,  passing  oblique- 
ly to  the  right  side. 

The  Sash  of  Principals  and  Past  Z.'s  of  Constituent  Chapters  shall 
have  a  fringe  of  gold  bullion  instead  of  silk,  the  triple  tau  and  triangle 
to  be  of  gold  bullion  embroidery. 

The  Sash  of  Present  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
shall  be  a  tri-coloured  ribbon  of  purple,  crimson  and  sky  blue,  four  inches 
wide,  with  a  fringe  of  gilt  or  gold  bullion,  three  and  one-half  inches  long, 
attached  by  gold  lace,  one  inch  wide,  at  the  ends,  the  triple  tau  and 
triangle  to  be  of  gold  bullion  embroidery. 

279 — Prohibited  Jewels — No  Companion  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction 
shall  be  permitted  to  wear  in  a  Chapter  any  jewel,  medal,  or  regalia  not 
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authorized  by  this  Grand  Chapter,  except  the  jewels  and  medals  approved 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  those  of  Grand 
Representatives  and  Military  Orders  or  Insignia  given  by  the  Sovereign 
or  his  allies. 

280 — Collars  and  Jewels — The  Jewel  of  Office  worn  by  Present  and 
Past  Grand  Z.'s,  as  well  as  the  Jewel  of  Office  of  the  Grand  H.,  and  Grand 
J.,  may  be  suspended  from  a  chain  collar  of  gold  or  other  metal  gilt;  that 
of  other  elected  Officers  from  a  tri-colour  ribbon  collar  of  purple,  crimson 
and  sky  blue,  four  inches  wide,  edged  with  gold  lace,  one-half  inch  wide, 
and  gold  fringe,  one  and  one-half  inches  long;  that  of  appointed  Officers, 
from  a  similar  ribbon  collar,  edged  with  gold  lace,  three-eighths  of  an 
inch  wide.  No  other  Jewels  shall  be  suspended  from  the  collars  as  above 
described. 

281 — Collars   and   Jewels   of   Officers   of   Constituent   Chapters — The 

Jewel  of  Office  worn  by  the  Principals  and  Officers  is  to  be  suspended 
from  a  crimson  collar,  four  inches  wide,  with  gold  bullion  lace,  one-half 
inch  wide,  down  the  centre. 

282 — Jewels,  Officers — (Same  as  present  Section  286). 

283 — Jewels,  Constituent  Chapters — (Same  as  present  Section  287). 

284 — Jewel  of  the  Order — The  Jewel  and  Keystone  of  the  Order  are 
to  be  worn  by  Companions  on  the  left  breast,  either  separately  or  con- 
jointly, on  a  gilt  (or  gold)  and  enamel  circle,  suspended  by  a  narrow 
ribbon,  according  to  the  rank  of  the  Companion,  as  follows: 

Present  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter,  tri-coloured,  pur- 
ple, crimson  and  sky  blue. 

Principals  and  Past  Principals  of  Constituent  Chapters,  crimson,  with 
a  centre  of  sky  blue  one-third  the  width. 

All  other  Companions,  crimson. 

All  jewels  to  be  of  gold  or  gilt. 

285 — Jewel  of  Mark  Master — The  Jewel  of  a  Mark  Master  is  to  be 
in  the  form  of  a  Keystone.  On  the  front,  the  owner's  Mark  is  to  be  en- 
graved within  a  circle,  with  the  letters  H.  T.  W.  S.  S.  T.  K.  S.  around  it. 
On  the  reverse  side  may  be  the  owner's  name  and  that  of  his  Chapter, 
with  the  date  of  his  advancement.  The  Jewel  should  be  a  white  cornelian 
stone,  but  may  be  of  gold,  silver  or  mother-of-pearl,  and  be  suspended 
by  a  narrow  sky-blue  ribbon,  with  crimson  edges. 

286 — Regalia  of  Lodges  of  Mark  Master  Masons  and  Most  Excellent 
Masters — (Same  as  present  Section  282). 

287 — Recognition  to  Mark  Centenary  of  Chapters — A  Chapter  which 
has  attained  its  one  hundredth  year  of  continuous  and  active  service  in 
the  Royal  Craft  is  entitled,  as  a  special  marking  of  such  feature,  to  have, 
if  so  desired,  placed  on  the  aprons  of  its  Officers  and  Companions,  by 
means  of  figures,  one-half  inch  high,  in  gold  embroidery,  the  year  insti- 
tuted and  the  centenary  year,  in  the  lower  left-hand  and  right-hand 
corners  of  the  Apron.

Section  246:  A  Constituent  Chapter  may,  by  by-law,  admit  any  of  its 
members  to  Life  Membership  upon  payment  to  the  Chapter  of  a  sum  of 
money  to  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  annual  dues  of  the  Chapter 
(less  the  per  Capita  dues  to  Grand  Chapter)  by  the  amount  shown  in  the 
following  schedule  opposite  the  age  of  the  life  member  at  his  last  birth 
date.  In  addition  thereto,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  life  member  the  Com- 
mutation fee  of  Grand  Chapter,  which  amount  shall  be  forwarded  forth- 
with to  Grand  Chapter,  and  such  payment  shall  exempt  the  Chapter  from 
the  payment  of  further  dues  to  Grand  Chapter  on  his  behalf.  All  life 
membership  funds  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  account  and  invested  in 
such  investments  as  are  authorized  by  law  for  trust  funds,  and  no  por- 
tion of  such  fund  and  income  thereon  may  be  expended  by  the  Chapter, 
except  that  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  during  the  lifetime  of  such 
life  member  there  may  be  transferred  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Chapter 
an  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  annual  dues  payable  at  the 
time  of  the  granting  of  such  life  membership,  less  the  per  Capita  dues 
to  Grand  Chapter.

REMARKS  BY  THE  NEWLY-INSTALLED  GRAND  Z. 
Most  Ex.  Comp.  Frederick  W.  Dean 

My  Excellent  Companions: 

Let  me  first  express  to  you  all  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
high  honour  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  selecting  me  to 
preside  over  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

It  shall  be  my  constant  aim,  in  every  possible  way,  to  merit 
your  confidence  and  deserve  your  approval. 

During  the  nearly  ninety  years  of  our  Grand  Chapter  his- 
tory, many  highly  qualified  and  talented  Masons  have  occupied 
this  position  and  the  record  of  their  achievements  will  be  a 
constant  incentive  to  put  forth  the  best  efforts  of  which  I  am 
capable. 

In  looking  forward  to  the  year  which  lies  ahead,  let  me 
emphasize  that  any  success  we  may  achieve  will  not  be  the 
result  of  any  one  man's  effort,  but  can  only  be  attained  by  the 
combined  efforts  of  every  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction  and,  in 
the  final  analysis,  by  the  loyal  and  devoted  co-operation  of  each 
individual  member.  If  each  one  of  us  will  resolve  to  do  his 
individual  part  to  the  fullest  possible  extent,  the  combined 
results  will  not  only  be  gratifying,  but  amazing.  I  am  asking 
for  that  kind  of  co-operation  and  am  confident  that  it  will  be 
forthcoming. 
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To  all  the  elected  and  appointed  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter, 
I  extend  congratulations  and  best  wishes.  Let  each  of  us 
remember  that  our  election  or  appointment  carries  with  it  a 
responsibility  which  is  not  to  be  lightly  regarded.  No  matter 
in  what  office  we  have  been  placed,  it  is  expected  that  we  will 
put  forth  every  effort  throughout  the  year  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  in  our  own  Chapter,  in 
our  own  District,  and  wherever  we  can  throughout  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  As  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  in  whatever  capacity, 
we  should  be  a  centre  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  giving  particular 
attention  to  the  weaker  Chapters.  We  are  to  work  unceasingly 
ourselves  and  get  our  associates  to  work  for  the  good  of  the 
Order.  There  is  no  office  in  Grand  Chapter  which  entails  only 
the  wearing  of  regalia.  Our  Companions  have  chosen  us  for 
preferment  because  they  consider  we  have  talents  which  we 
are  prepared  to  use  to  the  full  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  They 
rely  upon  each  of  us  to  fully  justify  the  confidence  they  have 
placed  in  us.    Let  our  motto  be:  "WE  SERVE". 

There  are  a  number  of  problems  on  which  our  attention 
mu;;t  be  focused  this  year.  I  will  endeavour  to  touch  on  some 
of  \  hem  briefly,  as  follows : 

1.     Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund 

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  secured  $32,352  out  of  our 
objective  of  $50,000,  which  is  64.7  per  cent. 

31  Chapters  have  obtained  their  full  quota  or  more. 
42  Chapters  have  obtained  more  than  half  their  quota. 
65  Chapters  have  obtained  less  than  half  their  quota. 
15  Chapters  have  contributed  nothing. 

We  should  clean  up  this  campaign  and  get  this  matter 
definitely  behind  us  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible.  I  am 
going  to  ask  the  First  Principal  of  every  Chapter  to  personally 
head  up  a  campaign  to  obtain  the  quota  allotted  to  his  Chapter 
by  contacting  every  member  who  has  not  so  far  contributed 
anything.  The  amount  asked  for  is  so  small  per  member  that 
if  everyone  would  contribute,  the  objective  would  easily  be 
reached. 

Even  in  those  Chapters  which  have  collected  their  quota, 
there  are  many  Companions  who  have  not  made  any  contribu- 
tion. The  First  Principals  of  such  Chapters  are  asked  to  see 
that  such  Companions  are  contacted  and  given  an  opportunity 
to  participate  in  this  most  worthy  project. 
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2.     Membership 

Without  in  any  way  lowering  the  high  standard  required 
of  applicants  for  membership,  there  is  no  reason  why  a  much 
larger  proportion  of  the  Master  Masons  who  are  teeming  into 
our  Craft  Lodges  should  not  complete  their  Master  Mason's 
Degree.  Unquestionably  many  more  of  them  would  do  so  if 
the  opportunity  were  properly  presented  to  them. 

Royal  Arch  Masonry  needs  many  more  young  men.  In  our 
Jurisdiction  there  are  about  102,000  Master  Masons  and  of 
these  nearly  18,000  have  completed  their  Craft  Masonry  by 
becoming  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Among  the  other  84,000  are 
many  who  are  eager  for  light  and  knowledge  and  would  wel- 
come an  invitation  to  unite  with  us.  Why  do  we  not  give  them 
the  invitation? 

Every  Chapter  should  have  an  Attendance  and  Membership 
Committee,  whose  particular  function  should  be  to  direct  an 
organized  and  sustained  effort  throughout  the  year  to  bring 
into  their  Chapter  properly  qualified  candidates.  It  is  the 
particular  duty  of  each  First  Principal  to  see  that  this  is  done. 
Let  us  all  remember  that  we  have  each  taken  a  solemn  obliga- 
tion to  dispense  light  and  knowledge  to  uninformed  brethren, 
at  all  times,  so  far  as  may  be  in  our  power.  We  have  enjoyed 
the  further  light  and  knowledge  we  have  been  privileged  to 
obtain.  It  is  our  duty  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  afford  the 
same  opportunity  to  our  brethren  who  have  not  yet  been  told 
where  and  how  to  obtain  the  knowledge  they  lack  and  we 
possess. 

3.     Withdrawals 

The  number  of  Companions  resigning  from  our  Chapters 
every  year  naturally  raises  a  question  as  to  the  reason  for  such 
action.  While,  of  course,  it  is  the  privilege  of  any  Companion 
to  withdraw  from  his  Chapter  without  giving  a  reason,  each 
First  Principal  should  personally  interview  every  applicant 
for  demit  to  ascertain  if  the  reason  for  his  withdrawal  is 
something  which  could  be  adjusted.  This  year  we  are  going 
to  ask  every  Chapter  to  forward  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  what- 
ever particulars  are  available  as  to  the  reason  for  the  with- 
drawal of  any  Companion. 
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4.     Suspensions 

This  is  another  matter  which  requires  the  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  Officers  of  every  Constituent  Chapter.  When 
we  think  of  the  thousands  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  have 
been  suspended  during  recent  years  and  remember  that  in 
almost  every  case  such  suspended  Companions  have  what  might 
be  termed  a  "bad  taste  in  their  mouth",  it  cannot  help  but  give 
all  of  us  serious  concern.  The  influence  of  such  suspended 
Companions  can  hardly  be  favourable  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
Perhaps  the  primary  cause  of  most  of  these  suspensions  has 
been  that  dues  have  been  allowed  to  get  in  arrears,  instead  of 
being  collected  each  year.  There  seems  to  be  little  reason  for 
permitting  dues  to  remain  outstanding.  If  a  Companion  can- 
not pay  one  year's  dues,  it  will  naturally  be  much  harder,  if 
not  impossible,  for  him  to  pay  them  when  they  accumulate 
further. 

At  the  beginning  of  1947  the  Constituent  Chapters  of  this 
Jurisdiction  had  more  than  $16,000  in  dues  outstanding.  The 
First  Principal  of  each  Chapter  where  any  dues  are  outstand- 
ing should  give  the  matter  his  personal  attention  and  clean  it 
up  promptly,  not  leaving  it  to  any  other  Officer.  Each  Com- 
panion in  arrears  should  be  interviewed  and  if  he  is  unable 
to  pay,  his  dues  should  be  remitted  and  the  Companion  placed 
in  good  standing.  What  better  form  of  Masonic  benevolence 
than  to  aid  our  unfortunate  Companions  in  this  way?  If  he 
is  able  to  pay,  he  will  undoubtedly  do  so  when  interviewed. 
Some  Chapters  have  no  outstanding  dues.  It  is  something 
every  Chapter  should  endeavour  to  accomplish. 

During  the  past  fourteen  years  9,299  Companions  of  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  have  demitted  or  been  suspended.  During 
the  same  period  627  Companions  have  been  restored  to  mem- 
bership. The  difference  between  these  two  figures  indicates 
that  throughout  this  Jurisdiction  there  are  8,672  former  Com- 
panions, equal  to  about  half  our  present  membership.  Can  we 
conscientiously  say  that  any  organized  effort  has  ever  been 
made  to  reclaim  these  Companions?  Think  of  the  potential 
strength  of  such  a  large  body  of  men  who  once  came  into  our 
Chapters  seeking  for  something  which  they  evidently  failed  to 
find.  The  records  of  every  Chapter  contain  the  necessary  par- 
ticulars to  enable  the  Officers  of  each  Chapter  to  put  forth  a 
concentrated  effort  to  secure  the  restoration  of  a  substantial 
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portion  of  these  former  Companions.  One  Chapter  in  a  Sister 
Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year  secured  the  restoration  of 
fifty,  which  indicates  what  can  be  done  when  the  required 
effort  is  put  forth. 

There  are  other  matters  which  will  require  attention,  but 
these  are  some  of  the  outstanding  ones,  which  I  would  ask  you 
to  take  in  hand  and  assist  in  achieving  the  desired  results.  If 
you  will  do  this,  a  year  from  now  we  can  all  look  back  with  a 
feeling  of  satisfaction  on  accomplishments  which  I  am  confi- 
dent will  be  gratifying  and  pleasing  to  us  all. 

"May  the  Most  High  prosper  our  united  endeavours."

Another  year  has  come  and  gone,  another  milestone  passed 
on  the  broad  highway  of  life  and  now  the  curtain  of  yesterday 
is  lowered  to  raise  the  curtain  of  tomorrow.  Our  thoughts  still 
cling  tenaciously  to  the  past  rather  than  to  the  vista  which 
slowly  unfolds  before  us  as  a  panorama,  a  mental  picture  of  the 
days  to  come.

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ALABAMA 

William  A.  Hood — Grand  High  Priest. 
Guy  T.  Smith — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Nineteenth  Annual  Convocation  held 
in  Montgomery,  November  19,  1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hood 
presiding. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  fourteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  graced  the  East,  while  forty-nine  Sister  Jurisdictions 
were  present  in  the  persons  of  their  Grand  Representatives. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hood  commands  our  interest. 
While  brief  it  is  not  too  brief,  and  provides  a  very  clear  picture 
of  the  year's  work.  In  his  preface  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hood  speaks 
of  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  refers  to  the  difficulties  in 
establishing  a  satisfactory  and  lasting  peace.  He  expressed 
his  regret,  that  owing  to  transporation  limitations,  he  failed 
to  visit  as  many  Chapters  as  he  had  hoped.  Feeling  reference 
is  made  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  William  L.  Lee, 
who,  according  to  the  Grand  High  Priest,  was  one  of  Alabama's 
best  beloved  Past  Rulers. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  comparatively  un- 
important, while,  as  already  stated,  visitations  were  decidedly 
limited. 

No  decisions  were  sought  during  the  year.  Among  his 
recommendations  we  find  one  to  authorize  the  purchase  of 
$5,000.00  worth  of  War  Bonds. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  warm  tribute  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  other  Officers  who  had  contributed  so  much  to 
the  success  of  the  year. 

Among  the  distinguished  guests  received  during  the  Convo- 
cation we  note  the  presence  of  the  M.  Wor.  the  Grand  Master 
of  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council,  and  the 
Inspector-General  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  All  were  cordially  re- 
ceived with  Grand  Honours. 

According  to  the  Grand  Treasurer's  Report  total  assets  are 
$17,293.32,  with  receipts  well  in  advance  of  expenditures. 
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We  extract  this  beautiful  thought  from  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Necrology: 

"Yes,  there  is  a  realm  where  the  rainbow  never  fades;  where  the 
stars  will  be  spread  before  us  like  islands  that  slumber  in  the  ocean 
and  where  the  beautiful  beings  which  now  pass  before  us  like 
shadows  will  stay  in  our  presence  forever." 

While  Alabama  has  not  been  publishing  a  Review,  or  Re- 
port on  Correspondence,  it  is  noteworthy  that  a  resolution  was 
passed  at  this  Convocation  reinstating  Reviews  and  appropri- 
ating $300.00  for  this  purpose.  We  are  happy  to  know  that 
next  year  we  may  have  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Alabama 
back  to  the  fold.  As  we  have  so  often  remarked,  these  reports 
on  Fraternal  Correspondance  provide  the  golden  cord  that 
binds  together  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  wheresoever  dispersed 
throughout  the  realm  of  Capitularism. 

Newman  S.  Cryer  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest.  Guy  T. 
Smith  again  assumes  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Our  faithful  representative  in  Alabama  is  Walter  F.  Estes, 
while  the  genial  Robert  N.  McElhinney  performs  a  similar 
office  for  Alabama  in  Canada. 


ALBERTA 

T.  J.  Cumberland — Grand  First  Principal. 
H.  E.  Bentley— Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  Thirty-Second  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Calgary, 
May  8,  1946. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comix 
Cumberland,  who  was  amply  supported  by  the  presence  of 
fourteen  Past  Grand  First  Principals.  Time  has  dealt  kindly 
with  Alberta  insofar  as  its  Past  Rulers  are  concerned.  We,  in 
the  Mother  Grand  Chapter,  can  muster  six  Past  Grand  Z.'s  at 
the  very  most. 

Among  the  distinguished  and  honoured  guests,  we  note  the 
names  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  Manitoba,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  of  Montana,  representatives  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  the  Scottish  Rite,  the 
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Great  Priory  Knights  Templar  and  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Sam  Harris, 
P.G.M.,  acting  for  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta,  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Truly 
an  illustrious  array  of  dignitaries.  In  a  pleasing  manner  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Cumberland  extended  a  gracious  welcome  and  among 
other  things  had  this  to  say: 

"During  the  last  generation  Masonry  has  passed  through  the 
greatest  trails  of  its  history  and  in  the  greater  part  of  Europe  it 
has  been  completely  suppressed.  Only  Britain  has  remained  a  strong- 
hold and  even  there  the  ravages  of  war  have  brought  many  of  our 
brethren  to  poverty  and  distress." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  is  delightfully 
brief  but  its  value  in  no  wise  suffers  by  its  brevity.  On  the 
contrary,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Cumberland  contrives  to  say  much  in 
a  few  words,  he  not  only  gives  a  comprehensive  report  of  his 
year's  stewardship,  but  incorporates  in  the  address  sound  ad- 
vice, lofty  sentiments  and  much  informative  matter.  In  his 
opening  remarks  he  refers  fittingly  to  the  conditions  which 
have  arisen  due  to  the  catastrophe  through  which  we  have 
passed  during  the  last  few  years.  We  quote  a  few  words  with 
which  we  are  in  complete  agreement — 

"To  the  casual  observer,  that  disruption  seems  as  pronounced 
today  as  it  was  at  the  height  of  hostilities,  but  we  can  catch 
glimpses  of  movements  in  the  most  stricken  territories  which  promise 
well  for  the  re-birth  of  Democracy  and  Freedom  even  though  the 
accomplishment  may  be  somewhat  delayed." 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  learn  through  the  medium 
of  the  Grand  First  Principal's  address  of  the  lamented  death 
of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Cyril  A.  MacPherson — whose  work  as  Grand 
Scribe  E.  commanded  our  admiration  and  respect.  May  we  at 
this  late  hour  tender  our  sincere  sympathy  in  this  sad  loss, 
which  is  confined  not  alone  to  Alberta,  but  removes  from  the 
realm  of  Masonry  an  expert  Craftsman  and  a  revered  and  re- 
spected member  of  our  World-Wide  fraternity. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  proceeds  to  speak  of  the  visits 
made  and  visitations  which  he  regretfully  was  unable  to  ac- 
cept. We,  too,  regret  his  inability  to  visit  our  Grand  Chapter 
where  we  are  always  delighted  to  welcome  our  Companions 
from  the  West. 

Under  the  caption  of  "The  Royal  Art",  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Cum- 
berland presents  a  dissertation  on  Masonry  that  is  an  epic  and 
should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  Mason.    Would  that 
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space  permitted  us  to  quote  this  beautiful  message  in  its  en- 
tirety, but  alas,  we  must  content  ourselves  with  giving  you  an 
abbreviated  sample  which  follows — 

"On  our  admission  we  were  informed  that  Masonry  was  a  beauti- 
ful system  of  morality,  the  building  of  man's  moral  and  spiritual 
nature.  The  idea  of  building  in  connection  with  man's  nature  is  not 
peculiar  to  the  Masonic  fraternity.  Christ  and  His  disciples,  in  their 
day,  frequently  referred  to  man  as  something  that  was  built  up. 
Peter  said,  'Ye,  also,  as  living  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual  house'. 
Paul  said,  'Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  the  Temple  of  God  and  that  the 
spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you'.  Many  other  similar  references  are 
made  in  the  Scripture,  both  Old  and  New  Testaments.  Developed 
from  Operative  Masonry,  Speculative  Masonry  beautifully  applied 
the  language  and  implements  of  the  material  builder  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Spiritual  Temple — that  House  not  made  with  hands — 
Eternal  in  the  Heavens." 

This  very  inspiring  address  concludes  with  a  well-earned 
word  of  thanks  to  the  Acting  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  others  whose 
assistance  during  the  year  the  Grand  First  Principal  much 
appreciated. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  are  well  written 
and  clearly  indicate  a  revival  in  interest  in  the  Royal  Craft. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  should  prove  encouraging 
with  receipts  well  in  excess  of  expenditures  and  a  surplus  of 

$4,828.30. 

From  the  report  of  the  Acting  Grand  Scribe  E.  we  learn 
that  Alberta  in  line  with  the  great  majority  of  jurisdictions 
enjoyed  a  substantial  increase  in  membership. 

From  a  beautifully  worded  report  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  we 
extract  this  poetic  gem — 

"Such  lives  as  his  uplift  and  mold  the  race, 

And  carry  on  its  purpose,  will  and  aim, 
In  deathless  skies  his  star  now  takes  its  place 

To   shine   always  with  pure  and   steady  flame. 
Far  better  than  lie  dreamed,  his  work  shall  live 

In  human  hearts,  strength,  hope  and  cheer  to  give." 

A  grant  of  $100.00  to  the  Committee  on  Education  indicates 
that  Alberta  has  an  active  committee. 

The  Fraternal  Review  is  by  a  Committee,  who,  as  usual, 
presented  a  most  readable  report.  Selfishly,  perhaps,  we  first 
turn  to  the  review  of  our  jurisdiction.  We  note  that  "Ontario" 
has  been  omitted  from  our  official  title  and  hope  our  good 
friends  in  Alberta  did  not  take  our  comments  of  last  year  too 
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seriously.  Quite  frankly  however,  we  must  admit  that  we  are 
a  little  touchy  on  the  subject  for  reasons  which  will  be  obvious 
to  our  Companions  of  Sister  Provinces.  To  return  to  the  re- 
view, we  are  given  generous  coverage  of  note  and  comment, 
indeed,  we  are  accorded  almost  three  pages.  Nothing  of  im- 
port appears  to  have  escaped  the  scrutinizing  eye  of  the  re- 
viewer. Our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  our  several  reports  are 
liberally  quoted  with  a  friendly  wTord  for  our  last  review  of 
Alberta. 

We  note  the  reviewer  states  that  this  is  his  third  review 
of  our  Grand  Chapter  and  we  sincerely  trust  that  he  may  con- 
tinue as  our  reviewer.  We  like  his  friendly  style  and  more 
than  appreciate  the  manner  in  which  he  has  dealt  with  our 
Grand  Chapter.  Just  here,  let  us  say  that  it  is  a  delight  to 
review  our  Canadian  jurisdictions.  We  are  bound  together  not 
alone  as  fellow  Craftsmen,  but  with  the  silver  cord  of  common 
interest  as  citizens  of  this  fair  Dominion.  What  does  it  matter 
whether  we  hail  from  the  Maritimes,  the  sun-kissed  Pacific 
coast,  the  Prairie  Provinces,  Ancient  Quebec  or  Ontario,  we  are 
one  in  spirit,  one  in  purpose,  and  above  all  we  are  Canadians. 
Thanks  for  a  most  entertaining  review  Companion  J.  W.  V. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  is  given  space  in  the  Proceed- 
ings, we  note  that  it  convened  May  8th. 

R.  M.  Lambertson  was  elected  and  duly  installed  Grand 
First  Principal  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  Harold  Bentley 
was  confirmed  as  Grand  Scribe  E.  Edmonton  is  the  next  place 
of  meeting. 

Our  Grand  Chapter  is  ably  repreesented  in  Alberta  by  F.  S. 
Watson,  while  our  Grand  Z.,  Col.  R.  V.  Conover,  is  privileged 
to  carry  the  commission  of  Alberta  near  our  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

ARKANSAS

The  Ninety-Seventh  Convocation  held  in  Little  Rock,  No- 
vember 22,  1945. 

After  the  Opening  Ceremonies  a  reception  was  tendered  to 
the  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  It  is  noteworthy  that  of  the 
twelve  living  Past  Rulers  ten  were  in  attendance. 
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Thirty-Five  Grand  Representatives  were  also  formally  re- 
ceived and  greeted.  It  is  noted  that  Arkansas  still  list  Grand 
Chapters  beyond  the  United  States  under  the  category  (of 
"Foreign  Jurisdictions".  May  we  remind  our  friends  in  Ar- 
kansas that  we  have  all  been  taught  that  "Masonry  knows  no 
bounds  save  prudence".  For  after  all  are  we  not  all  one 
Brotherhood,  a  living  organism  comprising  the  Ancient  Craft 
wheresoever  dispersed  over  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Visitors  headed  by  Grand  Master  J.  Miles  Roberts  of  Grand 
Lodge  included  the  Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar  and  a 
representation  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri.  All  were 
graciously  welcomed  and  accorded  appropriate  honours. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  occupies  some  nine 
pages  in  the  Proceedings  and  provides  a  summarization  of  the 
year's  activities. 

Prefacing  his  remarks  with  a  friendly  welcome  to  all  pres- 
ent, M.  Ex.  Comp.  Nichols  pays  graceful  tribute  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  others  who  splendidly  co-operated  with  him 
during  the  year. 

After  an  eloquent  reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  he  lists 
his  appointments  and  dispensations.  These  latter  numbered 
twenty-two  and  consist  of  matters  of  no  outside  interest,  al- 
though it  speaks  well  for  conditions  in  Arkansas  when  we  learn 
that  one  dispensation  was  to  ballot  on  32  petitions  at  a  special 
convocation. 

Owing  to  transportation  difficulties  the  visits  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  were  few  in  number. 

An  invasion  of  jurisdictional  rights  is  noted  in  a  reference 
to  40  applicants,  resident  of  Arkansas,  being  exalted  in  a  Mis- 
souri Chapter.  Apparently  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  was 
aware  of  this  irregularity  and  as  a  result  the  case  became  more 
involved.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Nichols  recommended  that  fraternal 
relations  with  Missouri  be  severed,  but  we  find  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  failed  to  support  the  Grand  High 
Priest  and  suggested  that  action  be  deferred  pending  further 
consideration. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  quotation  from  the  old  favor- 
ite "Let  me  live  in  a  house  by  the  side  of  a  road  where  the  race 
of  men  go  by". 
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According  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  receipts  were  $4,151.07 
with  operating  expenses  of  $2,731.02,  and  assets  exclusive  of 
bank  balance  of  $3,876.63. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  very  substantial  increase  in 
membership. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  is 
brief  in  the  extreme.  It  consists  of  the  laconic  statement  that 
*  'peace  and  harmony  prevails." 

William  B.  Ward  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.    C.  D.  Hill  again  assumes  the  duties  of  Grand  Secretary, 

We  regret  to  note  that  Arkansas  does  not  publish  a  "Fra- 
ternal Review". 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada  is  well  served  in  Arkansas  by  George  H.  Wright, 
while  A.  G.  N.  Bradshaw  performs  similar  duties  for  Arkansas 
near  our  Grand  Chapter. 


ARIZONA 

Frank  Robertson — Grand  High  Priest. 
Harry  A.  Drachman — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Tucson,  April 
2nd,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Robertson  presiding. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-three  Grand 
Representatives  were  received  and  officially  greeted.  Numer- 
ous visitors  were  in  attendance,  these  included  M.  Wor.  Bro. 
Chas.  B.  Heustis,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona, 
representatives  of  Knights  Templar,  the  Grand  Council  and 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Texas  and  California.  All  received  a 
cordial  greeting  and  after  being  escorted  to  the  East  were  ac- 
corded Grand  Honours. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Robertson  makes  delectable 
reading  and  provides  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  year's 
work.  His  introductory  remarks  after  a  friendly  greeting  to 
those  present  include  comments  on  the  close  of  hostilities  and 
he  has  this  to  say —

"Although  the  war  has  been  brought  to  an  end  the  World  today 
is  full  of  strife  and  turmoil  and  much  has  yet  to  be  accomplished 
before  we  can  again  say  that  peace  and  tranquility  prevails  through- 
out the  World. 

"The  influence  of  the  great  principles  of  our  Order  are  especially 
needed  in  the  world  today  to  help,  aid  and  assist  in  rebuilding  the 
moral  and  economic  structure  which  the  Dictators  ravaged  and  de- 
stroyed. With  the  end  of  the  war  and  the  return  to  a  sane  form  of 
government,  Masons  in  those  countries  may  again  begin  the  build- 
ing of  their  ruined  Temples  and  we  look  forward  with  bright  hopes 
to  the  dawn  of  that  day  when  the  new  Temple  of  Freemasonry  in 
war  torn  Europe  may  again  shine  in  all  its  splendour." 

In  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  he  uses  these 
linees — 

"Beyond  the  blue  to  the  land  of  light 
They  have  wandered  away,  just  out  of  sight, 
And  so  released  by  pain  and  care, 
They  are  waiting  for  us  to  join  them  there." 

Reference  is  made  to  an  interesting  event  which  takes  place 
annually  in  Winslow.  For  some  years  past  Temple  Chapter 
once  each  year  holds  a  meeting  outdooors.  This  takes  place 
in  an  old  Indian  ruin  in  the  hills  and  is  attended  by  great  num- 
bers from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  new  Chapters  have  been 
instituted  in  Arizona  which  is  indicative  of  the  upward  trend 
in  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

Dispensations  were  not  numerous  and  purely  routine. 

Visitations  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  are  set  forth  in  detail 
and  are  quite  interesting.  It  is  noted  that  banquets  appear 
to  be  the  order  of  the  day  and  apparently  from  the  reports 
before  us,  these  visits  did  much  to  create  interest  and  develop 
the  spirit  of  good-fellowship. 

This  very  enjoyable  address  concludes  with  words  of  praise 
for  the  Grand  Secretary  and  others  who  assisted  the  Grand 
High  Priest  during  his  tenure  of  office. 

The  report  of  Grand  Treasurer  J.  A.  E.  Ivey,  clearly  indi- 
cates that  fiscal  affairs  are  on  a  sound  basis  with  receipts  well 
in  excess  of  disbursements  and  total  assets  of  $21,683.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  also  tells  us  of  the  advance 
being  made  in  the  Royal  Arch  and  is  high-lighted  by  the  state- 
ment of  a  better  than  10  per  cent  increase  in  membership. 
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The  report  on  Necrology  is  eloquently  written  and  fur- 
nishes the  reader  with  serious  thought  for  reflection.  The 
theme  of  the  report  is  based  on  Browning's  "Prospice". 

From  the  correspondence  read  we  note  with  interest  a  letter 
from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland,  a  brief  extract  of 
which  we  quote: 

"Many  strong  links  of  friendship  have  been  forged  that  will  stand 
the  test  of  years  that  lie  ahead  and  many  brethren  who  were  exalted 
in  our  Chapters  are  sure  to  return  to  us  if  only  on  a  holiday  visit. 
To  use  an  Americanism,  we  found  them  to  be  'great  guys'.  He  said 
also,  'The  final  acts  in  the  drama  of  war  can  safely  be  left  to  that 
great  general,  MacArthur'." 

While  Arizona  names  a  Committee  on  Correspondence  we 
fail  to  locate  any  report. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  Harvey  F.  Tate  was  in- 
stalled Grand  High  Priest,  Harry  A.  Drachman  continues  as 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Arizona  by  Jas.  H.  Barrett,  while 
the  veteran  Craftsman  Percy  W.  Rogers  represents  Arizona 
in  Canada. 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

Frederic  A.  Willis — Grand  Z.

The  Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Victoria 
June  18th,  1946. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Willis. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  fifteen  Past  Grand  Z.'s  were  in  attend- 
ance. B.C.  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  such  an  array 
of  Past  Rulers.  In  our  Grand  Chapter  our  Old  Guard  has  been 
sadly  decimated,  but  what  we  lack  in  numbers  is  made  up  in 
activity  and  interest.  Thirty-four  Grand  Representatives 
answered  the  roll-call,  and  as  to  be  expected,  our  good  friend 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Harry  H.  Watson  responded  for  our  jurisdiction. 

Distinguished  guests  included  a  delegation  from  Saskatche- 
wan headed  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  Lythgoe.    After  a  civic 
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welcome  by  the  Mayor  of  Victoria,  the  Grand  Z.  delivered  his 
address.  After  a  cordial  welcome  to  all  present  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Willis  paid  tribute  to  the  older  members  and  had  this  to  say 
of  youth — 

"Freemasonry  can  only  survive  if  its  bloodstream  is  continually 
reinforced  with  new  and  vigorous  blood  and  it  is  part  of  our  respon- 
sibility to  see  that  due  provision  is  made  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  our  Order  after  we  have  passed  from  the  scene  of  our  earthly 
labours.  The  enthusiasm  of  youth  coupled  with  the  experience  oi 
age  is  a  partnership  that  will  ensure  the  continuity  of  our  work." 

Referring  to  the  close  of  war  the  Grand  Z.  used  these  words 
which  will  appeal  to  all  who  read  this  review — 

"For  whilst  we  have  fashioned  stones  that  were  oblong  or  square 
and  thai  have  been,  we  trust,  accepted  for  their  place  in  the  Temple, 
Our  Sons  and  the  Sons  of  our  Empire  and  of  our  Allies  have  hewn 
from  the  Eternal  quarries  a  Stone  of  singular  form  and  beauty  into 
which  they  put  all  they  had  and  all  they  were,  for  it  was  fashioned 
with  their  life's  blood.  With  high  resolve  and  unwavering  courage 
they  have  handed  it  to  us  that  it  might  find  a  place  in  the  Temple 
erected  to  the  Lord  God.  Over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  such  a 
stone  was  handed  to  us  by  our  own  generation,  but,  like  the  Over- 
seers of  old,  we  knew  of  no  use  for  it  and  heaved  it  among  the  rub- 
bish.    The  Stone  has  been  found.     What  shall  WE  do  with  it?" 

Following  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  with  a 
sympathetic  reference  to  the  lamented  death  of  M.  Wor.  Bro. 
William  Henry  Bland,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  Columbia,  the  Grand  Z.  spoke  feelingly  of  the  great 
loss  sustained  through  the  passing  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Samuel 
Fea.  May  we  interject  by  saying  that  this  sad  news  comes  as 
a  decided  shock  to  this  correspondent.  Truly  another  of  the 
tall  trees  of  Lebanon  has  fallen  and  we  share  with  British 
Columbia  the  loss  of  this  outstanding  citizen  and  Mason.  We 
shall  miss  his  literary  efforts  which  have  been  among  the  high- 
lights of  British  Columbia's  Proceedings  for  these  many  years. 

It  is  interesting,  and  may  we  say  pleasing,  to  us  to  note 
under  the  Caption  of  "Appointments"  that  our  good  friend  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  J.  J.  Miller  has  been  appointed  Grand  Registrar 
assuming  the  office  formerly  held  by  the  late  Dr.  Fea.  Our 
pleasure  is  enhanced  by  the  statement  that  Comp.  Miller  was 
elevated  to  the  honorary  rank  of  Past  Grand  First  Principal. 

Dispensations  and  visitations  are  all  fully  set  forth  and 
we  should  say  that  the  latter  clearly  indicate  that  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Willis  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  talents  in  the 
performance  of  this  important  duty. 
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The  Grand  Z.  spoke  of  the  faithful  service  rendered  by  the 
Grand  Superintendents  and  in  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  other 
officers  used  this  beautiful  thought  poetically  expressed — 

"I  sought  my  Soul;  where  can  it  be? 
I  sought  for  God;  He  eluded  me. 
I  sought  my  Brother  and  found  all  three." 

The  address  closes  with  the  well-known  poem  of  Norman 
Corwin  the  last  few  lines  of  which  we  quote — 

'Tost  proofs  that  brotherhood  is  not  so  wild  a  dream  as  those 
who  profit  by  postponing  it  pretend; 
Sit  at  the  treaty-table  and  convoy  the  hopes  of  little  people 

through  expected  straits, 
And  press  into  the  final  seal  a  sign  that  peace  will  come  for 

longer  than  posterities  see  ahead, 
That  man  unto  his  fellow  man  shall  be  a  friend  forever." 

We  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  this  magnificent  address  which 
to  the  reader  can  only  be  classed  as  a  literary  treat. 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report,  we  learn  that  finances 
are  sound,  expenses  well  below  receipts  and  investments  of 
$7,600.00. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  report  also  contains  comforting  news. 
We  note  that  B.C.  enjoyed  a  splended  year  with  a  substantial 
increase  in  membership. 

The  report  of  Grand  Registrar,  J.  J.  Miller,  is  comprehen- 
sive and  well  worth  reading,  but  then  we  have  come  to  expect 
much  from  this  distinguished  writer. 

Again  we  join  with  loyal  British  Columbia  in  subscribing 
to  the  Resolution  of  Loyalty  Xvhich  was  submitted  to  His 
Majesty  King  George  the  Sixth  and  his  gracious  Consort,  Queen 
Elizabeth.  The  passing  of  this  resolution  was  followed  by  the 
singing  of  the  National  Anthem  of  Canada,  "God  Save  the 
King". 

We  are  proud  of  British  Columbia  and  in  paying  hommage 
to  our  friends  of  the  West  Coast  we  are  constrained  to  say  that 
British  Columbia  shows  the  way  in  fealty  to  the  rest  of  Canada. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  written 
by  one  of  our  most  talented  Correspondents,  J.  J.  Miller,  whose 
Foreword  is  always  interesting.  Would  that  space  permitted 
a  more  liberal  quotation,  but  we  must  at  least  quote  the  fol- 
lowing— 
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"It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  practice  of  printing  Reviews  in  the 
Prcoeedings,  which  in  many  instances,  were  discontinued  during  the 
war  for  economic  reasons,  is  again  being  taken  up.  Reviews  are  so 
helpful  in  bringing  the  various  jurisdictions  into  closer  communion 
one  with  the  other.  We  rejoice  with  each  other  in  our  joys,  and  Aye, 
how  often  we  sorrow  with  each  other  in  our  sorrows.  It  cements  a 
wonderful  Bond  of  Friendship  between  Knights  of  the  Round  Table." 

And  now  for  his  review  of  our  jurisdiction.  Our  1945  Con- 
vocation is  well  reported  with  generous  excerpts  from  our 
Grand  Z.'s  address.  He  also  carries  a  running  comment  on  our 
various  reports  and  concludes  with  a  most  friendly  reference 
to  our  last  review,  in  fact,  we  feel  somewhat  embarrassed  by 
his  favourable  comments.  We  accept  these  in  the  spirit  in 
which  they  are  given  but  cannot  agree  that  they  are  deserved. 
We  should  like  to  say,  however,  that  we  were  greatly  shocked 
by  the  news  of  the  death  of  Canon  Fea.  As  we  have  already 
commented  he  will  be  greatly  missed.  We  must  also  assure 
you,  J.  J.,  that  the  loyalty  of  British  Columbia  strikes  a  respon- 
sive chord  in  our  heart.  Congratulations  on  your  advancement 
to  the  rank  of  P.G.Z.,  this  surely  was  merited,  but  do  not  let 
this  interfere  with  your  work  as  Fraternal  Correspondent. 
We  think  too  highly  of  you  to  contemplate  your  loss  as  a  fellow- 
reviewer.    Kind  regards  J.  J. 

Following  the  election  of  officers  E.  T.  Searle  was  duly  in- 
stalled as  Grand  Z.  Geo.  Hugh  Mackay  continues  as  Grand 
Scribe  E.

Comp.  J.  L.  House  is  the  faithful  representative  of  B.C.  near 
our  Grand  Chapter. 

CALIFORNIA

The  Ninety-Second  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Los  An- 
geles, April  23,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Norberg  in  the  chair. 

After  the  ceremony  of  opening  Grand  Chapter  and  present- 
ing the  Flag  many  honoured  guests  were  received.  Delega- 
tions were  in  attendance  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Nevada, 
Arizona,  Minnesota,  Iowa  and  Missouri.  Associate  Bodies  were 
also  well  represented,  these  included  Grand  Council,  Grand 
Commandery  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California.     All  were 
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formally  introduced  and  extended  a  fraternal  greeting.  Eleven 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-three  Grand  Representa- 
tives were  all  officially  received.  We  note  with  pleasure  that 
Angus  L.  Cavanagh  was  present  to  answer  for  Canada. 

From  the  M.  Ex.  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  extract 
the  following  from  his  introductory  remarks — 

"May  we  so  successfully  win  the  peace  that  we  may  see  the  advent 
of  that  glorious  day  when  'Swords  shall  be  beaten  into  ploughshares 
and  spears  into  pruning  hhooks,  whne  nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword 
against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more,  when  the 
reign  of  the  Blessed  Emanuel,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  the  Great  Cap- 
tain of  our  Salvation,  shall  become  universal  and  eternal'. " 

In  paying  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Norberg  quoted  these  lines — 

"Death  is  not  extinguishing  the  Light, 
It  is  putting  out  the  Lamp, 
Because  Dawn  has  come." 

Under  the  caption  of  "Condition  of  the  Order"  he  spoke 
optimistically  of  the  future  of  Capitular  Masonry  and  made 
reference  to  a  successful  year's  work.  It  is  noted  that  in  line 
with  the  Grand  High  Priest's  comments,  that  a  number  of  new 
Chapters  have  been  granted  dispensations.  Referring  to  a 
noticeable  increase  in  attendance  he  uses  these  words — 

"Attendance  at  a  Chapter  is  a  habit.  If  the  Chapter  is  a  friendly 
place,  if  it  breathes  companionship  and  good  fellowship,  the  mem- 
bers and  visiting  Companions  will  get  the  habit  and  one  of  the 
worries  of  the  High  Priest  well  cease  to  exist." 

Among  his  many  recommendations  is  one  to  substantially 
increase  the  Grand  Secretary's  salary.  Perhaps  conditions  in 
the  U.S.  are  different,  but  on  our  side  of  the  border  we  view  an 
increase  in  salary  with  alarm,  as  in  most  cases  the  increase  is 
merely  passed  on  to  the  Government  in  increased  Income  Taxa- 
tion. M.  Ex.  Comp.  Norberg  concludes  a  most  scholarly  ad- 
dress with  words  of  commendation  for  the  splendid  work  of 
the  Grand  Secretary. 

Visitations  are  not  included  in  the  address,  but  are  publish- 
ed as  an  addenda  to  it.  We  like  this  idea.  From  this  latter 
report  we  are  constrained  to  say  that  the  Grand  High  Priest 
appeared  to  be  most  generous  with  his  time  as  his  visits  were 
many. 
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Two  and  one-half  pages  are  necessary  to  enumerate  the 
dispensations  granted.    These  being  all  purely  routine. 

From  the  business-like  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  we 
learn  that  receipts  were  well  in  excess  of  expenditures  witli 
total  assets  of  $109,141.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary  records  a  gain  of  1,711  members, 
which  is  a  splendid  showing,  considering  a  loss  by  death  of 
430  Companions. 

A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  increase  the 
minimum  fee  for  degrees  to  $40.00  is  certainly  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  If  there  is  any  fault  to  find  with  Royal  Arch 
Masonry,  it  is  that  we  have  not  placed  a  proper  monetary  value 
on  what  we  have  to  offer,  at  least  this  is  this  Correspondent's 
opinion. 

We  again  enjoyed  a  literary  treat  from  the  pen  of  William 
T.  Paullin,  who  writes  the  Fraternal  Review.  From  a  most 
interesting  and  inspiring  Foreword  we  extract  these  all-too- 
true  words — 

"We  must  demonstrate  the  worth  of  our  cause  to  our  new  Com- 
panions. Mere  conferring  of  the  degrees  does  not  in  itself  make 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  Our  own  individual  practice  of  our  principles 
will  help  to  point  out  the  path  for  new  Companions  to  follow.  By 
so  doing,  we  will  help  to  narrow  future  exits  from  our  Chapters  and 
demonstrate  that  Companionship  is  worth  more  than  mere  temporal 
or  social  values.  Thereby  we  will  aid  in  convincing  our  members, 
our  community  and  even  our  nation  of  the  true  significance  and 
value  of  our  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 

With  the  above  we  heartily  agree  for  the  day  has  come 
when  we  should  measure  our  strength,  not  by  numbers,  but 
by  the  quality  of  the  material  used  in  our  Masonic  Structure. 

As  usual  Comp.  Paullin  accords  Canada  generous  treatment. 
He  gives  full  coverage  to  our  1943  Convocation  and  quotes 
liberally  from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  the  reports  of  our 
various  committees.  Friendly  reference  to  our  last  Review  is 
made  for  which  we  tender  thanks.  All  that  we  have  said 
previously,  applies  with  equal  force  this  year,  and  we  assure 
Comp.  Paullin  that,  as  last  year,  we  have  thoroughly  enjoyed 
our  work  in  reviewing  California. 

Roy  J.  Sheldon  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest, 
while  Thomas  A.  Davies  was  again  invested  as  Grand  Secre- 
tary.

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  8  p.m.  on  April 
23,  1946. 

California  is  represented  in  Canada  by  a  very  active  Crafts- 
man, W.  H.  C.  McEachern,  while  our  Grand  Chapter  is  ably 
represented  in  California  by  Angus  L.  Cavanagh. 

COLORADO 

Wilfred  Fullerton — Grand  High  Priest. 
Harry  W.  Bundy — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-First  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Denver, 
September  20,  1945. 

Grand  High  Priest  Fullerton  opened  Grand  Chapter  in 
Ample  Form  after  which  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present.  The  guests  in- 
cluded Frank  D.  Allen,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Colorado,  representatives  of  Grand  Council  and  the  Knights 
Templar,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Nebraska. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  extended  a  warm  welcome  and  re- 
ceived the  visitors  in  a  manner  fitting  to  their  station  in  the 
Craft. 

Forty-one  Grand  Representatives  answered  for  their  re- 
spective jurisdictions.  Canada's  representative  apparently 
was  among  the  absent. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Fullerton  occupies 
twenty-one  pages  of  the  Proceedings.  It  proves  to  be  an  inter- 
esting narrative  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year. 

After  a  friendly  greeting  to  those  present  and  a  brief  word 
of  thanksgiving  for  the  successful  outcome  of  the  disastrous 
War,  which  for  years  has  engaged  our  attention,  he  speaks 
sympathetically  of  the  loss  sustained  by  Grand  Chapter 
through  the  lamented  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Her- 
bert S.  Sands. 

Many  dispensations  were  issued  by  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
all  of  these  covering  purely  administrative  matters. 

Visitations  are  reported  in  detail,  and  it  is  noted  with  in- 
terest that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Fullerton  personally  contacted  every 
Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction. 
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Under  "Condition  of  the  Craft"  the  Grand  High  Priest 
spoke  of  increased  interest  with  the  resultant  increase  in  mem- 
bership. He  referred  to  one  Chapter  whose  membership  was 
increased  during  the  year  by  fifty  per  cent. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Fullerton  closed  a  fine  address  with  words  of 
appreciation  to  all  who  had  assisted  him  during  the  year.  The 
closing  remarks  of  his  valedictory  were  as  follows — 

"And,  finally,  Companions,  we  should  thank  the  Grand  Architect 
of  the  Universe  for  this  greatest  of  blessings  which  ever  came  to 
mankind,  the  ending  of  the  great  global  war  in  which  we  have  been 
engaged,  and  express  our  renewed  faiht  in  the  teachings  and  princi- 
ples ot  our  beloved  Order  that  this  world  may  be  a  happier  and  better 
place  in  which  to  live." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  statement  gives  a  clear  cut  picture 
of  fiscal  affairs,  and  reports  total  assets  of  $11,697.85 — it  is 
also  noted  from  the  Grand  Lecturer's  report  that  the  assets 
of  the  47  Constituent  Chapters  total  $409,750.00. 

Harry  W.  Bundy,  the  Grand  Secretary,  recorded  a  very  sub- 
stantial increase  in  membership,  and  this,  notwithstanding  a 
loss  through  death  and  other  causes  of  289. 

A  report  on  Correspondence  was  presented,  but  although 
a  number  of  jurisdictions  were  under  review  including  several 
Canadian  Grand  Chapters  we  fail  to  find  a  reference  to  Canada. 
The  reort  was  written  by  Charles  F.  Banzhaf ,  Jr.,  and  as  usual 
the  reviews  are  of  a  high  standard.  We  sincerely  trust  that 
next  year  Canada  may  also  find  a  seat  in  the  sun.  For  two 
years  we  have  failed  to  attract  attention.  Perhaps  next  year 
we  may  be  more  fortunate. 

From  the  Report  on  Memorials  this  beautiful  thought  poeti- 
cally expressed — 

"There's  a  wideness  in  God's  mercy, 

Like  the  wideness  of  the  sea; 

There's  a  kindness  in  His  justice, 

Which  is  more  than  liberty." 

Clyde  T.  Knuckey  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest,  while,  of  course,  Harry  W.  Bundy  continues  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Our  representative  in  Colorado  is  Jule  S.  Vaughan.  Albert 
E.  Bryson  represents  Colorado  in  Canada. 
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CONNECTICUT 

John  F.  Pickles — Grand  High  Priest. 
B.  W.  Clark — Acting  Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Seventh  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Hartford,  May  8th,  1945. 

Following  the  opening  ceremonies  the  Grand  High  Priest 
received  the  honoured  guests.  These  included  representatives 
of  the  Knights  Templar,  Grand  Council,  Scottish  Rite  and  M. 
Wor.  Bro.  H.  K.  Plumb,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Connecticut. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pickles  delivered  a  very  entertaining  address 
covering  his  official  acts  for  the  past  year.  After  greeting 
those  present,  which,  by  the  way,  included  thirteen  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  he  spoke  sympathetically  of  the  Fraternal  Dead 
with  a  special  reference  to  the  passing  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  Edward  A.  Klatte,  Arthur  F.  Lewis  and  George  R. 
Morris. 

Dispensations  were  not  numerous  and  all  covered  purely 
routine  matters. 

Appointments  and  visitations  are  fully  covered.  Among  his 
recommendations  is  one  dealing  with  Grand  Representatives 
who  have  failed  to  function  for  a  period  of  three  years.  He 
recommends  cancellation  of  their  commissions  and  the  selec- 
tion of  new  representatives.  With  this  we  heartily  agree.  The 
address  includes  a  report  on  the  Masonic  Charity  Foundation 
to  which  Grand  Chapter  has  contributed  approximately  $30,- 
000.00 — may  we  offer  congratulations  to  our  Companions  of 
Connecticut  on  the  splendid  humanitarian  work  they  are  doing 
in  this  regard.  Reference  is  also  made  to  a  contribution  of 
$200.00  to  the  Masonic  Service  Association. 

In  his  final  remarks  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pickles  refers  to  the 
retirement  of  Grand  Secretary,  W.  L.  Cort,  and  expressed  his 
thanks  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Bliss  W.  Clark  for  the  splendid  sup- 
port he  had  given  as  Acting  Grand  Secretary. 

A  very  readable  address  and  one  which  we  have  enjoyed 
immensely. 

It  is  noticeable  that  in  Connecticut  the  various  Senior 
Officers  all  present  a  report  and  these  are  published  in  the  Pro- 
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ceedings.  We  have  perused  with  interest  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer  and  from  the  figures  supplied  it  would  ap- 
pear that  finances  are  in  a  very  comfortable  condition. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is  also  fairly  compre- 
hensive, the  outstanding  feature  being  a  record  of  a  healthy 
growth  in  membership. 

The  "Report  on  Memorials"  is  couched  in  eloquent  language 
and  impressively  pays  tribute  to  those  who  have  passed  within 
the  veils.    It  concludes  with  these  lines — 

"Oh,  home  of  fadeless  beauty 
Oh,  flowers  that  fear  no  thorn 
Where  they  may  dwell  as  children 
Who  here  as  exiles  morn." 

Walter  Berger  was  duly  elected  and  formally  installed  as 
( I  rand  High  Priest.  Bliss  W.  Clark  was  elected  Grand  Secre- 
tary, while  William  L.  Cort  becomes  Grand  Secretary  Emeritus. 

Connecticut  much  to  our  regret  does  not  publish  a  report 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  in  Hartford  on 
April  28th,  1945. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  Delap  represents  our  Grand  Chapter 
in  Connecticut,  while  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Harvey  J.  Milne  is  Con- 
necticut's representative  in  Canada. 

DELAWARE 

Joseph  G.  Willis — Grand  High  Priest. 
Marshall  M.  Carpenter — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-Eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Wilming- 
ton, January  16,  1946. 

After  the  opening  exercises  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Willis  welcomed 
delegations  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Pennsylvania,  New 
York,  Virginia,  New  Jersey,  Maine,  Maryland,  Vermont  and 
the  District  of  Columbia.  Following  these  distinguished  Com- 
panions representatives  were  received  from  Grand  Lodge, 
Grand  Council,  Knights  Templar  and  the  Red  Cross  of  Con- 
stantine.  After  receiving  the  customary  honours  all  were 
Seated  in  the  Grand  East. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  model  of  clarity 
and  brevity.  After  a  most  friendly  greeting-  to  all  present  he 
paid  homage  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  and  recorded  his  visita- 
tions. This  section  merely  enumerates  the  Chapters  and  dates 
visited.  Dispensations  were  limited  to  two,  both  of  which 
covered  no  unusual  conditions. 

This  very  nice  address  concludes  with  words  of  commenda- 
tion for  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
other  officers. 

Twenty-Two  Grand  Representatives  were  introduced  and 
received  Grand  Honours. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  to  lend  dignity 
to  the  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  that  the  fiscal  posi- 
tion of  Grand  Chapter  is  sound  with  receipts  well  in  advance 
of  expenses. 

Like  most  Grand  Jurisdictions  we  learn  from  the  Grand 
Secretary's  report  that  Delaware  enjoyed  a  successful  year 
with  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  membership. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presents  a  report  that  is 
decidedly  short  and  pithy.  In  a  few  words  the  Committee  state 
that  they  have  reviewed  the  Proceedings  of  the  various  Grand 
Chapters  and  note  that  almost  invariably  they  all  indicated 
an  increase  in  membership  and  interest. 

We  quote  from  an  impressive  report  by  the  Memorial  Com- 
mittee the  following — 

"Men  of  steadfast  will, 

Patient,  courageous,   strong  and  true 
Who  had  vision  clear  and  mind  equipped 
His  will  to  learn,  His  work  to  do. 

Teach  us  great  Teacher  of  mankind 

In  mighty  burdens  one  are  we 
Teach  us  that  lowliest  duty  done 

Blossoms  throughout  eternity." 

The  Committee  on  Education  presented  an  admirable  re- 
port dealing  with  Masonry  in  War-Stricken  Europe  and  offer- 
ing sane  suggestions  as  to  what  the  fraternity  on  the  American 
continent  should  do  to  aid  those  who  suffered  through  the 
machinations  of  the  Axis  group. 
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Harvey  W.  Bentley  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.    Marshall  M.  Carpenter  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  December  28,  1945. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Delaware  by  Nathaniel  D.  Rand, 
while  George  Slack  is  Delaware's  representative  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 

Theodore  C.  Lewis — Acting  Grand  High  Priest. 
Aubrey  H.  Clayton — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Seventy-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Washing- 
ton, February  13,  1946. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain. 

Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  Thirty-Five  Grand 
Representatives  were  in  attendance.  Lucien  G.  Yung,  respond- 
ed for  Canada.  Delegations  were  present  from  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massa- 
chusetts, New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  add  that  these  honoured  guests  were  warmly 
greeted. 

The  address  of  the  Acting  Grand  High  Priest  proves  to  be 
a  literary  effort  that  commands  our  utmost  respect.  He  pre- 
faces his  remarks  with  these  words  of  Carlyle — 

"Time,  .  .  .  the  illimitable,  silent,  never-resting  thing  called  Time, 
rolling,  rushing  on  swift,  silent,  like  an  all-embracing  ocean  tide, 
on  which  we  and  all  the  Universe  swim  like  exhalations,  like  appari- 
tions which  are.  and  then  are  not." 

He  follows  with  these  comments — 

"It  is  truly  said:  'Time  Marches  On'.  It  is  almost  unbelievable 
that  the  year  1945  should  close  this  wav.  Success — yes;  but  with 
that  sadness  which  cannot  and  will  not  end.  'Swift  as  a  shadow, 
short  as  a  dream,'  1945  has  become  history — a  year  which  shall 
always  be  a  pleasant  but  sad  memory  to  the  Companions  of  this 
jurisdiction." 

Comp.  Lewis  pays  homage  to  the  memory  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Harry  J.  Hunt,  Jr.,  whose  lamented 
death  was  recorded  January  8,  1946.    May  we  at  this  juncture 
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interject  an  expression  of  sympathy  in  the  serious  loss  sus- 
tained by  our  friends  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  In  facing 
death  how  often  we  forget  that  "Death  is  but  the  Golden  Key 
that  opens  the  Temple  of  Immortality  and  him  whom  we  mourn 
is  not  lost  to  us  forever,  but  has  merely  gone  before."  While 
not  having  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  our  late  Companion, 
we  in  Canada  share  with  you  the  sad  loss  of  one  of  the  out- 
standing pillars  of  the  Craft.  We  quote  a  few  lines  used  by 
the  Acting  Grand  High  Priest  in  paying  tribute  to  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Hunt — 

"There  is  no  fading  past  for  such  a  man; 

God-blessed  and  self-respecting,  all  his  gifts 
He  treasured  and  fulfilled  the  noble  plan 

That  far  above  the  earth  the  Soul  uplifts. 
His  voice  will  still  return  in  pleasant  cheer 

And  no  sound-waves  will  break  the  silent  deep; 
His  grand  example  lingers,  bright  and  clear, 

To  cheer  the  spirit,  tho'  eyes  may  weep." 

Referring  to  the  three  objectives  of  the  late  Grand  High 
Priest  he  reminded  Grand  Chapter  that  these  were  attendance, 
companionship  and  education.  He  concludes  this  section  with 
the  well  known  lines  of  Riley — 

"Oh,  the  world's  a  curious  compound, 

With  its  honey  and  its  gall, 
With  its  cares  and  bitter  crosses, 

But  a  good  world  after  all. 
An'  a  good  God  must  have  made  it, 

Leastwise  that  is  what*  I  say 
When  a  hand  is  on  my  shoulder 

In  a  friendlly  sort  o'  way." 

Decisions,  dispensations,  appointments  and  visitations  are 
all  set  forth  clear  and  concise. 

How  true  these  words  taken  from  the  Acting  Grand  High 
Priest's  comments  on  the  Condition  of  the  Order — 

"While  increases  in  membership  and  assets  are  important,  the  true 
spirit  of  friendship  and  fraternity  which  has  been  universal  in  all 
Chapters  means  more  to  our  Order  than  numerical  strength  or 
financial  gain." 

This  very  inspiring  address  concludes  with  this  expression 
of  optimism — 

"As  to  the  future  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  we  have  every  reason 
to  be  optimistic  and  I  am  confident  that  each  of  you  will  continue 
the  zeal,  enthusiasm  and  effort  necessary  to  continue  the  progress 
accomplished  to  the  end  that  we  may  regain  the  losses  sustained 
during  the  years  past  and  by  so  doing  strengthen  Capitular  Masonry, 
not  only  in  our  own  jurisdiction,  but  throughout  the  Capitular 
World." 
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From  the  financial  statement  we  learn  that  receipts  more 
than  balance  expenditures  with  investments  of  some 
$13,000.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary  records  a  net  increase  in  membership 
of  252,  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  a  very  substantial  gain. 

We  always  enjoy  reading  the  report  of  Grand  Lecturer, 
L.  G.  Yung.  We  have  space  only  to  quote  his  opening  para- 
graph— 

"Another  milestone  in  the  history  of  Capitular  Masonry  has  been 
reached  and  in  doing  so  may  the  experiences,  assist  us  in  rising  to 
greater  levels  of  usefulness  and  help  us  to  realize  more  fully  the 
moral  force  of  our  Fraternity,  so  that  each  one  will  wield  an  influence 
for  good  which  is  durable  in  a  greater  measure  and  a  wider  field 
than  in  the  days  which  have  passed." 

We  congratulate  Comp.  Yung  upon  another  eloquent  and 
enlightening  report. 

The  High  Priests'  Association  reported  that  it  was  the  in- 
tention to  present  Mrs.  Hunt  with  a  silver  service  as  a  me- 
morial to  the  late  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Fraternal  Review  is  again  from  the  facile  pen  of  Otto  B. 
Roepke.  As  usual  it  is  optimistic  in  tone  and  carries  a  worth- 
while message. 

As  we  turn  to  Canada,  we  find  nothing  has  been  overlooked 
in  our  1945  Proceedings.  He  gives  liberal  extracts  from  our 
Grand  Z.'s  address  and  quotes  the  outstanding  features  of  our 
statistical  report.  Our  last  Review  appears  to  have  found 
favour  and  we  tender  our  thanks  for  the  friendly  comments. 
The  District  of  Columbia  is  one  of  the  jurisdictions  we  delight 
to  review,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating 
Comp.  Roepke  on  a  report  that  is  well  up  to  the  standard  that 
we  have  grown  to  expect  from  him. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  Theodore  C.  Lewis,  who 
did  such  a  grand  job  as  Acting  Grand  High  Priest,  was  duly 
confirmed  and  installed  in  that  high  and  important  office. 
Aubrey  H.  Clayton  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Oder  of  High  Priesthood  convened  February  16,  1946. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by 
Lucien  G.  Yung.  Frederick  J.  Johnson  is  the  D.  of  C.'s  very 
active  representative  in  Canada. 
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ENGLAND 

Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Harewood — First  Grand  Principal. 
Sydney  A.  White — Grand  Scribe  E. 

Quarterly  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England,  held  in  London  on  November 
7th,  1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  T.  A.  Naylor  presiding  in  the 
absence  of  the  Earl  of  Harewood. 

After  the  formalities  of  opening  had  been  observed  Lieut.- 
Col.  H.  A.  Mann  was  nominated  as  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  General  Purposes  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted.  Petitions  for  the  formation  of  new  Chap- 
ters were  received  and  were  given  official  sanction.  It  is  amaz- 
ing to  Canadians  to  note  the  large  number  of  new  Chapters 
that  are  coming  into  being  in  the  Motherland.  Unlike  our 
system  where  a  Chapter  may  draw  its  membership  from  any 
number  of  Craft  Lodges,  in  England  these  Chapters  are  all 
attached  to  a  particular  Lodge. 

After  routine  business  Grand  Chapter  was  closed  in  Antient 
and  Solemn  Form. 

Quarterly  held  February  6th,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Naylor  on  the  Throne.  The  Earl  of  Harewood  was  reported 
to  be  progressing  favourably  from  a  serious  illness. 

After  the  opening  ceremonies  reports  were  received  and 
another  extensive  list  of  petitions  for  new  Chapters  was  dealt 
with.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  Chapter  made  applica- 
tion for  a  new  charter  to  replace  the  original  destroyed  by 
enemy  action. 

Prior  to  closing  Grand  Chapter  the  acting  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal had  this  to  say — 

"I  would  like  also  to  add  one  thought  from  this  Throne,  and  that 
is  of  encouragement.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  undoubtedly  taking  its 
part  in  the  reconstruction  and  rebuilding  of  character  of  this  world, 
and  the  efforts  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  on  spiritual  lines  undoubtedly 
will  bear  fruit;  and  so  I  wish  you  every  blessing  and  success  in 
your  efforts." 

May  1st,  1946,  Quarterly  under  the  direction  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Naylor.  The  usual  reports  and  petitions  for  new  Chap- 
ters were  considered  and  approved.  Charters  were  granted  to 
thirty-one  new  Chapters. 
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This  being  the  Convocation  at  which  appointments  were 
made,  it  is  interesting  to  learn  that  by  reason  of  his  position 
as  Deputy  Grand  Master,  General  Francis  Davies  was  re-ap- 
pointed Grand  Second  Principal,  while  the  Rev.  A.  T.  A.  Naylor 
(Honorary  Chaplain  to  H.  M.  the  King),  was  again  appointed 
Grand  Third  Principal.  All  other  officers  were  appointed  as 
England  does  not  elect  office-holders. 

Quarterly,  August  7,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Naylor  act- 
ing Grand  First  Principal. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  due  cere- 
mony and  routine  business  transacted. 

Five  Chapters  applied  for  new  charters  to  replace  those 
destroyed  during  the  war. 

From  the  address  of  the  Acting  Grand  First  Principal,  we 
quote  the  following  excerpt — 

"I  think  that  the  whole  idea  of  Masonry,  at  any  rate  in  my  mind, 
is  that  it  does  give  a  very  definite  meaning  to  life.  As  we  proceed 
through  the  various  phases  of  life,  I  find,  and  I  take  it  that  you 
do,  that  there  are  corollaries  of  the  same  nature  in  Masonry — judg- 
ment, wisdom  and  strength  to  deal  with  each  situation,  and  the 
knowledge  that  there  are  other  sides  of  life,  in  Masonry,  which  give 
a  meaning  to  life,  and,  in  doing  so,  give  an  answer  to  the  immediate 
question  involved.  If  you  think  upon  those  lines,  you  will  find  the 
value  in  Masonry." 

Following  the  remarks  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Naylor,  Grand 
Chapter  closed  in  Antient  and  Solemn  Form  after  singing  the 
National  Anthem. 

Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales 

The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Stradbroke— Grand  Master. 
Rev.  Canon  Frederick  Halsey — Deputy  Grand  Master. 
Major  Sir  Thomas  Lumley-Smith — Grand  Secretary. 

Quarterly  Communication  held  in  London,  March  5,  1946. 

After  opening  Grand  Lodge  in  Ample  Form,  the  M.  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Master  called  upon  the  Master  of  Grafton  Lodge 
who  proceeded  to  nominate  the  Earl  of  Stradbroke  as  Grand 
Master  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  being  the  only  nomination, 
the  Earl  of  Stradbroke  was  declared  unanimously  elected. 

Nominations  for  the  various  offices  of  Grand  Lodge  were 
received  and  promptly  dealt  with. 
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Warrants  were  issued  to  eight  Mark  Lodges.  After  a  re- 
port on  the  Mark  Benevolent  Fund,  Grand  Lodge  was  closed 
in  Ample  Form. 

Quarterly  held  June  4,  1946,  with  the  Grand  Master  on  the 
Throne. 

After  formally  opening  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master 
called  upon  the  President  of  the  General  Board  to  present  his 
report.  This  report  covered  appointments,  warrants  issued,  a 
lengthy  Obituary  and  a  reference  to  the  Annuity  and  Benevo- 
lent Funds. 

Following  general  business  the  installation  of  officers  took 
place.  The  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  were  pro- 
claimed and  saluted  according  to  ancient  custom.  After  nam- 
ing his  numerous  appointments  and  thanking  the  brethren  for 
the  honour  again  conferred  upon  him,  the  Grand  Master  closed 
Grand  Lodge  in  Ample  Form  followed  by  the  singing  of  the 
National  Anthem. 

FLORIDA 

George  A.  Lambe — Grand  High  Priest. 
John  B.  Phelps — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Jacksonville, 
May  21,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Lambe  presiding.  Eleven 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present.  Forty-One  Grand 
Representatives  were  in  attendance  to  answer  for  their  respec- 
tive jurisdictions.    H.  J.  Wendland  responded  for  Canada. 

The  visitors  included  many  distinguished  Craftsmen  repre- 
senting Royal  and  Select  Masters  and  the  Knights  Templar. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  proves  to  be  very 
interesting,  apparently  the  1945  Convocation  was  cancelled  due 
to  war-time  conditions.  In  referring  to  the  close  of  armed  con- 
flict and  the  effort  that  is  being  made  to  establish  peace  he 
propounds  the  following  sage  thought — 

"All  over  the  world  people  have  lost  faith.  Logic  does  not  prevail 
in  discourses;  reason  and  sound  thinking  seem  to  bave  lost  power. 
Truth,  that  divine  attribute  and  the  foundation  of  every  virtue  has 
gone  into  hiding,  and  all  the  combined  forces  of  destruction — relent- 
lessly and  viciously — have  been  destroying  life  and  the  things  that 
make  living  worth  while.  We  hear  from  many  sources  of  small  men 
in  authority  that  we  have  won  a  great  victory.    We  may  have  won 
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a  military  victory  of  destruction.  But,  the  truth  is,  we  are  fast 
losing  the  greatest  war  or  fight  in  the  history  of  man.  No,  there  is 
no  peace.  The  turbulence  and  suffering  caused  by  the  force  of  evil 
are  far  greater  today  than  ever  before  and  are  fast  obtaining  suf- 
ficient power  to  enslave  all  the  people  of  the  earth.  Masonry  iden- 
tifies that  force  and  directs  your  special  attention  to  it  and  teaches 
you  how  to  protect  and  defend  itself.  How  well  are  we  prepared? 
How  well  are  you  informed  of  the  great  issues  of  life  ?  Ask  the  man 
in  the  glass  what  he  is  doing  to  perpetuate  the  heritage  our  early 
Brothers  and  Companions  gave  us?" 

Visitations  cover  both  1944-1945,  and  consequently  several 
pages  are  used  to  cover  this  phase  of  the  Grand  High  Priest's 
activities.  Reference  is  made  to  the  establishment  of  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  for  Chapters  on  the  border  line  of  other 
States.  Thus  an  applicant  living  in  Florida  but  distant  from 
a  Florida  Chapter  may  make  application  to  a  near-by  Chapter 
in  Georgia  and  as  the  other  Grand  Chapters  have  made  the 
same  arrangement,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  unpleasantness 
over  the  invasion  of  each  other's  territory. 

Numerous  changes  were  made  among  the  Grand  Represen- 
tatives.   It  is  noted  with  satisfaction  that  H.  J.  Wendland  now 

holds  Canada's  commission  in  Florida  and  we  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  extending  a  welcome  to  Comp.  Wendland  as  our  repre- 
sentative. 

From  the  address  we  learn  that  Florida  maintained  an 
Educational  Loan  Fund,  but  from  the  remarks  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Lambe  we  find  that  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  efforts  along 
these  lines  were  not  entirely  successful  and  he  recommended 
that  this  fund  be  merged  with  the  General  Account. 

Another  recommendation  is  for  the  promotion  of  closer 
Fraternal  Relations  within  the  jurisdiction  by  the  publishing 
of  a  monthly  news  letter.  May  we  say  to  our  friends  in  Florida 
that  in  Canada  we  publish  a  small  four  page  brochure  which 
has  been  exceptionally  well  received  throughout  our  member- 
ship.   This  admirable  address  concludes  with  these  words — 

"In  the  past  two  years  we  have  made  splendid  progress  not  only 
in  enlarging  our  membership,  but  the  improvement  in  interest  and 
knowlede  of  what  we  are  doing.  The  contributions  that  you  have 
so  unselfishly  made  in  the  interest  of  Masonry  are  commendable." 

Finances  according  to  Grand  Treasurer  McMaster  appear 
sound  with  expenses  well  below  the  amount  received  as  revenue 
and  a  total  worth  of  $12,389.97. 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  indicates  that  Florida,  as 
elsewhere,  is  finding  a  revival  in  Royal  Arch  interest  and  as  a 
result  the  membership  shows  a  healthy  increase. 

Harry  R.  Thompson  having  been  elected  Grand  High  Priest 
was  formally  installed  in  that  exalted  office.  John  B.  Phelps 
continues  as  Grand  Secretary. 

While  Florida  appoints  a  Foreign  Correspondent,  a  diligent 
search  of  the  Proceedings  failed  to  find  any  report. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Kenneth  N.  Carrie  represents  Florida  in  Canada  and  as*  al- 
ready noted  our  interests  in  Florida  are  in  the  care  of  H.  J. 
Wendland. 

GEORGIA 

J.  T.  Morgan — Grand  High  Priest. 
Wm.  Penn,  Jr. — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Third  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Macon,  October  3,  1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Morgan 
presiding. 

Following  the  opening  exercises  the  Grand  Chaplain  offered 
the  opening  prayer  after  which  the  assembly  sang  the  old 
familiar  hymn,  "How  Firm  a  Foundation". 

Eleven  "Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  Thirty-Three  Grand 
Representatives  were  in  attendance.  Canada's  representative 
unfortunately  was  among  those  absent. 

Many  distinguished  guests  were  in  attendance,  these  includ- 
ed a  delegation  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Leaders  of  the 
following  Associate  Bodies  were  also  received,  Grand  Council, 
Knights  Templar  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  in  the 
place  of  honour. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  makes  delectable 
reading  and  may  be  classed  as  a  literary  treat.  Cordially  wel- 
coming those  present  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Morgan  refers  to  world- 
wide conditions  and  their  effect  upon  Masonry.  We  quote  a 
line  or  two — 
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"It  is  quite  evident  that  capitular  interest  and  activity  were  never 
on  a  higher  plane  than  today  and  only  awaits  able  leadership.  Let 
us  unite  to  march  arm  in  arm  to  the  success  of  a  fraternity  incul- 
cating- brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth,  and  above  all  inspiring  its 
Companions  with  the  highest  hope  and  faith  ever  given  to  man." 

Under  Necrology  he  makes  eloquent  reference  to  the  Fra- 
ternal Dead  not  only  in  Georgia  but  refers  to  the  losses  sus- 
tained in  other  jurisdictions. 

Dispensations  were  many  in  number  but  dealt  only  with 
matters  of  an  administrative  character.  Visitations  as  listed 
indicate  that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Morgan  gave  generously  of  his 
time  and  talent  in  the  discharge  of  this  important  function. 
Indicative  of  improved  conditions  Masonically  is  the  reference 
to  the  institution  of  four  new  Chapters. 

Under  "Recommendations"  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Morgan  offers 
changes  in  petitions  and  other  forms.  In  perusing  these  we 
note  that  they  are  similar  to  forms  used  in  Canada. 

After  the  usual  reference  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other 
officers  the  address  concludes  thus — 

"May  God's  richest  blessings  rest  upon  our  incoming  officers  and 
every  Mason  in  Georgia  as  we  continue  our  search  for  Truth. 
Masonry  never  had  a  greater  opportunity  than  today — shall  we 
proceed?" 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  glean  much  in- 
formation as  to  conditions  in  Georgia.  Membership  roll  Janu- 
ary 1,  1944,  was  7,408,  while  on  January  1,  1945,  it  had  in- 
creased to  9,549 — truly  a  remarkable  advance. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  is  also  illuminative,  receipts 
well  in  advance  of  disbursements  with  total  assets  of  $22,827.16 
to  which  must  be  added  some  $4,000.00  in  notes.  These  repre- 
sent loans  to  students  to  assist  in  their  education.  A  very  fine 
Masonic  gesture. 

And  now  we  turn  with  interest  to  Pleasant  T.  McCutchen's 
twentieth  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  His  Foreword  is 
decidedly  abbreviated,  but  he  does  report  a  note  of  optimism 
which  is  justified  by  the  healthy  increase  in  membership 
generally. 

We  next  turn  with  avidity  to  his  review  of  our  jurisdiction. 
We  are  not  disappointed  for  he  has  generously  reviewed  our 
1944  Convocation  covering  all  of  the  salient  features.  In  refer- 
ring to  our  various  reports  he  has  this  to  say — 
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"There   is   inspiration   and   instruction   in   numbers   of   eloquently 
written  reports  by  various  committees  and  individual  Companions." 

Altogether  a  very  friendly  review  and  one  which  we  ap- 
preciate. 

After  electing  Bartis  E.  Goodman,  Grand  High  Priest,  he, 
together  with  his  officers,  was  duly  installed  and  invested. 
William  J.  Penn,  Jr.,  continues  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  October  3,  1945. 

Thos.  B.  Elfe  is  Canada's  representative  in  Georgia,  while 
Gordon  Haywood  is  Georgia's  representative  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

ILLINOIS 

John  M.  Gregg — Grand  High  Priest. 
Edward  E.  Core — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-Sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Chicago, 
October  23,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain.  Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and 
forty-two  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  officially 
greeted. 

It  is  noticeable  that  this  year  few  visitors  were  present  and 
these  delegations  of  associate  bodies.  Among  the  honoured 
guests  we  note  the  Grand  Commander,  Knights  Templar,  the 
Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council  and  M.  Wor.  Bro.  William 
Tinsley,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  who  had 
an  escort  of  Past  Grand  Masters  and  other  officers  of  Grand 
Lodge.  The  customary  honours  were  given  and  all  received 
a  warm  fraternal  welcome. 

The  annual  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Gregg  is  referred  to 
as  a  report.  It  provides  a  clear  concise  record  of  the  year's 
work  and  gives  the  reader  much  interesting  data  on  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Illinois. 

After  a  pleasing  reception  to  all  present  and  a  brief  com- 
ment on  the  close  of  the  war  the  Grand  High  Priest  made  feel- 
ing reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

But  eighteen  dispensations  were  sought,  none  of  which  were 
unusual,  dealing  as  they  did  with  purely  administrative 
matters. 
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Under  the  caption  of  ''Condition  of  the  Craft",  he  informs 
us  that  for  the  first  time  in  years  the  records  show  an  increase 
in  membership. 

He  reports  five  district  Schools  of  Instruction,  these,  we 
presume,  are  similar  to  our  Chapters  of  Instruction,  one  for 
each  of  the  three  degrees  being  held  in  each  of  our  sixteen 
districts  under  the  guidance  of  the  Grand  Superintendent  of 
the  District. 

Illinois  recognizes  the  worth  of  the  Old  Guard,  and  like 
Canada,  issues  fifty-year  certificates,  we  present  jewels  in  place 
of  certificates. 

Official  visits  and  receptions  are  covered  in  an  addenda  at- 
tached to  the  address.  These  are  not  reported  in  detail,  but 
merely  give  the  location  and  date.  This  system  appeals  to  this 
Correspondent,  who  has  spent  hours  and  hours  reading  ad- 
dresses in  which  all  visits  are  covered  in  tiresome  detail  and 
with  a  sameness  that  carries  little  reader  interest. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  pays  glowing  tribute  to  the  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  and  others  whose  assistance  he  greatly 
appreciated.  He  closes  his  valedictory  with  the  poem  entitled : 
"To-Day",  the  last  few  lines  of  which  we  quote — 

"Yesterday  a  cloud   of  sorrow 

Fell  across  the  way; 

It  may  rain  again  tomorrow 

It  may  rain — but  say, 

Ain't  it  fine  today?" 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  surely  indicates  the  solvency 
of  Grand  Chapter.  Receipts  in  excess  of  expenditures  and  total 
assets  of  $91,839.00. 

As  usual  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  comprehensive  and 
illuminating,  the  outstanding  feature  to  an  outsider  being  a 
record  of  983  net  gain  in  membership. 

We  again  are  impressed  with  the  lengthy  Roll  of  Honour 
which  keeps  before  Grand  Chapter  the  names  of  all  of  the 
Chapter  members  who  served  their  country  in  the  hour  of  need. 
We  feel,  that  we  in  Canada,  were  somewhat  lax  in  this  regard. 

The  beautiful  report  on  "Obituaries"  is  prefaced  by  this 
poetic  gem — 
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"A  Prince  once  said  of  a  King  struck  down 
'Taller  he  seems  in  death'; 
And  the  word  holds  good  now  as  then, 
It  is  after  death  that  we  measure  men." 

This  report  is  eloquently  written  and  most  impressive,  clos- 
ing with  the  following — 

"The  heights  of  great  men  reached  and  kept, 
Were  not  attained  by  sudden  flight, 
For  they,  while  their  companions  slept, 
Were  toiling  upward  in  the  night." 

The  Fraternal  Review  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Everett  R.  Turn- 
bull  provides  one  of  the  high-lights  of  the  Proceedings.  The 
"Foreword"  written  in  his  own  inimitable  style,  is,  as  usual, 
intensely  interesting  and  impregnated  with  sage  advice  and 
lofty  ideals.  Speaking  of  the  war  and  the  problems  of  peace 
he  uses  these  words — 

"The  fighting  is  over  and  our  soldier  members  are  gradually  re- 
turning to  their  homes  and  lodges,  but  the  war  of  ideas  is  as  violent 
as  ever.  Mere  force  v/ill  not  change  ideas.  The  only  way  to  instill 
peace  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  people  of  the  conquered  coun- 
tries is  by  teaching  an  entirely  different  line  of  thought." 

He  quotes  a  recent  writers  words  as  follows — 

"The  basic  difficulty  confronting  humanity  at  this  hour  as  that  we 
have  a  world  neighbourhood,  but  no  world  spirit;  a  world  society, 
but  no  world  fellowship;  an  association  of  nations,  but  no  brother- 
hood of  man;  a  world  consciousness,  but  no  world  conscience." 

We  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  this  Foreword  and  regret  lack 
of  space  prevents  a  more  generous  quotation.  Turning  to  the 
Reviews  for  a  report  of  Canada,  we  find  that  we  have  been 
omitted.  No  doubt  it  is  our  fault  in  not  furnishing  a  copy  of 
our  Proceedings  at  an  earlier  date,  however,  be  the  reason  what 
it  may,  we  cannot  help  feeling  somewhat  disappointed.  Per- 
haps next  year  we  may  regain  our  seat  in  the  "Charmed 
Circle".  Congratulations,  M.  Ex.  Sir,  on  a  splendid  report,  but 
then  we  have  grown  to  expect  much  from  you  and  have  yet  to 
fail  in  our  expectations  of  a  literary  treat.  The  Proceedings 
of  Illinois  are  well  printed,  carefully  edited  and  are  embellished 
with  portraits  which  increase  the  reader's  interest. 

Stanley  N.  Wilson  was  formally  installed  as  Grand  High 
Priest,  while  Edward  E.  Core  continues  in  the  office  of  Grand 
Secretary. 
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The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Our  representative  in  Illinois  is  Fred  W.  Soady,  while  J.  J. 
Shelley  represents  Illinois  in  Canada. 

INDIANA 

B.  0.  Pruitt— Grand  High  Priest. 
Charles  C.  Thomas — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundredth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Lafay- 
ette, October  24,  1945. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  the  Grand  High  Priest 
declared  the  Grand  Chapter  duly  opened. 

Twenty  of  the  twenty-six  living  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
were  in  attendance,  while  forty-eight  jurisdictions  were  repre- 
sented by  their  Grand  Representatives. 

A  host  of  distinguished  guests  were  present.  These  in- 
cluded delegations  from  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Knights 
Templar,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.  Each  of  the  above 
were  received  in  a  manner  befitting  to  their  rank  in  Masonry. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pruitt's  address  was  a  masterly  presentation. 
Splendidly  written  it  affords  a  perfect  pen  picture  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  Indiana.  After  the  customary  greeting  he 
referred  to  the  return  of  Peace  and  used  these  words — 

"A  world  at  peace!  We  cannot  yet  realize  the  glory  of  it.  May 
we  never  again  take  it  for  granted.  Rough  and  rugged  has  been 
the  road,  long  and  toilsome,  the  march,  but  sustained  and  favoured 
by  the  Great  I  Am,  we  have  at  last  arrived  at  Peace." 

Following  this  commentary  he  stressed  the  importance  of 
this  Convocation  which  marks  a  century  of  Masonic  labour. 
The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  was  instituted  in  1845. 

Paying  graceful  tribute  to  those  who  have  "gone  before"  he 
made  special  reference  to  the  great  loss  sustained  through  the 
passing  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  F.  H.  Pocock,  who  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  was  Grand  Treasurer.  Owing  to  the  death 
of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pocock  it  was  necessary  to  select  a  new  Grand 
Treasurer  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  J.  Smith  was  regularly  ap- 
pointed. 
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A  record  of  visitations  and  dispensations  are  attached  to 
the  address  as  Addenda.  We  are  sure  from  the  report  that 
the  visits  made  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pruitt  could  not  fail  to  be 
productive  of  much  good.  The  dispensations  were  purely 
routine. 

Among  the  Grand  High  Priest's  appointments  we  note  that 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  Francis  Francis  of  Toronto,  was  commissioned  to 
represent  Indiana  in  Canada,  and  we  can  assure  our  friends  in 
Indiana  that  no  better  selection  could  have  been  made. 

From  a  message  entitled,  "The  Heroes  of  Peace'',  by  Grand 
Chaplain  R.  0.  Pearson,  we  quote  the  concluding  lines  and  re- 
gret that  lack  of  space  forbids  a  more  generous  extract  from 
this  magnificent  dissertation  on  a  subject  of  great  interest  to 
us  all — 

"The  victories  of  peace  are,  similarly,  less  dramatic  than  con- 
quests in  battle,  but  now  we  belong  to  an  era  where  triumphs  must 
come  in  test  tubes,  in  men's  hearts,  in  world  community,  and  in  the 
controlling  of  unheard-of-forces  which,  if  not  controlled,  will  plum- 
met our  civilization  into  oblivion." 

This  message  was  incorporated  in  the  Grand  High  Priest's 
address  which  concludes  with  a  word  of  praise  for  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Lecturer. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  provides  interesting  reading. 
The  outstanding  figures  tell  us  that  receipts  were  $14,033.00, 
while  expenses  were  $10,181.00,  and  investments  of  $24,100.00. 

The  Statistical  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  informs  us 
that  the  net  gain  in  membership  numbered  1,409 — a  very  im- 
pressive record  indeed. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  his  twenty-fourth  by  the 
way,  indicates  that  conditions  are  improving  and  provides  an 
encouraging  thought  for  the  future. 

From  an  eloquent  report  on  Necrology  we  extract  this 
favourite  quotation  from  Grey's  "Elegy" — 

"Full  many  a  gem  of  purest  ray  serene, 

The  dark  unfathomed  depths  of  ocean  bear, 
Full  many  a  flower  is  born  to  blush  unseen 
And  waste  its  sweetness  upon  a  desert  air." 

The  reading  of  these  lines  recalls  this  writer's  school-days 
when  he  was  forced  to  memorize  and  recite  in  its  entirety 
Grey's  "Elegy  in  a  Country  Churchyard". 
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While  Indiana  has  not  as  yet  re-instated  Fraternal  Reviews, 
we  note  with  interest  a  report  on  Foreign  Relations  which 
refers  to  the  Grand  Chapters  with  which  Indiana  is  in  corre- 
spondence and  states  Peace  and  Harmony  prevail  throughout 
the  Capitular  world. 

Charles  William  Allen  having  been  elected  Grand  High 
Priest,  was,  together  with  his  line  of  officers,  duly  installed 
into  office.    Charles  C.  Thomas  continues  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada  is  capably  represented  in  Indiana  by  William  H. 
Baugh,  while  as  already  noted  Francis  Francis  will  now  keep 
a  watchful  eye  on  the  interests  of  Indiana  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

IOWA 

D.  D.  Monlux — Grand  High  Priest.

The  Ninetieth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Muscatine, 
April  9,  1946. 

The  opening  ceremonies  were  most  impressive  and  some- 
what unusual  when  compared  with  similar  ceremonies  in 
Canada.  The  Grand  High  Priest  was  escorted  to  the  East  by 
eight  past  rulers  of  Grand  Chapter.  Forty-one  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives answered  the  roll-call.  Distinguished  visitors  were 
present  in  goodly  numbers.  These  included  delegations  from 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Illinois,  Indiana,  Minnesota,  Nebraska 
and  South  Dakota.  Associate  Bodies  also  were  well  represent- 
ed, these  were  Grand  Council,  Grand  Commandery,  Scottish 
Rite  and  the  M.  Wor.  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Iowa.  The  customary  honours  were  given  and  a  cordial 
welcome  tendered  the  honoured  guests. 

Forty-six  pages  are  required  to  record  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  address.  While  lengthy,  it  is  eloquently  written,  com- 
prehensive and  enlightening  to  the  reader.  Following  a  very 
pleasing  welcome  to  all  present,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Monlux  spoke 
feelingly  of  the  great  loss  sustained  through  the  deaths  of  495 
Companions.  These  included  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
and  Grand  Secretary,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  E.  Masters. 
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Owing  to  the  death  of  the  Grand  Secretary  the  Grand  High 
Priest  appointed  Paul  Sulhoff  as  acting  Grand  Secretary. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  address  to  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood,  which  is  recognized,  but  is  not  compulsory.  The 
Grand  High  Priest,  however,  spoke  highly  of  the  Order  and 
commended  it  to  the  Companions. 

That  conditions  in  Iowa  are  favourable  is  best  evidenced  by 
the  presenting  of  the  Keystone  Award  to  Rockwell  City  Chap- 
ter, which  increased  its  membership  103  per  cent.  Numerous 
appointments  to  the  Corps  of  Grand  Representatives  were 
noted. 

Dispensations  and  visitations  are  covered  in  detail,  indeed, 
the  Grand  High  Priest  enumerates  all  his  official  acts  in  chrono- 
logical order. 

Following  a  graceful  tribute  to  those  who  assisted  during 
the  year,  the  Grand  High  Priest  concludes  a  splendid  review 
of  his  stewardship  by  expressing  his  thanks  for  the  confidence 
placed  in  him  and  for  the  loyalty  of  his  Companions  who,  to 
use  the  words  of  the  prophet  of  old,  "Have  fought  a  good  fight 
and  have  kept  the  faith". 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  that  fiscal  affairs 
are  sound,  receipts  $23,000.00,  disbursements  $16,000.00,  with 
a  total  worth  of  $33,444.00,  exclusive  of  a  magnificent  Charity 
Fund  of  $89,000.00. 

Iowa  also  records  a  splendid  increase  in  membership,  758 
to  be  exact. 

Walter  E.  Gillette  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.  Ross  J.  Camblin  was  elected  and  invested  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  review  Iowa,  its  Proceedings  are 
well  written,  illuminative  and  decidedly  readable.  We  regret, 
however,  to  note  that  there  is  no  report  on  Fraternal  Corre- 
spondence. For  such  an  active  Grand  Body  this  is  to  be 
regretted. 

Our  representative  in  Iowa  is  E.  W.  F.  Holler,  while  Iowa 
is  represented  in  Canada  by  that  very  active  Craftsman  Dr. 
B.  F.  Nott. 
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IRELAND 

R.  Hon.  Sir  Milne  Barbour — Grand  King. 
Henry  C.  Shellard — Grand  Registrar. 

The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Ireland,  stated  communica- 
tions held  in  Dublin  in  the  months  of  February,  May,  July  and 
November,  1945. 

From  the  New  Year's  message,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Milne  Bar- 
bour, we  extract  the  following — 

"So  the  most  soothing  feature  in  our  memories  of  1945  will  be 
the  fact  that  the  titanic  struggle  has  come  to  an  end,  and  surviving 
participators  will  now.  be  returning  to  their  homes  and  able  to  enjoy 
the  security  of  an  effective  and  impartial  Justice  and  the  blesings 
of  Peace." 

Reference  is  also  made  to  the  progress  and  prosperity  of 
the  Royal  Craft,  both  in  South  Africa  and  New  Zealand.  Two 
additional  Grand  Superintendents  were  appointed,  one  each  for 
Natal  and  Rhodesia. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  year  routine  business  occupied 
Grand  Chapter. 

From  a  report  of  District  Grand  Chapter  of  Antrim,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  in  this  district  there  are  122  subordi- 
nate Chapters  and  for  the  war  years  an  increase  of  800  mem- 
bers is  recorded.  The  reports  from  Armagh,  Down,  Donegal 
and  other  districts  all  indicate  increased  interest  and  attend- 
ance. Due  to  limited  transportation  facilities,  Companions  in 
many  sections  of  the  country  were  forced  to  ride  bicycles  to 
their  place  of  meeting.  We  read  of  one  Companion,  a  member 
of  Newbridge  Chapter,  who  rode  40  miles  on  a  bicycle  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting  of  his  Chapter.  This  surely  is  a  test 
of  one's  enthusiasm.  From  another  section  we  learn  that  the 
officers  and  members  all  live  from  16  to  30  miles  distant  from 
their  Chapter,  and  the  report  says,  "One  does  not  enquire  how 
they  come,  but  they  always  arrive".  Would  that  Masons  in 
Canada  demonstrated  the  same  faithful  sense  of  duty  to  the 
Craft.  At  a  meeting  in  Armagh,  a  Chapter  celebrating  its 
Centenary,  collected  some  $600.00  from  those  present  as  a  sub- 
scription to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Our  Irish  Companions  take 
their  Masonry  very  seriously. 
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Finances  under  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ireland  appear  to  be 
on  a  solid  footing  with  investments,  mostly  in  War  Bonds, 
totalling  some  $57,000.00. 

As  the  printed  report  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ireland  does 
not  contain  records  of  the  proceedings  at  the  various  communi- 
cations, we  have  been  forced  to  select  at  random  the  above 
interesting  items. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Ireland  by  Grand  Registrar,  H.  C. 
Shellard,  while  R.  W.  McFadden,  an  Irishman,  now  resident  in 
Brantford,  Canada,  is  privileged  to  represent  Ireland  near  our 
Grand  Chapter. 

KANSAS 

Arthur  H.  Strickland — Grand  High  Priest. 
Elmer  F.  Strain — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-First  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Topeka, 
February  11,  1946,  under  the  direction  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Strick- 
land. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  gave  evidence  of  continued 
interest  by  their  presence.  Visitors  were  represented  by  a 
delegation  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska,  and  the  fol- 
lowing Ray  V.  Denslow,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  The 
General  Grand  Chapter;  M.  Wor.  Bro.  H.  D.  Evans,  Grand 
Master  of  Grand  Lodge ;  M.  Wor.  Bro.  K.  J.  Mohr,  Past  Grand 
Master  of  Illinois,  and  representatives  from  the  Knights  Temp- 
lar and  Grand  Council.  All  were  extended  a  cordial  and  fra- 
ternal greeting  and  escorted  to  the  East.  Foty-five  Grand 
Representatives  answered  the  roll-call  including  Roy  H.  Clossen 
who  so  faithfully  represents  Canada. 

Arranged  in  topical  order  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Strickland  fur- 
nishes a  complete  report  of  his  stewardship.  He  marshalls  his 
subjects  in  a  pleasing  manner  and  to  read  the  address  is  to 
have  a  fairly  comprehensive  picture  of  the  year's  work.  From 
his  introductory  remarks  dealing  with  the  aftermath  of  war 
he  has  this  to  say: 
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"When  we  look  about  the  world  today,  and  in  our  own  Country, 
and  see  prevalent  all  of  the  hatred,  intolerance,  suspicion,  greed  and 
selfishness  that  exists  immediately  after  the  close  of  a  war  that  was 
fought  to  preserve  human  rights  and  the  dignity  of  the  individual 
it  causes  us  to  wonder  if,  in  the  hearts  of  man,  there  is  any  real 
desire  for  a  world  in  which  peace,  concord,  humanity,  justice  and 
human  brotherhood  are  the  ruling  spirits. (  Do  the  great  powers  of 
the  world  really  desire  to  live  in  a  state  of  permanent  peace?" 

and  we  must  quote  the  following — 

"The  real  discovery  that  needs  to  be  made  in  the  world  today  is 
the  knowledge  that  all  of  the  nations  of  the  world  must  turn  again 
to  the  Great  Jehovah  for  guidance.  They  must  realize  that  as  the 
Tribes  of  Israel  suffered  and  were  plagued  when  they  turned  away 
from  Him,  so  the  nations  today  are  tortured  and  distressed  when 
they  permit  selfishness,  greed,  hatred  and  intolerance  to  overcome 
them." 

Would  that  space  permitted  us  to  quote  this  section  of  the 
address  in  its  entirety.  It  is  pregnant  with  lofty  thoughts 
and  sublime  ideals  providing  the  reader  with  much  thought  for 
serious  reflection. 

Speaking  of  the  Fraternal  Dead  he  pays  graceful  tribute 
to  the  lamented  deaths  of  Grand  Treasurer  Harry  E.  Peach, 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  T.  Hoge  and  M.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Garrison. 

During  the  year  he  issued  forty-three  dispensations,  none 
of  these,  however,  covered  anything  unusual. 

Visitations  are  mentioned  but  are  not  enumerated.  In  re- 
ferring to  this  subject  the  Grand  High  Priest  comments  as 
follows — 

"The  use  of  the  word  'Companion'  is  very  fitting  in  our  Kansas 
Capitular  field,  because  the  members  of  the  various  Chapters  all 
seem  to  exemplify  that  friendship  and  loyalty  to  each  other  that  is 
the  very  essence  of  the  word." 

Among  his  recommendations  is  one  to  inaugurate  the 
presentation  of  Fifty  Year  Buttons  following  the  precedent 
of  Grand  Lodge.  We  agree  and  may  say  that  such  presenta- 
tions in  Canada  are  much  appreciated. 

This  address,  which  may  be  termed  a  literary  epic,  closes 
with  words  of  appreciation  for  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other 
officers. 

The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Strain  is  busniess-like  and 
quite  comprehensive.  Finances  appear  sound  and  from  all  in- 
dications the  Royal  Craft  is  advancing  along  healthy  lines. 
$200.00  was  donated  to  the  relief  of  the  Capitular  Craft  in  the 
Phillipine  Islands. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  by  Albert  K.  Wilson  may  be 
catagorized  as  brevity  personified.  He  simply  announced  that 
no  reviews  had  been  prepared,  hence  he  had  no  report  to  make. 
We  trust  that  one  of  these  days  we  may  have  the  pleasure  of 
welcoming  Kansas  back  to  the  fold. 

V.  Royal  Vergades  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest.  Elmer  F.  Strain  still  occupies  the  office  of  Grand 
Secretary,  while  B.  S.  Paulen  becomes  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  February  12,  1946. 

A.  P.  Goering  represents  Kansas  in  Canada,  and  as  already 
noted,  our  representative  in  Kansas  is  Roy  H.  Clossen. 

KENTUCKY 

Allen  C.  Terhune — Grand  High  Priest. 
Ray  G.  Tipton — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Louisville,  October  16th  and  17th,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  formally  opened  the  Grand 
Chaplain  led  in  the  devotional  exercises. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  twenty-one  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  present. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Terhune  is  at  once  convincing 
and  impressive.  It  outlines  the  high-lights  of  the  year  and 
provides  the  reader  with  a  clear,  concise  estimate  of  conditions 
in  Kentucky.  After  greeting  those  present  in  a  most  gracious 
manner  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Terhune  refers  to  the  close  of  the  war, 
but  let  us  quote  briefly  from  this  beautifully  worded  comment : 

"Today  we  hear  the  far  distant  thunder  of  war  as  it  passes  into 
history,  the  great  storm  with  its  black  clouds  and  deadly  bolts  of 
lightning  are  passed.  But  on  many  cheeks  rest  the  jeweled  tear 
drop  which  tells  of  the  storm  and  its  fearful  toll  of  human  lives. 
But  the  bright  sun  of  peace  is  again  shining  on  a  weary  world 
through  the  grace  of  the  Great  I  Am.  The  world  may  not  be  so 
beautiful.  Many  limbs  have  been  broken  from  the  family  tree,  much 
damage  has  been  done  by  the  storm,  but  God  is  on  His  throne  and 
all  is  well." 

Under  Necrology  he  speaks  sympathetically  of  the  losses 
sustained  through  the  activity  of  the  Grim  Reaper.  He  re- 
ports on  installations,  appointments  and  dispensations,  all  of 
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these  latter  being  granted  with  one  lone  exception  and  that 
to  shorten  the  time  of  a  soldier  applicant  who  was  returning 
overseas  for  further  duty.  In  Canada  our  Grand  Z.  has  the 
authority  to  reduce  the  time  limit  in  cases  of  this  kind. 

From  the  address  it  appears  that  Kentucky  is  endeavouring 
to  tidy  up  affairs,  as  we  note  that  the  charters  of  a  num- 
ber of  dormant  Chapters  were  arrested  and  a  number  of  weak 
Chapters  were  consolidated  with  more  active  Chapters. 

Speaking  of  charitable  activities,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Terhune 
spoke  favourably  of  the  work  being  done  through  the  Old 
Masons'  Home  and  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  both  in- 
stitutions being  well  managed.  He  referred  to  these  Homes  as 
a  bright  and  shining  star  in  the  crown  of  Kentucky  Masonry. 
We  cannot  refrain  from  commenting  that  this  is  a  very  definite 
evidence  that  the  Craft  in  Kentucky  believe  in  practicing  that 
which  they  preach. 

In  paying  eulogistic  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  the 
Grand  High  Priest  quotes  the  following  from  Longfellow  and 
suggests  that  it  properly  describes  the  relationship  between 
the  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Secretary — 

"As  unto  the  bow  the  cord  is, 
So  unto  the  man  is  woman, 
Though  she  bends  him,  she  obeys  him, 
Though  she  draws  him,  yet  she  follows, 
Useless  each  without  the  other!" 

Under  "Recommendations"  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Terhune  suggests 
the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest.  He 
also  recommends  that  Grand  Representatives  who  fail  to  at- 
tend and  answer  roll-call  be  removed  from  office  to  make  way 
for  more  active  representatives. 

This  capital  address  concludes  with  a  most  entertaining 
description  of  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

The  report  of  Grand  Treasurer  Small  is  decidedly  illumina- 
tive. Receipts  $9,987.10,  Disbursements  $8,482.58,  with  in- 
vestments of  $52,000.00. 

Ray  Tipton's  report  as  Grand  Secretary,  is  most  interesting. 
He  gives  a  brief  resume  of  the  year's  activities  culminating  in 
an  impressive  increase  in  membership  of  1,154. 
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The  report  on  Necrology  is  eloquently  written.  We  quote 
the  opening  words — 

"Somewhere  there  is  a  tideless  sea  over  which  all  men  must  pass 
and  its  waves  dance  to  the  music  of  the  hurricane.  The  master 
pilot  and  the  master  oarsman,  who  conveyed  them  across,  knows 
its  shoals,  its  depths  and  its  rocks  and  can  still  its  waves  as  in  the 
long  ago." 

The  Fraternal  Review  is  from  the  pen  of  none  other  than 
the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  Allen  C.  Terhune.  From  his 
inspirational  Foreword  we  extract  the  following — 

"We  must  dig  diligently  to  remove  the  rubbish  of  hate,  greed,  and 
selfishness  if  we  would  find  the  real  treasure  of  life.  The  treasure 
of  a  golden  heart  representing  the  presence  of  God.  From  that  heart 
will  spring  the  supporting  rod  which  will  enable  us  to  bear  each 
others  burdens,  we  will  partake  of  the  manna  of  brotherly  love,  and 
govern  our  lives  by  the  Book  of  the  Law  given  us  in  God's  Word. 
Then  and  only  then  will  we  find  the  key  to  true  happiness  and  lasting 
peace." 

We  always  appreciate  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Terhune's  "Foreword" 
containing  as  it  does  serious  comments,  lofty  ideals  and  sage 
advice. 

We  naturally  are  somewhat  disappointed  to  find  that  Can- 
ada is  not  included  in  the  Reviews.  Perhaps  we  are  responsible 
due  to  our  Proceedings  being  somewhat  tardy.  At  any  rate 
we  hope  that  this  is  the  reason  for  the  omission.  As  usual, 
Reviewer  Terhune  provides  reviews  that  attract  and  hold  the 
reader's  attention.  We  have  read  them  through  carefully  and 
extend  sincere  congratulations  on  a  magnificent  report. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Baker  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest,  with  Ray  G.  Tipton  being  re-invested  as  Grand  Secre- 
tary. 

A.  Gordon  Sulser  represents  Canada  in  Kentucky.  Rev. 
A.  S.  H.  Cree  is  Kentucky's  representative  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

LOUISIANA 

George  W.  Farr — Grand  High  Priest. 

L.  W.  Harris — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  New  Orleans, 
February  12,  1946. 

After  the  opening  ceremonies  the  Acting  Grand  Chaplain 
led  the  assembly  in  prayer.  Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
and  forty-seven  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and 
formally  greeted. 
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From  an  eloquent  report  on  Necrology  we  extract  the  fol- 
low'ng  beautiful  verse — 

"Beautiful  life  is  that  whose  span, 
Is  spent  to  duty  to  God  and  man, 
Beautiful  calm,  when  the  course  is  run, 
Beautiful  death,  with  a  life  well  done." 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Farr  is  prefaced  by  a  com- 
ment on  the  close  of  the  war  and  an  expressed  opinion  that 
difficulties,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  render  a  complete  peace 
as  something  yet  beyond  our  grasp.  He  suggests  that  confu- 
sior,  misunderstanding,  greed  and  selfishness  are  playing  a 
very  definite  part  in  the  adjustment  of  both  domestic  and 
foreign  affairs.  Reference  is  made  to  the  gift  of  a  gold  watch 
to  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Gordon  C.  Woods.  As  we  have 
commented  on  similar  presentations,  these  facts  should  not  be 
published — they  make  the  rest  of  us  feel  that  we  have  been 
neglected.  Seriously  speaking,  however,  we  should  say  that 
this  is  a  very  nice  and  a  very  generous  gesture  on  the  part  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Speaking  on  the  "State  of  the  Order"  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Farr 
states  that  but  25  per  cent  of  the  Masons  of  Louisiana  are 
members  of  the  Royal  Arch. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  of  no  particular 
interest  to  an  outsider,  although  we  should  mention  one  that 
was  refused.  It  was  a  request  to  "Communicate  the  Capitular 
degrees".  We  are  glad  to  note  that  this  was  declined,  it  is  a 
vicious  habit  and  one  which  we  are  thankful  is  unknown  in 
Canada. 

Several  pages  are  required  to  enumerate  and  detail  the 
Grand  High  Priest's  many  visitations.  We  suggest  that  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Farr  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  talents  in  the 
performance  of  this  important  duty.  It  speaks  well  for  fiscal 
affairs  in  Louisiana  when  we  read  of  the  Grand  Chapter  re- 
ceiving payment  of  Grand  Lodge's  note  for  $3,755.00.  Usually 
we  find  conditions  reversed  and  Grand  Chapters  seeking  assist- 
ance from  their  Grand  Lodge. 

Among  his  recommendations  is  one  which  we  trust  has 
been  adopted,  an  increase  in  Lee  W.  Harris'  official  salary.  As 
an  admirer  of  Comp.  Harris  our  applause  is  loud  and  sustained. 
TV.  is  very  comprehensive  address  concludes  with  a  glowing 
tribute  to  the  unflagging  efforts  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 
(Again  applause). 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  contains  information 
of  a  satisfying  nature.  Receipts  far  in  excess  of  disbursements 
and  a  net  worth  of  $30,450.37  tells  the  story. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  splendid  increase  in  mem- 
bership— a  gain  of  902  to  be  exact. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  report  is  re- 
markable for  its  brevity,  concluding  with  the  words,  "May 
peace  and  harmony  continue  to  prevail." 

Our  respected  friend  Lee  W.  Harris,  again  writes  the  report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence.  He  has  an  analytical  mind  and 
prefaces  his  report  with  a  list  of  Grand  Chapters  showing  the 
trend  in  membership  and  recording  the  attendance  or  absence, 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  various  Grand  Representatives.  Of 
fifty-six  Proceedings  reviewed  but  three  reported  losses  in 
membership  and  even  these  losses  were  insignificant.  But  what 
has  friend  Harris  to  say  in  his  Foreword.  As  usual  it  is  in- 
tensely interesting  and  we  join  with  him  in  wishing  that  all 
Grand  Chapters  adopt  and  print  reviews.  We  quote  the  con- 
cluding paragraph  of  this  impressive  Foreword — 

"Leadership  has  been  stressed  by  many  Grand  High  Priests.  Not 
just  leadership  in  the  Grand  Chapter — but  leadership  in  every  con- 
stituent Chapter.  Govern  yourself  that  you  might  be  able  to  govern 
others;  learn  first  that  you  might  be  able  to  teach  is  a  lesson  all 
Officers  in  particular  should  learn.  The  teacher  should  know  a  little 
more  than  the  student,  so  if  our  elected  leaders  will  study  Capitular 
Masonry  they  will  be  able  to  impress  the  Master  Mason,  the  candi- 
date, and  when  Exalted  that  individual  will  know  more  about  his 
degrees,  will  be  interested,  and  will  never  become  derelict  in  his 
duties." 

How  true  these  words  to  which  we  fully  subscribe. 

Now  we  turn  to  his  review  of  Canada,  perhaps  selfishly,  but 
this  is  our  immediate  interest.  Here  we  find  a  very  complete 
coverage  of  our  1945  Convocation  with  note  and  comment  on 
the  reports  of  our  various  Committees.  As  usual  he  pays 
graceful  tribute  to  our  reviews  and  even  quotes  from  our 
Foreword,  all  of  which  is  much  appreciated.  We  thoroughly 
enjoy  reviewing  Louisiana,  the  Proceedings  are  well  written 
and  in  the  language  of  the  day  we  say  Lee  Harris's  reviews 
are  "super". 

We  note  the  comment  regarding  letter  and  may  say  that  it 
was  duly  received  and  acknowledged  and  hope  you  will  not 
mislay  this  correspondent's  address.  We  enjoy  making  friends 
even  at  long  range. 
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Following  the  election  of  officers  Clarence  M.  Leland  was 
constitutionally  installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  No  change  in 
the  Grand  Secretary,  why  should  there  be  if  you  have  a  good 
man — sound  business  prompts  his  retension  in  office.  Before 
closing  this  review  we  must  make  reference  to  the  very  inter- 
esting group  photograph  which  embellishes  the  Proceedings. 
It  is  a  strange  sight  to  a  Canadian  to  see  the  Grand  High  Priest 
wearing  a  hat.  In  Canada  this  practice  is  unknown,  that  is 
indoors. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  February  12,  1946. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Louisiana  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  John 
W.  Armstrong,  while  It.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  C.  A.  Seager,  D.D., 
holds  Louisiana's  commission  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

MAINE 

Reginald  F.  Berry — Grand  High  Priest. 
Convers  E.  Leach — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-First  Annual  Convocation 
was  held  in  Portland,  May  7,  1946,  under  the  direction  of  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Berry. 

Following  the  official  opening  and  prayer  by  Grand  Chap- 
lain, Rev.  Hazen  F.  Rigby,  the  following  distinguished  guests 
were  ushered  in  and  fraternally  welcomed:  M.  Wor.  Bro.  C.  E. 
Crossland,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine;  The 
Grand  Commander  Knights  Templar;  Grand  Master  of  Grand 
Council,  and  delegations  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  New  York, 
Connecticut,  and  last,  but  surely  not  least,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  J. 
Osgood,  Grand  Z.,  and  Walter  W.  Williamson,  Grand  Scribe  E. 
from  our  Sister  Province  of  Quebec.  Fifty-four  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives answrered  the  roll-call,  although  we  note  with  regret, 
that  Canada's  representative  failed  to  respond. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Berry  is  eloquently  written 
and  a  perusal  of  it  at  once  inspires  the  thought  that  from  a 
Royal  Arch  standpoint  "all  is  well"  in  Maine. 

From  the  introductory  remarks  we  quote — 

"It  is  more  joyous  and  happy  occasion  than  we  have  been  per- 
mitted for  several  years,  for  the  forces  of  Germany  and  of  Japan 
have  found  what  it  means  to  try  to  subdue  a  free  people,  and  have 
surrendered.  They  have  surrendered  to  Truth  and  Justice  every- 
where."

Speaking  of  the  Fraternal  Dead  the  Grand  High  Priest 
quotes  a  beautiful  little  poem  the  last  verse  of  which  we  ex- 
cerpt— 

"There  is  nothing  to  trouble  any  heart, 
Nothing  to  hurt  at  all 
Death  is  only  a  quiet  door 
In  an  old  garden  wall." 

Referring  to  the  "State  of  the  Craft"  he  speaks  optimistic- 
ally of  the  future  using  these  words  which  we  heartily  endorse : 

"While  this  continued  gain  is  gratifying  we  must  recognize  the 
fact  that  our  strength  is  not  measured  in  numbers  alone.  The  fu- 
ture is  likely  to  judge  us  by  more  enduring  marks." 

Visitations  were  many  and  are  all  set  forth  in  detail.  Ban- 
quets, impressive  ritualistic  work,  increased  interest  and  at- 
tendance with  good-fellowship  about  tells  the  story. 

Under  "Recommendations"  it  is  suggested  that  at  least 
four  Schools  of  Instruction  be  held  during  the  year.  In  Canada 
this  matter  is  left  to  our  District  Officers  who  are  required  to 
hold  Chapters  of  Instruction  in  each  District  each  year. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Berry  comes  to  a  close  with 
these  words — 

"If  our  ancient  landmarks  teach  us  anything,  it  is  that  we  must 
aspire  to  a  state  of  moral  and  spiritual  solvency.  The  material 
side  of  the  ledger  is  but  a  milepost  along  the  way." 

Like  many  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  the  senior 
officers  in  Maine  all  make  a  report  which  appears  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings. These  too  are  fairly  comprehensive  and  quite  in- 
teresting. 

The  committee  dealing  with  statistics  inform  us  that  de- 
spite a  heavy  loss  through  death,  Maine  records  a  net  increase 
in  membership  of  422,  making  total  membership  10,772. 

Finances  appear  sound  and  the  financial  statement  should 
be  gratifying  to  the  members  of  Grand  Chapter  particularly 
that  section  reporting  the  Charity  Fund  as  $58,386.24. 

The  Report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  the  prod- 
uct of  that  clever  reviewer,  Henry  R.  Gillies.    His  Foreword 
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covers  general  conditions  and  clearly  indicates  that  his  optim- 
ism of  last  year  has  been  fully  justified.  He  extracts  interest- 
ing facts  and  figures  from  the  forty-nine  Grand  Chapters  under 
review  and  brings  a  very  interesting  message  to  a  close  with 
the  words — 

"The  news  from  the  Quarries  is  all  good." 

His  review  of  our  jurisdiction  occupies  two  pages  and  is 
pleasing  and  complete.  We  appreciate  his  reference  to  the 
military,  civic  and  Masonic  service  of  our  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Conover.  Liberal  extracts  from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address, 
together  with  note  and  comment  on  our  various  activities,  not 
overlooking  the  work  of  the  Toronto  Welfare  Committee,  pro- 
vide as  we  have  intimated,  a  complete  review.  We  like  his 
friendly  reference  to  our  last  review.  As  usual  Maine  has 
provided  Proceedings  that  are  not  only  easy  to  review,  but 
are  most  enjoyable  to  this  correspondent. 

We  note  from  the  election  results  that  Allen  L.  Curtis  was 
elected  Grand  High  Priest.  Convers  E.  Leach  continues  as 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  on  May  8,  1946. 

Edwin  A.  Cook  is  privileged  to  represent  Maine  near  our 
Grand  Chapter,  while  our  representative  in  Maine  is  John  G. 
Faas. 


MANITOBA 

R.  S.  Jones — Grand  Z. 

T.  Sellar  Cook— Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  Twenty-Third  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Winnipeg, 
February  13,  1946. 

After  opening  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Jones  received  many  distinguished  guests  among  whom  we 
note  the  Grand  Z.  of  Saskatchewan,  and  representatives  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  Illinois,  Minnesota  and  South  Dakota.  All 
were  received  with  the  customary  Grand  Honours  and  seated 
in  the  East.  At  this  juncture  the  assembly  arose  and  sang 
"God  Save  the  King"  followed  by  one  verse  of  "The  Star 
Spangled  Banner". 
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The  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Manitoba,  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Peter  T.  Pilkey,  was  introduced 
as  also  was  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Dr.  B.  S.  Bailey,  both  re- 
ceived a  loyal  welcome. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  twelve  Past  Grand  Z.'s  were  in  at- 
tendance and  were  presented  at  the  Altar. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Jones  was  interesting,  illumi- 
native and  inspirational.  His  opening  remarks  dealt  with  the 
change-over  from  war  conditions  and  the  following  is  a  brief 
extract — 

"Let  us  remember,  with  gratitude  to  the  Most  High,  the  great 
military  victory  that  has  been  won  by  the  Allied  Powers.  At  the 
same  time  let  us  never  forget  that  although  the  war  is  won,  the 
Peace  is  far  from  won  and  that  even  greater  trials  of  our  firmness 
and  fortitude  may  still  await  us." 

A  feeling  reference  was  made  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  after 
which  the  Grand  Z.  paid  tribute  to  the  stellar  work  of  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.  He  spoke  hopefully  of  the  future  and  ex- 
pressed his  gratification  that  conditions  were  improving.  We 
are  in  full  accord  with  his  comments  on  membership  and  ex- 
tract the  following — 

"There  are  still  too  many  of  our  Brother  Freemasons  in  Manitoba 
who  have  not  been  exalted  to  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  Every  Master 
Mason  should  be  informed  that  the  Royal  Craft,  although  separately 
governed,  is  an  integral  part  fo  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

Visits  are  given  full  coverage  and  indicate  that  loyalty  and 
good-will  abounds  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  Reference  was 
also  made  to  visits  to  other  Grand  Chapters,  although  we  re- 
gret he  was  unable  to  accept  the  invitation  from  the  Mother 
Grand  Chapter — however,  after  all  this  was  our  loss. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  dealt  with  purely 
domestic  matters. 

The  Grand  Z.'s  dissertation  on  the  need  and  the  difficulty 
of  securing  a  lasting  peace  contains  lofty  ideals  and  sage  ad- 
vice.   We  quote  a  line  or  two — 

"Companions,  the  history  of  mankind  discloses  that  many  a  design 
for  living,  many  a  philosophy  of  life  and  many  a  'new  order'  has 
been  offered  as  a  remedy  for  the  evils  that  man's  folly,  weakness 
and  intolerance  have  brought  upon  himself.  Yet  none  of  these 
plans  are  as  simple  and  straightforward  as  are  the  immortal  prin- 
ciples upon  which  our  Holy  Order  is  founded." 
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This  stirring  address  closes  with  this  quotation — 

"Honesty  in  all  dealings  one  with  another. 

Truthfulness,  the  firm  foundation  of  mutual   admiration. 

Wisdom  to  contrive  for  the  good  of  all. 

Strength  to  support  good  and  destroy  evil. 

Sincerity  in  our  declaration  of  Principles. 

Trust  in  the  ultimate  goodness  of  man. 

Kindness  toward  all  and  malice  toward  none. 
Sympathy  in  acts  as  well  as  words." 

The  Treasurer's  Report  records  assets  as  $3,866.56  with 
income  well  in  excess  of  expenditures.  We  should  say  from 
this  comprehensive  report  that  Manitoba's  fiscal  affairs  appear 
sound  and  well  managed. 

From  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  report  we  learn  that  a  very 
satisfactory  increase  in  membership  is  recorded. 

The  reports  of  the  three  Grand  Superintendents  and  the 
report  on  the  "Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry"  are  all  inten- 
sely interesting. 

From  the  very  complete  report  of  the  Grand  Executive 
Committee  we  have  received  a  pen  picture  of  Grand  Chapter 
activities  and  administrative  work. 

Thirty-Seven  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their 
Grand  Representatives,  our  Grand  Chapter  being  present  in 

the  person  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  W.  Brownell. 

We  quote  the  following  from  the  report  of  the  Committee 

on  the  Grand  Z.'s  address — 

''Your  Committee  concurs  with  the  Grand  First  Principal  in  his 
comments  on  the  place  that  Masonry  should  occupy  in  the  new 
world  that  is  to  be.  The  War  is  won.  The  Peace  is  yet  to  be  won. 
Freemasonry  has  the  things  that  are  needed  to  win  the  Peace.  If 
the  members  of  the  Royal  Craft  will  exemplify  its  tenets  and  prin- 
ciples in  the  battle  for  Peace  then  the  Peace  too  will  be  won  and 
many  of  us  may  reasonably  hope  to  live  to  see  the. day  when  the 
war  drums  will  really  throb  no  longer  and  the  battle  flags  at  long 
last  will  be  furled  in  the  Parliament  of  Man  and  the  Federation  of 
the  World." 

We  are  happy  to  again  have  the  privilege  of  reading  Cecil 
J.  Hutchings  "Report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence".  Cecil 
does  not  deal  with  each  Grand  Jurisdiction,  but  has  contented 
himself  in  extracting  the  high-lights  of  certain  Proceedings. 
We  thank  him  for  the  space  devoted  to  a  liberal  quotation  from 
our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  assure  him  that  we  have  thoroughly 
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appreciated  his  splendid  report.  Just  here  let  us  say  that 
after  a  lengthy  pilgrimage  by  correspondence,  of  course, 
through  American  jurisdictions,  it  seems  like  coming  home  to 
again  review  a  Grand  Chapter  where  the  more  familiar  Masonic 
titles  are  used.  Grand  Z.  comes  to  us  very  naturally.  We  feel 
on  the  other  hand,  somewhat  out  of  place  among  a  galaxy  of 
Grand  High  Priests,  Grand  Kings  and  others,  whose  titles  are 
foreign  to  most  Canadian  Jurisdictions. 

Dr.  B.  S.  Bailey  was  elected  and  installed  according  to 
ancient  custom,  as  Grand  Z.,  while  T.  Sellar  Cook  continues  as 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  an  office  which  he  appears  to  fill  so  well. 

As  already  noted  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  W.  Brownell  keeps  a 
friendly  eye  on  our  interests  in  Manitoba,  while  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
R.  H.  Reid  represents  Manitoba  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

MARYLAND

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Eighth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Baltimore,  December  11,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  with  appropriate  cere- 
mony by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Weiss  a  reception  was  tendered  to  a 
host  of  distinguished  visitors,  these  included  Daniel  Hope, 
Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge;  the  Grand  Master  Royal  and 
Select  Masters;  the  Grand  Commander  of  Knights  Templar, 
and  delegations  from  the  following  Grand  Chapters :  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Delaware,  District  of  Columbia,  and  General 
Grand  Chapter,  needless  to  say,  all  were  received  with  the 
honours  due  their  exalted  Masonic  rank. 

The  past  of  Maryland  was  ably  represented  by  eleven  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  while  forty  Sister  Jurisdictions  were  pres- 
ent in  the  persons  of  their  Grand  Representatives,  Gerald  M. 
Pine  answering  the  roll  for  Canada. 

It  is  with  unalloyed  pleasure  that  we  have  carefully  read 
the  beautifully  worded  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Weiss.  After 
a  formal  welcome  to  those  present  he  referred  in  thoughtful 
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vein  to  the  war-time  conditions  and  its  effect  upon  the  world 
at  large.  We  are  impressed  by  these  words  taken  as  an  extract 
from  this  section  of  the  address — 

"Therefore,  as  my  first  official  act,  I  humbly  and  unashamed  ap- 
proached the  Altar,  and  there  on  bended  knee,  prayed  to  our  Supreme 
Grand  High  Priset,  the  Great  I  Am,  the  God  and  Father  of  us  all, 
for  Divine  guidance  and  a  happy  issue  out  of  all  our  afflictions.  I 
arose  from  the  sacred  Altar  inspired  with  but  one  ambition — to 
serve,  and  to  share  with  my  Companions  their  trials  and  tribulations, 
be  they  what  they  may,  and  if  posible,  to  make  their  burdens  lighter." 

"I  could  not  remain  in  the  house  by  the  road 

And  watch  as  the  toilers  go  on, 
Their  faces  beclouded  with,  pain  and   sin, 

So  burdened,  their  strength  nearly  gone, 
I'll  go  by  their  side;   I'll  speak  good  cheer, 

I'll  help  them  to  carry  their  load; 
And  I'll  smile  at  the  man  in  the  house  by  the  way, 

As  I  walk  with  the  crowd  in  the  road." 

He  speaks  of  a  successful  and  phenomenal  year  in  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  and  offered  up  thanks  to  the  Great  I  Am  for  a 
happy  deliverance  from  the  pangs  of  war. 

Under  Necrology  he  pays  eloquent  tribute  to  those  who 
have  gone  before  with  special  mention  of  the  great  loss  sus- 
tained through  the  death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  Latch. 

Appointments,  Dispensations  and  Visitations  are  fully  cov- 
ered and  convey  to  the  reader  a  thought  that  the  Grand  High 
Priest  had  been  most  faithful  in  the  performance  of  his  mani- 
fold duties. 

The  comments  on  Masonic  education  are  timely  and  merit 
our  hearty  though  silent  applause. 

Speaking  of  boys'  work  he  quotes  the  following  Teen-Agers' 
Prayer — 

"Send  on  me,  oh  Lord  above, 
Thy   everlasting   graciuos   love. 
Lead  me  to  my  place  in  life. 
Temper  me  with  pain  and  strife, 
Make  me  stand  for  what  is  good 
Yes,  ask  pardon  when  I  should 
Give  me  a  goal  to  reach  some  day, 
And  guide  me  please,  along  the  way." 
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The  closing  paragraph  of  this  sterling  address  contains  a 
beautiful  thought  so  lofty  and  uplifting  that  we  are  constrained 
to  quote  it  in  its  entirety — 

"Grand  High  Priests,  like  cycles,  come  and  go  and  ambitious 
groups  explore  new  theories,  but  may  we  ever  remember  that,  Free- 
Masonry  alone  stnads  unchanged — it  boasts  no  claims  of  alteration 
or  improvement,  in  War  or  in  Peace.  It  was  the  same  yesterday, 
is  today,  and  will  be  tomorrow.  We  can  be  glad  it  has  nothing  in 
common  with  the  changes  going  on  in  the  outside  world.  It  needs 
no  change  of  principles  and  there  will  be  no  change.  They  will  re- 
main the  same  forever,  for  it  is  rooted  upon  solid  rock,  the  one 
foundation  stone,  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  and  the  Brotherhood  of 
Man." 

We  congratulate  Comp.  Weiss  on  a  most  inspiring  address. 

To  read  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  is  to  be  im- 
pressed with  the  splendid  fiscal  position  of  Maryland.  A  cash 
balance  of  $10,174.70  with  investments  valued  at  $7,525.00 
tells  the  story. 

Grand  Secretary  Weldon  also  presents  a  comforting  report 
recording  a  very  substantial  increase  in  membership. 

The  Report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  by  D.  Ross  Van- 
sant,  Jr.,  as  usual  commands  our  interest.  His  Foreword  con- 
tains a  serious  comment  on  world  affairs  and  reminds  us  that 
the  main  causes  of  war,  selfishness  and  greed,  are  still  with  us. 

But  what  has  he  to  say  of  Canada — We  find  our  1945  Con- 
vocation given  full  and  friendly  coverage  with  liberal  extracts 
from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  a  reference  to  our  other  re- 
ports, all  of  which  appear  to  have  met  with  favor.  To  say  that 
we  appreciate  the  treatment  of  our  last  review  is  but  a  mild 
expression  of  our  feelings.  We  shall  file  away  in  our  mental 
archives  the  gracious  words  and  sentiments  so  generously  ex- 
pressed by  Comp.  Vansant.  May  we  say,  that  we,  too,  believe 
that  Proceedings  should  be  sent  direct  to  the  reviewer,  for  all 
too  often  they  fail  to  reach  the  correspondent's  desk.  Again 
we  tender  our  congratulations  on  a  most  friendly  review  which 
we  accept  as  evidence  that  we  have  added  another  link  to  our 
golden  chain  of  friendship. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  E.  Granville  Shirley  was 
duly  installed  as  Grand  High  Priest,  while  Charles  H.  Welden 
continues  in  office  as  Grand  Secretary. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  Maryland  by  Gerald  M.  Pine. 
Maryland  has  approved  the  selection  of  Frank  Todd  as  their 
representative  in  Canada.

MASSACHUSETTS 

Basil  M.  Parsons — Grand  High  Priest. 
Raymond  T.  Sewall — Grand  Secretary. 

Quarterly  Convocation  held  in  Boston,  March  13,  1945,  with 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parsons  in  the  chair.  Six  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  were  present,  while  thirty-four  Sister  Jurisdictions 
were  represented  by  their  duly  accredited  representatives. 

From  the  quarterly  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Parsons, 
we  extract  his  comments  on  the  complete  structure  of  Masonry. 
He  states  that  the  Royal  Arch  degree  is  the  summit  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  and  dilates  on  the  subject  as  follows — 

"These  are  not  mere  words  of  mine,  nor  is  it  an  attempt  to  try- 
to  put  something  over  under  high-pressure  methods.  Your  ancient 
brethren  in  the  dim  and  distant  past,  at  a  time  when  speculative 
Masonry  was  in  its  infancy,  developed  and  established  the  degrees 
of  Masonry  which  are  fundmental  and  essential.  They  would  un- 
doubtedly be  amazed  if  they  could  come  back  to  life  and  see  what 
has  occurred  over  the  years,  and  what  a  really  confused  Masonic 
picture  we  have  today.  I  use  the  word  'confused'  advisedly,  how- 
ever, for  I  fully  realize  that  there  are  many  Masons  who  do  have  a 
good  understanding  of  the  Masonic  structure.  Nevertheless,  we  will 
all  agree,  I  am  sure,  that  the  average  Mason  does  not  have  this 
knowledge,  and  that  he  really  is  confused." 

With  the  above  we  heartily  agree.  He  then  elaborates  in 
these  words — 

"The  Blue  Lodge  is  the  strong  and  enduring  Foundation  of  all 
Masonry.  Without  this  Foundation,  no  Masonic  body  can  survive. 
It  is  often  called  the  Symbolic  Lodge,  but,  as  all  Masonry  is  sym- 
bolic, it  should  undoubtedly  be  called  the  Mother  Lodge,  or  the 
Masonic  Foundation.  On  this  Foundation  securely  stands  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch,  for  the  historical  and  intimate  connection  of  the  Lodge 
and  the  Chapter  is  unquestioned  by  those  Masonic  students  or  his- 
torians who  realize  and  appreciate  that  present-day  Capitular 
Masonry  was  originally  a  very  distinct  and  important  part  of  Lodge 
work." 

Quarterly  held  June  12,  1945,  the  Grand  High  Priest  pre- 
siding after  dealing  with  reports  and  administrative  matter  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Parsons  delivered  another  sterling  address  from 
which  the  following  excerpt  is  of  interest — 

"The  darkest  night  cannot  put  out  the  light  of  the  smallest  candle, 
but  we  must  not  hide  our  light  under  a  bushel.  It  is  our  task  to 
convince  all  Blue  Lodge  Masons  that  we  alone  can  really  complete 
the  Master  Mason's  Degree  and  give  to  these  Brethren  the  real 
secrets  of  a  Master  Mason." 
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Quarterly  held  September  11th,  1945.  In  his  quarterly  ad- 
dress the  Grand  High  Priest  announced  that  "Fifty-year  But- 
tons" were  now  ready  for  distribution  to  the  veteran  members 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

Annual  Convocation  held  in  Boston,  December  11th,  1945, 
Grand  Chapter  was  formally  opened  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parsons, 
who  had  associated  with  him  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 
Thirty-Seven  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call. 

Many  prominent  Craftsmen  were  in  attendance.  These  in- 
cluded representatives  from  the  following  Grand  Chapters: 
Quebec,  New  Jersey,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Virginia,  Ver- 
mont, Connecticut,  Rhode  Island  and  New  York. 

Associate  Bodies  were  also  well  represented,  including  the 
Scottish  Rite,  Knights  Templar,  Grand  Council,  and  in  the  place 
of  honour  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Samuel  H.  Wragg,  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  needless  to  say,  all 
were  warmly  welcomed  and  received  with  honours  befitting 
their  exalted  stations  in  the  Craft. 

Thirty-nine  pages  are  required  to  record  the  magnificent 
address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Parsons.  Many  pages  are  devoted  to 
a  detailed  report  of  his  visitations,  and  one  cannot  peruse  this 
address  without  thought  of  the  generous  amount  of  time  de- 
voted by  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  the  performance  of  this 
very  important  duty.  After  a  friendly  welcome  to  those  pres- 
ent he  used  these  words — 

"There  are  no  boundary  lines  in  Capitular  Masonry  except  the 
friendly  and  enjoyable  lines  which  distinguish  us  from  each  other 
as  regards  methods  of  operation.  Our  Cause  and  our  Principles 
are  definitely  the  same.  Our  joys,  our  sorrows,  and  our  Companion- 
ship, are  equally  shared.  The  bonds  of  Companionship  which  bind 
us  together  are  far  greater  than  the  laws,  rules  or  regulations  of 
any  one  particular  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  we  are  securely  anchored 
to  an  historic  and  glorious  past  from  which  we,  as  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  must  never  depart." 

In  referring  to  the  Educational  Campaign  he  stated  that 
he  was  much  encouraged  by  the  success  attained  and  predicted 
still  greater  achievements  with  the  passing  of  time. 

In  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  he  quotes 
these  lines — 

"There  is  no  death!  the  stars  go  down 
To  rise  upon  some  other  shore, 
And  bright  in  Heaven's  jeweled  crown, 
They  shine  for  ever  more." 
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In  a  reference  to  finances  he  reports  a  decrease  of  some 
$9,000.00  in  outstanding  dues.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  he 
records  a  decrease  of  $411.00  in  the  amount  expended  for 
charity. 

Among  his  visits  to  other  Jurisdictions,  we  note  a  friendly 
report  on  his  visit  to  our  Grand  Chapter.  Well  do  we  remem- 
ber that  visit,  we  thoroughly  enjoyed  having  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Parsons  and  Grand  Secretary  Sewall  with  us  on  that  occasion. 

This  most  inspiring  and  illuminative  address  closes  with  a 
graceful  word  of  thanks  for  the  honour  conferred  upon  him 
and  a  promise  to  devote  his  time  in  the  future  for  the  advance- 
ment of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  is  most  impressive  with 
receipts  in  excess  of  expenditures  and  invested  funds  totalling 
$86,355.00. 

From  the  report  before  us  we  learn  that  Massachusetts  ap- 
parently enjoyed  a  successful  year  with  a  very  substantial  in- 
crease in  membership. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  Ralph  W.  Copeland  was 
duly  installed  Grand  High  Priest.  Raymond  T.  Sewall  was 
again  invested  as  Grand  Secretary. 

We  regret  to  note  that  Massachusetts  publishes  no  report 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Massachusetts  by  Herman  W. 
P>ethe,  while  Archibald  J.  Stringer  is  Massachusetts  represen- 
tative near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

MICHIGAN 

Walter  E.  Zimmer — Grand  High  Priest.

The  Ninety-Seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Lansing, 
October  3rd  and  4th,  1945. 

Michigan  is  noted  for  its  hospitality  to  the  stranger  within 
its  gates  and  accordingly  Grand  Chapter  tendered  a  warm 
fraternal  greeting  to  a  host  of  distinguished  visitors  hailing 
from  here,  there  and  yonder.  Among  the  Grand  Chapters 
represented  by  their  leaders  were  New  York  and  Wisconsin. 
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Associate  bodies  represented  were  Grand  Council  and  Grand 
Commandery,  and  as  was  fitting  we  find  in  the  place  of  honour 
M.  Wor.  Bro.  Roscoe  J.  Burch,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan. 

Michigan  is  somewhat  unique  inasmuch  as  they  receive 
their  guests  prior  to  the  opening  ceremonies. 

Thirty-Nine  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their  duly 
accredited  Grand  Representatives,  Arthur  M.  Burke  responded 
for  Canada.  Past  Grand  High  Priests  to  the  number  of  thir- 
teen were  received  and  formally  greeted. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Zimmer,  while  lengthy, 
is  interesting,  illuminative  and  instructive.  He  covers  the 
year's  work  in  a  manner  that  conveys  to  the  reader  a  perfect 
picture  of  conditions  in  Michigan. 

In  his  introductory  remarks  he  refers  briefly  to  the  close 
of  the  war,  his  regret  at  the  need  for  the  postponement  of  the 
Annual  Convocation  and  concludes  this  section  with  a  gracious 
welcome  to  the  many  distinguished  guests. 

Under  the  caption  of  Necrology  tribute  is  paid  to  the  loss 
of  five  hundred  and  eighty-eight  Companions  whose  deaths 
were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Dispensations  were  numerous,  but  mostly  routine,  and  of  no 
especial  interest  to  an  outsider.  Among  the  decisions  rendered 
we  note  one  of  more  than  passing  interest.  In  Michigan  a 
Companion  of  the  Chapter  must  continue  as  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  a  Craft  Lodge.  In  this  particular  case  the  Com- 
panion was  a  life  member  of  his  Chapter  but  allowed  his  Craft 
Lodge  membership  to  lapse.  Under  ordinary  circumstances 
he  would  automatically  be  suspended  in  his  Chapter.  But  the 
question  arises  what  becomes  of  a  Companion  who  is  a  Life 
Member  in  the  Chapter.  The  ruling  is,  that  despite  his  life 
membership  he  is  still  amenable  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
and  consequently  he  forfeits  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a 
Chapter  member. 

In  Canada  this  question  would  not  arise  as  a  member  of 
the  Chapter  is  not  required  to  keep  active  membership  in 
his  Lodge. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  presents  a  graphic  account  of  his 
many  visitations,  both  within  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
the  jurisdiction.  We  are  quite  interested  to  note  his  reference 
to  his  visit  to  our  Grand  Chapter.  May  we  say  that  the  pleas- 
ure was  ours. 

Under  the  heading  of  Fraternal  Reviews  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Zimmer  recommends  that  an  appropriation  be  made  and  re- 
views re-instated.  This  is  indeed  good  news,  we  have  always 
felt  it  a  pity  that  a  large  and  influential  Grand  Chapter  such 
as  Michigan,  should  be  missing  from  the  chain  of  Fraternal 
Correspondence  which  is  so  helpful  in  providing  a  source  of 
contact  between  the  units  of  the  Capitular  world. 

This  splendid  address  concludes  with  the  coustomary  refer- 
ence to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other  officers  for  their  assist- 
ance during  the  past  year. 

The  fiscal  affairs  of  Michigan  are  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Grand  Treasurer  Guy  A.  Birge.  He  reports  total  receipts  of 
$29,546.00  with  disbursements  of  $19,259.00. 

In  perusing  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  note  that 
Michigan,  unlike  so  many  other  Grand  Chapters,  shows  a  loss 
in  membership.  But  it  should  be  noted  that  this  is  for  the 
year  1944-1945,  no  doubt  the  1946  Proceedings  will  record  a 
decided  change  in  this  regard. 

Sherman  W.  F.  Garnet  presented  an  eloquent  report  under 
the  title  of  "Obituaries".  This  report  is  most  impressive  and 
concludes  with  these  lines — 

"Faded  away  like  the  stars  of  the  morning, 
Losing  their  light  in  the  glorious  sun, 
Thus  may  we  steal  away,  gently  and  lovingly, 
Only  remembered  by  what  we  have  done." 

Following  the  election  of  officers,  James  Fairbairn  Smith 
was  declared  Grand  High  Priest.  Clyde  N.  Wilson  continues 
as  Grand  Secretary,  and  Detroit  was  selected  as  the  next  place 
of  meeting.  It  is  noted  with  interest  that  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Charles  L.  Gordon  was  appointed  Fraternal  Correspond- 
ent. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  October  3,  1945. 

Canada  is  capably  represented  in  Michigan  by  Arthur  M. 
Burke,  while  our  Grand  Treasurer,  Dr.  W.  G.  Price,  is  Michi- 
gan's representative  in  Canada. 
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MINNESOTA

The  Eighty-Fourth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  St. 
Paul,  October  9,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Nystrom,  the  Stars  and  Stripes  and  the  Union  Jack 
were  presented  by  a  color  party  from  the  Knights  Templar. 
Eleven  Past  Grrand  High  Priests  were  requested  to  retire  and 
introduce  the  distinguished  guests.  On  their  return  they  pre- 
sented Royal  Craftsmen  from  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota 
and  Manitoba.  They  also  introduced  representatives  of  Grand 
Council  and  the  Grand  Commandery.  All  were  welcomed  with 
Grand  Honours  and  invited  to  seats  in  the  East. 

Twenty-Four  Sister  Jurisdictions  were  present  in  the  per- 
sons of  their  Grand  Representatives,  J.  Arthur  Jensen  doing 
the  honours  for  Canada. 

In  his  annual  address  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Nystrom  presented  a 
summary  of  his  work  for  the  past  year.  .  He  extended  a  wel- 
come to  those  in  attendance  in  a  few,  well-chosen  words  and 
gave  a  complete  report  of  his  many  visits  to  Constituent  Chap- 
ters, other  Grand  Chapters  and  to  Associate  Bodies.  Referring 
to  the  "Condition  of  Chapters"  he  has  this  to  say. 

"I  believe  that  we  should  strive  to  strengthen  our  ranks  by  induc- 
ing men  of  higher  calibre  to  join,  thereby  looking  to  the  future  wel- 
fare of  the  Chapter  rather  than  to  strive  for  larger  membership 
only." 

With  this  sentiment  this  Correspondent  is  in  complete  har- 
mony. 

Speaking  of  the  return  of  men  of  the  Armed  Forces  he  com- 
ments as  follows — 

"May  they  eradicate  from  their  minds  and  memories  forever,  the 
horrors  and  hardships  which  they  have  endured  during  the  War 
and  once  more  enjoy  the  comforts,  the  freedom  and  the  privileges  of 
our  Land  of  Freedom. " 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Nystrom  concludes  a  clear-cut  report  with  a 
graceful  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other  Officers  for 
their  splendid  support  and  co-operation. 
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Finances,  according  to  Grand  Treasurer  W.  W.  Rowell,  ap- 
pear sound.  Receipts  in  excess  of  expenditures  and  invest- 
ments in  United  States  Bonds  which  total  $22,153.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  also  interesting,  the  out- 
standing feature  being  a  record  of  membership  which  shows 
a  net  gain  of  597. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  presented  a  re- 
port written  by  the  Chairman,  William  E.  Pool.  It  is  brief  in 
the  extreme,  and  merely  comments  on  conditions  throughout 
the  Capitular  world. 

We  have  enjoyed  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer.  He 
strikes  out  fearlessly  at  those  officers  who  are  so  lethargic  that 
they  are  retarding  the  progress  of  their  Chapters.  We  quote 
a  line  or  two  from  this  excellent  report — 

"Work   creates    interest.      Hands    and   hearts    and   minds   having 
nothing  to  do  soon  lose  interest  in  everything." 

How  true  his  words. 

The  report  on  Necrology  is  most  impressive,  concluding  with 
the  old  familiar  lines,  one  verse  of  which  we  quote — 

"There,  from  the  music  round  about  me  stealing, 
I  fain  would  learn  the  new  and  holy  song, 
And  find  at  last  beneath  thy  trees  of  healing 
The  life  for  which  I  long." 

The  address  on  Friendship  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  is  a  liter- 
ary gem,  dealing  with  an  age-old  subject.  Would  that  space 
permitted  us  to  reprint  this  sterling  address  on  this  very 
human  subject. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  Ernest  Malmberg  was 
installed  Grand  High  Priest.  John  H.  Anderson  again  assumes 
the  onorous  duties  of  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Minnesota  is  ably  represented  in  Canada  by  one  of  our 
Masonic  veterans,  Oliver  Ellwood,  while  our  representative  in 
Minnesota  is  J.  Arthur  Jensen  whose  faithful  representation 
is  greatly  appreciated. 
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MISSOURI

The  One  Hundredth  Annual  Convocation  convened  in  St. 
Louis,  April  23,  1946. 

To  the  accompaniment  of  music  by  the  Grand  Organist  the 
officers  of  Grand  Chapter  assumed  their  stations  and  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Hurtt  opened  Grand  Chapter  according  to  the  prescribed 
ritual.  After  the  Invocation  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  eighteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  received  and  seated. 

Many  visitors  were  in  attendance  including  delegations  from 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Illinois,  Kansas,  Iowa,  Louisiana,  Minne- 
sota, Nebraska,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  Tennessee,  Wisconsin,  Mexico 
and  Manitoba.  Associate  Bodies  were  also  well  represented, 
these  included  Grand  Council,  Grand  Commandery,  General 
Grand  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri.  It  is  need- 
less to  say  that  all  received  a  warm  fraternal  greeting  and  were 
received  with  appropriate  honours. 

Grand  Representatives  in  goodly  numbers  were  also  re- 
ceived and  officially  greeted.  We  are  interested  to  note  the 
attendance  of  0.  H.  Swearingen,  who  faithfully  represents 
Canada. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Hurtt  proves  to  be  a  masterly 
effort  impregnated  with  beautifully  expressed  thoughts  and 
lofty  ideals.  As  an  introduction  he  referred  to  this  as  the 
centennial  year  and  after  speaking  of  the  early  days  of  Grand 
Chapter  he  gave  a  brief  synopsis  of  its  formation  in  1846.  We 
quote  a  few  words  from  this  section  of  his  address — 

"Any  institution  which  can  survive  over  a  period  of  one  hundred 
years  must  of  necessity  have  something  to  it  which  justifies  its 
existence.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Masonic  Home  of  Missouri,  it  was  the  contributions  of  the  Knights 
Templar  and  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  which  made  the  Home  a  pos- 
sibility and  a  success." 

Under  the  caption  of  Necrology  he  spoke  with  feeling  of 
the  great  loss  sustained  through  the  death  of  Dr.  Howard  C. 
Brashear,  who  as  Grand  King,  would  have  succeeded  to  the 
office  of  Grand  High  Priest  had  not  death  intervened  to  remove 
from  this  earthly  sphere  one  who  was  highly  placed,  both  in 
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Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge.  Dr.  Brashear  was  an  out- 
standing- physician  and  a  prominent  citizen  and  his  passing 
brought  sorrow  to  a  host  of  friends  and  associates. 

Referring  to  the  "Condition  of  the  Rite"  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Hurtt  spoke  of  encouraging  conditions,  an  increase  in  member- 
ship and  predicted  still  greater  advancement  in  the  coming 
year.  The  question  of  borderline  candidates  was  also  men- 
tioned and  thanks  tendered  to  Kansas  for  its  co-operation  and 
courtesy  in  the  matter  of  waivers  of  jurisdiction. 

Dispensations  are  fully  set  forth  but  a  perusal  of  these 
indicate  that  they  deal  mostly  with  administrative  matters  of 
no  outside  interest. 

Speaking  of  charitable  activities  the  Grand  High  Priest 
mentions  a  donation  of  $500.00  to  the  rehabilitation  fund  of 
General  Grand  Chapter.  This  fund  is  to  assist  in  the  restora- 
tion of  Chapters  in  China  and  the  Philippines. 

We  note  in  passing  that  Missouri  has  granted  dispensation 
for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter  to  be  known  as  Jerusalem 
Chapter.  This  surely  justifies  the  comment  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Hurtt  who  said,  "Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  on  the  move".  This 
very  fine  address  concludes  with  a  valedictory  message  ending 
with  the  following — 

"The  Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee: 
The  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon  thee, 
And  be  gracious  unto  thee; 

The  Lord  lift  up  the  light  of  His  countenance  upon  thee, 
And  give  thee  peace — always." 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  at  once  establishes  the 
solvency  of  Grand  Chapter.  Receipts  well  in  excess  of  expen- 
ditures with  investments  mostly  in  U.S.  War  Bonds  totalling 
$100,950.00  provide  the  high-lights  of  this  report. 

The  Grand  Secretary  informs  us  that  Missouri  had  a  net 
gain  in  Membership  of  1,452,  which  this  Correspondent  con- 
siders a  splendid  record. 

Ray  V.  Denslow,  as  usual,  and  in  his  own  inimitable  style, 
writes  the  Fraternal  Review.  As  a  preface  to  his  comments 
on  other  Grand  Chapters,  he  furnishes  a  historical  sketch  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter.  We  find  it  both  entertaining  and 
illuminative  and  learn  with  interest  of  its  lengthy  service  to

Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Reference  is  made  under  England  to 
the  recall  of  photostat  copies  of  charters  which  during  the  war 
years  were  used  in  place  of  the  regular  charters,  which,  for 
obvious  reasons,  had  been  removed  from  Chapter  rooms  and 
stored  elsewhere  for  safe-keeping.  He  quotes  a  few  lines 
from  Kipling  which  we  extract  as  of  interest — 

"Teach  us  delight  in  simple  things 
And  mirth  that  has  no  bitter  springs; 
Forgiveness  free  of  evil  done, 
And  love  to  all  men  'neath  the  sun." 

As  we  have  stated  on  other  occasions,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dens- 
low  does  not  follow  the  beaten  path  in  reviewing  sister  juris- 
dictions. He  topicalizes  the  high-lights  and  furnishes  a  most 
interesting  story  of  conditions  throughout  the  Capitular  realm. 

But  to  return  to  the  review  friendly  reference  is  made  to 
our  lone  Chapter  in  the  Yukon  Territory  and  to  our  1945  Con- 
vocation held  in  Toronto. 

We  again  congratulate  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Denslow  upon  an  out- 
standing report  which  we  have  carefully  read  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  Sherman  A.  Smith  was 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Ray  V.  Denslow  continues  as 
Grand  Secretary.  Moberly  was  selected  as  the  next  place  of 
meeting. 

William  J.  Tow  represents  Missouri  near  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter, while  0.  H.  Swearingen  represents  our  Grand  Jurisdiction 
in  Missouri.

The  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Butte,  June  8, 
1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Carkeet  presiding. 

To  meet  Government  regulations  the  regular  Grand  Con- 
vocation was  cancelled  and  this  Convocation  consists  of  the 
Grand  Officers  and  Committees  only.  Hence  the  reason  for  not 
issuing  invitations  to  visitors  or  the  calling  of  all  members  of 
Grand  Chapter.

At  this  special  gathering  M.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  W.  Spottswood, 
representing  General  Grand  Chapter,  was  received  and  extend- 
ed the  usual  honours. 

Four  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirty-two  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives were  in  attendance  and  were  formally  greeted.  H.  T. 
Cumming  answered  the  roll-call  for  Canada. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Carkeet,  while  not  lengthy, 
gives  not  only  a  resume  of  the  year's  work,  but  contains  a 
number  of  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter. After  extending  a  welcome  to  those  present  the  Grand 
High  Priest  refers  to  the  close  of  the  war  in  Europe  and  speak- 
ing of  the  challenge  to  Masonry  to  be  of  service  in  the  days 
to  come  he  has  this  to  say — 

"We  again  must  help  in  rebuilding  the  House  of  the  Lord,  without 
the  hope  of  fee  or  reward  save  those  welcome  words,  Well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  one.  For  until  those  tenets  of  our  Grand  Order 
are  again  established  on  earth  and  men  shall  dwell  together  in 
unity,  then,  and  only  then,  will  the  universal  brotherhood,  which  we 
have  always  longed  and  prayed  for,  at  last  come  to  pass  and  war 
will  cease  forevermore." 

He  referred  in  fitting  terms  to  the  loss  sustained  by  Grand 
Chapter  through  the  passing  of  a  number  of  outstanding 
Craftsmen. 

Visitations  were  arranged  similar  to  our  method  in  Canada, 
through  districts  rather  than  individual  Chapter  meetings. 
Following  his  practice  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Carkeet  informs  us  that 
he  contacted  every  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction.  Appointments 
and  Dispensations  are  set  out  in  detail,  the  latter  covering 
purely  administrative  matters.  After  thanking  his  officers  for 
their  splendid  support  and  co-operation,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
concludes  with  the  words  of  Tiny  Tim,  "God  bless  us  every 
one". 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  indicates  receipts  well  in  ex- 
cess of  expenditures,  with  investment  in  War  Bonds  of 
$4,000.00.  He  further  recommends  the  purchase  of  $1,000.00 
additional  in  War  Bonds. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we  learn  that  Montana 
recorded  a  substantial  net  increase  in  membership. 
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The  Special  Committee  dealing  with  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  address  paid  glowing  and  well-deserved  tribute  to  his 
worth.  ,  4  4| 

We  extract  the  following — 

"The  life  of  John  Sydney  Carkeet  is  a  ministry  to  humankind,  a 
rose  of  love  and  beauteous  fragrance  in  the  garden  of  Masonry, 
the  perfume  of  influence  which  will  gladden  the  lives  of  his  fellow- 
men  and  Companions." 

"We  are  building  day  by  day  in  a  good  or  evil  way, 
And  the  structure  as  it  grows  will  our  inmost  selves  disclose, 
Till  in  every  arch  and  line  all  our  faults  and  virtues  shine. 
We  can  build  a  castle  grand  or  a  wreck  upon  the  sand. 
Do  you  ask  what  building  this  that  can  show  both  pain  and  bliss, 
That  can  be  both  dark  and  fair?     Lo,  its  name  is  character. 
Then  build  it  well  whate'er  you  do,  built  it  straight  and  strong 

and  true; 
Build  it  clean  and  high  and  broad,  build  it  for  the  eye  of  God." 

During  the  afternoon  sessions  the  Grand  Commander, 
Knights  Templar;  Grand  Master  of  R.  &  S.  M.,  and  the  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana 
were  received  and  officially  honoured. 

Although  Montana  appoints  a  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ance,  we  regret  to  note  the  absence  of  any  report. 

After  the  election  of  Officers  Sterling  A.  Miller  was  install- 
ed as  Grand  High  Priest,  while  Luther  T.  Hauberg  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Canada's  representative  in  Montana  is  H.  T.  Cumming, 
while  Montana's  representative  near  our  Grand  Chapter  is 
Charles  W.  Powers. 


NEBRASKA

The  Seventy-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Omaha, 
December  5,  1945. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  opening  ceremonies  the  Grand 
Chaplain  proceeded  to  the  Altar  and  invoked  Divine  Blessing. 

Seventeen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance. 
Many  visitors  were  present  including  leaders  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Iowa,  South  Dakota,  and  Wyoming.  The  Grand 
Council,  and  the  Knights  Templar  Bodies  also  were  represent- 
ed, while  in  the  place  of  honour  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  M.  Wor.  Bro.  W.  C.  Schaper  concluded  the  distinguished 
array.  All  were  received  with  honours  and  invited  to  take  their 
places  in  the  Grand  East. 

Thirty-Seven  Grand  Representatives  responded  to  the  roll- 
call.  Canada's  representative  apparently  was  not  among  those 
present. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  not  lengthy  but 
proves  to  be  a  concise,  business-like  report  on  the  year's  work. 

After  greeting  those  present  he  referred  to  the  close  of  the 
war  and  expressed  sympathy  for  those  who  mourned  loved  ones 
who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Under  Necrology  he  spoke  of  the  death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Francis  E.  White,  P.GH.P.,  who  passed  away  at  the  age  of 
97.  Comp.  White  for  years  served  Grand  Chapter  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

Dispensations  were  few  in  number  and  purely  routine. 

Visitations  are  fully  set  forth  and  include  visits,  both 
within  and  beyond  the  borders  of  his  own  Jurisdiction. 

Speaking  of  the  Condition  of  the  Rite  he  states  that  he  was 
happy  to  report  a  prosperous  year. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Gillette  concludes  his  address  with  a  word  of 
thanks  for  all  who  had  assisted  during  the  past  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  total  assets  of  $14,574.46 
with  disbursements  far  short  of  the  amount  recorded  as  re- 
ceipts. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we  learn  that  Nebraska 
enjoyed  a  successful  year  with  a  substantial  increase  in  mem- 
bership.

From  an  eloquent  Report  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  we  excerpt 
the  following — 

"At  least  the  first  pink  rays  of  Blessed  Peace  are  creeping  over 
the  distant  horizon.  Immense  and  striking  technological  advance- 
ment seem  to  herald  the  dawn  of  a  different  civilization  in  the  years 
to  come.  But  midst  all  the  changing  conditions  of  life  one  fact 
always  stands  out  with  unchanging  and  striking  clearness — the  debt 
of  Nature  must  be  paid  and  the  rigors  of  the  Law  fulfilled." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reports  that  forty-two 
Grand  Jurisdictions  have  been  reviewed,  but  as  Nebraska  does 
not  publish  these  reviews,  we  are  denied  the  pleasure  of  read- 
ing them.  The  report,  however,  is  quite  interesting  and  we 
extract  the  following,  which  is  in  harmony  with  our  opinion — 

"Every  Master  Mason  should  know  that  at  one  time  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  that 
Chapter  Warrants  were  granted  by  Grand  Lodges  on  application 
by  a  Chapter  through  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  with,  of  course,  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Lodge.  He  should  know  that  a  separate  jurisdiction 
was  established  simply  for  the  better  government  and  administration 
of  the  Royal  Craft.  It  should  be  impressed  on  his  mind  that  al- 
though independent  in  outward  form  of  government  and  adminis- 
tration, Craft  Masonry  and  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  are  inwardly  and 
immediately  one;  that  the  relationship  between  them  should  be  no 
other  than  that  of  entire  harmony;  the  utmost  of  cordial  co-operation, 
mutual  support  and  good  will." 

David  C.  Hilton  was  elected  and  formally  installed  as  Grand 
High  Priest.    Lewis  E.  Smith  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  December  5,  1945. 

Nebraska's  representative  in  Canada  is  William  S.  M. 
Enouy,  while  John  N.  McCune  keeps  a  friendly  eye  on  Canada's 
interest  in  Nebraska. 


NEVADA 

Carl  Sorensen — Grand  High  Priest.

The  Seventy-Second  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Reno, 
June  12,  1945. 

Following  the  opening  of  Grand  Chapter  in  full  form,  the 
Grand  Chaplain  delivered  the  Invocation  after  which  the  cere- 
mony of  presenting  the  Flag  was  observed. 
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Nevada  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  number  of  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  who  are  still  active.  We  note  that  seventeen  of 
these  Past  Rulers  were  in  attendance. 

Grand  Representatives  to  the  number  of  forty-three 
answered  the  roll-call.  We  regret  the  absence  of  Canada's 
representative. 

Visitors  headed  by  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Leslie  M.  Sanford,  Grand 
Master  of  Grand  Lodge,  included  a  strong  delegation  from  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  California ;  the  Grand  Commander,"  Knights 
Templar,  and  the  Grand  Master  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 
All  received  a  cordial  welcome  and  were  seated  in  the  Grand 
East. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Sorensen  furnishes  a  detailed 
account  of  his  year's  stewardship.  After  a  few  friendly  words 
of  welcome  to  the  visitors  and  delegates  present,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  spoke  briefly  of  the  war  and  world-wide  conditions. 

Under  the  title  of  Necrology  he  spoke  sympathetically  of 
those  who  had  "crossed  beyond"  with  a  special  eulogy  to  the 
memory  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  T.  J.  Steinmetz  who  died  during  the 
past  year. 

Three  dispensations  were  sought  and  all  were  granted. 
They  dealt  with  routine  matters  solely. 

Visitations  were  numerous  and  indicate  that  despite  trans- 
portation difficulties,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Sorensen  succeeded  in  visit- 
ing each  Subordinate  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction.  From  the 
reports  of  these  visits  one  is  constrained  to  believe  that  they 
were  not  only  interesting,  but  productive  of  much  good. 

Among  the  many  appointments  we  note  with  interest  the 
selection  of  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  J.  Lofthouse  as  Nevada's  repre- 
sentative in  Canada.    No  better  choice  could  have  been  made. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  including  the  Council  Degrees  in 
the  Royal  Arch  system.  As  an  outsider,  it  may  perhaps  be 
considered  impertinent  to  give  an  opinion  upon  a  purely  do- 
mestic matter,  but  candidly  this  Correspondent  believes  that 
this  would  be  a  grave  error.  Ancient  Freemasonry  includes  the 
Symbolic  degrees  and  the  Royal  Arch.    While,  of  course,  there 
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is  a  place  for  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  degrees  they  cer- 
tainly do  not  belong  within  the  orbit  of  the  Ancient  Craft. 
Pardon  this  aside. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  concludes  a  very  comprehensive  re- 
port by  paying  glowing  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the 
other  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  for  their  tireless  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Capitular  Craft. 

As  we  glance  over  the  financial  statement  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  we  note  that  receipts  were  far  in  excess  of  expen- 
ditures and  that  investments  in  War  Bonds  total  $1,500.00. 

Grand  Secretary  Peterson  also  presents  a  fine  report  and 
records  a  satisfying  increase  in  membership. 

From  the  reception  of  the  Grand  Representatives,  these 
words  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  are  impressive — 

"May  our  hearts  and  our  minds  so  synchronize  with  those  of  our 
Companions  all  over  this  earth,  that,  like  one  big  army,  our  united 
efforts  will  be  one  of  the  main  factors  in  throwing  the  searchlight 
of  Masonry  upon  the  Great  Light  upon  our  Altar,  which  shows  the 
way  to  that  'undiscovered  country  from  whose  bourne  no  traveler 
returns'." 

"May  our  work  never  fail  to  keep  our  ideals  and  our  principles 
always  above  earthly  greed  and  gain,  to  keep  the  goal  of  eternal 
life  ever  before  us,  and  regardless  of  the  chaos,  misery,  suffering 
and  torture,  humanity  will  know  it  is  not  forsaken. " 

From  the  Memorial  Service  we  glean  this  beautiful  thought 
poetically  expressed — 

"They  never  quite  leave  us, 
The  Brethren  who  have  passed 
Through  the  shadow  of  death 
To  the  sunlight  above; 
A  thousand  sweet  memories  are 
Holding  them  fast 
To  the  places  they  blessed  with 
Their  presence  and  love." 

From  the  Grand  Orator's  address  the  following  extract  is 
worth  quoting — 

"Freemasonry  is  like  a  precious  cable,  woven  of  golden  strands, 
starting  far  back  behind  the  impenetrable  curtain  which  veils  the 
past  from  the  present,  and  unraveling  as  time  goes  on,  until  the 
frayed  and  scattered  threads  lie  here  and  there;  some  broken,  some 
corroded  oftentimes  hidden  beneath  the  rubbish.  Now  and  again 
it  reappears  flashing  in  the  sunlight  just  long  enough  to  tell  us  that 
here  lies  the  way.  And  finally,  the  scattered  threads  converge,  re- 
gain their  former  lustre,  and  again  unite  in  the  wonderful  cable 
which  binds  together  the  Freemasons  of  today." 
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While  Nevada  lists  a  Committee  on  Correspondence,  alas, 
we  fail  to  find  a  published  report.  We  regret  this  exceedingly, 
as  we  still  maintain  that  Fraternal  Correspondence  provides 
the  silver  cord  that  binds  together  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
throughout  the  Capitular  World. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers,  Shirley  C.  Scott  was  duly 
installed  Grand  High  Priest,  while  E.  C.  Peterson  was  again 
elected  Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
convened. 

Canada's  representative  in  Nevada  is  Peter  Enrietti,  while 
as  already  mentioned,  Bishop  Lofthouse  holds  Nevada's  com- 
mission in  Canada. 


NEW  BRUNSWICK

The  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Saint  John, 
June  28,  1945. 

Owing  to  the  serious  illness  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alexander 
Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
T.  G.  Bajlantyne. 

Visitors  were  ushered  into  Grand  Chapter  and  introduced. 
We  note  with  interest  the  presence  of  M.  Wor.  Bro.  James  S. 
Hoyt,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick. 
It  always  seems  fitting  that  Grand  Lodge  should  be  represented 
as  it  provides  the  foundation  upon  which  we  build. 

From  Nova  Scotia  came  M.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  F.  Sipprel  and 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  F.  W.  Weaver,  Grand  Chaplain.  The  visitors 
were  cordially  welcomed  and  received  with  Grand  Honours. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Rev.  F.  W.  Weaver  accepted  the  invitation  to 
take  charge  of  the  religious  exercises. 

This  Correspondent  notes  with  pleasure  that  one  of  the 
hymns  was  an  old  favorite,  "Unto  the  Hills  Around  Do  I  Lift 
Up  My  Longing  Eyes", 
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The  annual  address  was  delivered  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ballan- 
tyne.  Acting  for  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alexander  he  extended  a  per- 
sonal greeting  to  the  guests  and  delegates.  He  paid  graceful 
tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  and  enumerated  the  visits  of  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Alexander. 

Under  the  caption,  "State  of  the  Royal  Craft",  he  spoke 
most  encouragingly  of  the  revival  of  interest,  increased  mem- 
bership and  financial  status  of  Grand  Chapter.  Referring  to 
the  lengthy  period  of  war  and  destruction  he  has  this  to  say — 

"That  goal  of  'calm  and  understanding'  is  not  yet  achieved,  al- 
though those  powers  of  evil,  represented  by  the  Axis  countries  in 
Europe  have  been  crushed  and  are  now  in  the  process  of  being  de- 
stroyed as  they  would  have  destroyed  us,  had  not  the  Eternal  Ruler 
of  the  Universe  given  us  that  direction  that  we  would  be  on  His 
side,  rather  than  that  He  be  on  ours,  'for  He  knew  their  paths  and 
the  way  in  which  they  walked'." 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ballantyne  closes  a  sterling  address  by  quot- 
ing Kipling — 

"It  ain't  the  individuals 

Nor  the  army  as  a  whole, 
But  the  everlastin'  teamwork 
Of  every  bloomin'  soul." 

The  Treasurer's  Report  indicates  that  finances  are  sound 
with  solidly  held  investments  of  $3,000.00. 

Grand  Scribe  E.  Crawford's  report  also  brings  glad  tidings 
of  increased  interest  and  attendance  and  a  small  gain  in  mem- 
bership. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  we  learn  that 
New  Brunswick  is  having  difficulty  in  inducing  some  Chapters 
to  use  the  new  ritual. 

During  the  Session  nine  Grand  Representatives  were  re- 
ceived and  welcomed. 

A  grant  of  $50.00  was  made  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nova 
Scotia  to  assist  in  their  laudable  work  among  the  blind. 

An  address  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Weaver  on  ''Reconstruction" 
is  a  magnificent  dissertation  on  present  day  conditions  and 
fairly  scintillates  with  worth-while  thoughts  and  lofty  ideals. 
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We  quote  just  a  line  or  two  taken  at  random  from  this  marvel- 
ous address — 

"Something  more  than  the  external  fabric  is  lost  in  the  destruction 
of  things — there  are  elements  too  fine  for  outward  manifestation." 

"In  all  work  of  reconstruction  three  things  are  essential — a  perfect 
plan,  perfect  material  and  perfect  workmen." 

"Out  in  the  great  world  there  are  all  kinds  of  panaceas  offered  for 
the  ills  of  humanity,  but  we  must  adhere  closely  to  the  plan  of  uni- 
versal brotherhood.  The  way  is  long  and  the  difficulties  are  very 
great  but  we  must  not  give  up  the  vision." 

"The  world  today  is  a  bursting  volcano,  spitting  forth  its  tragedy 
of  pain  and  death.  It  is  our  task  to  bring  in  the  sea  of  brotherhood, 
washing  the  poison  out  of  the  wounds  and  blotting  out  all  the  signs 
of  desolation  until  the  world  shall  be  a  place  of  peace  and  pros- 
perity." 

Every  Mason  and  every  serious  minded  man  should  read 
this  address. 

Following  election  of  Officers  G.  Maynard  Leggett  was  elect- 
ed Grand  Z.  Roy  E.  Crawford  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E. 

John  W.  Plewes  has  the  honor  to  represent  our  Sister  Prov- 
ince near  our  Grand  Chapter,  while  Edgar  W.  Mair  has  for 
years  been  the  guardian  of  our  interests  in  New  Brunswick. 

NEW  JERSEY 

Murray  A.  Chittick — Grand  High  Priest. 
Charles  D.  McCracken — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Trenton, 
May  8,  1946. 

Following  the  ceremonial  of  opening  Grand  Chapter,  the 
patriotic  exercises  were  observed,  these  consist  of  presenting 
the  Flag,  reciting  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and  the  singing  of 
the  National  Anthem. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance  while 
many  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  officially 
greeted. 

Distinguished  visitors  included  delegations  from  the  sur- 
rounding Grand  Chapteri;  of  Cennecticut,   Delaware,  Rhode 
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Island,  Massachusetts,  District  of  Columbia,  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania.  Associate  Bodies  represented  were  Grand 
Council,  Grand  Commandery,  Scottish  Rite  and  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States.  All  received  a  warm 
fraternal  greeting. 

Some  thirty  pages  are  required  to  report  the  address  of 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chittick,  which  is,  nevertheless,  heavily  laden 
with  interesting  facts  and  figures.  Altogether  one  is  im- 
pressed with  the  thought  that  the  address  is  the  product  of 
a  well  ordered  mind. 

After  an  official  welcome  to  those  present  he  referred  brief- 
ly to  the  close  of  the  war  and  used  these  significant  words — 

"Our  nation  and  the  world  face  an  uncertain  future,  and  it  is  not 
at  all  definite  that  there  will  be  a  place  for  our  Fraternity  in  the 
new  age  that  is  developing  so  rapidly." 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  our  Masonic  Orders  must  come 
out  of  their  Halls  and  Temples  and  take  a  more  active  part  in  the 
struggle  for  peace,  good  government,  and  the  continuance  of  our 
American  republican  institutions.  If  we  continue  to  refrain  from 
this  course,  there  may  develop  in  the  world,  and  in  this  nation,  a 
system  of  life  in  which  there  is  no  place  for  organizations  which 
have  principles  that  are  democratic,  but  inherently  conservative. 

That  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chittick  gave  generously  of  his  time  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  is  best  evidenced 
by  his  many  visitations,  both  within  and  beyond  the  bound- 
aries of  New  Jersey.    These  are  all  fully  reported  in  detail. 

Appointments  and  Decisions  also  are  given  full  coverage. 
Among  the  latter  we  find  a  ruling  permitting  a  Royal  Arch 
funeral.  This  is  something  entirely  foreign  to  Canadian  prac- 
tice where  Masonic  funerals  are  regarded  as  Craft  Lodge 
functions  and  the  wearing  of  Royal  Arch  regalia  on  such  oc- 
casions strictly  prohibited. 

A  well  deserved  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
is  given  prominence  in  the  address,  as  also,  is  a  glowing  refer- 
ence to  the  splendid  co-operation  of  other  officers. 

In  speaking  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  stresses  the  fact  that  while  it  is  a  splendid  Order, 
it  is  nevertheless  an  unofficial  auxiliary  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
and  from  his  remarks  we  take  it  that  it  is  not  obligatory  for 
High  Priests  to  take  this  Order.  This  is  precisely  the  condition 
in  Canada  where  the  Order  is  recognized  but  has  no  official 
relationship  with  the  Royal  Arch. 
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This  very  fine  address  concludes  with  the  following  to  which 
this  Correspondent  heartily  subscribes — 

"What  is  to  be  the  future  of  our  Royal  Craft?  It  can  sink  to  a 
position  of  comparative  unimportance  in  the  Masonic  life  of  our 
State,  as,  indeed,  it  seemed  likely  to  do  during-  the  pre-war  years, 
or  it  can  become  a  system  of  colorful  local  units  flourishing  in  each 
locality  of  the  State: 

A  place  where  the  Symbolic  Mason  may  find  a  second  Masonic 
life  in  a  group  not  so  large  that  he  loses  his  identity,  but  not  so 
small  that  its  existence  becomes  precarious; 

A  place  where  the  story  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  is  completed 
in  most  of  its  essentials; 

A  place  where  members  of  local  and  distant  Lodges  can  meet  and 
fuse  their  differing  patterns  of  Masonic  culture  into  a  rebirth  of 
fraternity  for  many." 

Grand  Treasurer  Woodward's  report  is  clean  cut  and  pre- 
cise. Receipts  exceed  disbursements  with  investments  of  some 
$14,757.00  tells  the  story. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  very  active  year  with  a  net 
gain  in  membership  of  270. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  is 
disposed  of  by  the  laconic  statement  that  "nothing  presented 
requiring  attention." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  this  juncture  a  strong  dele- 
gation from  Grand  Lodge  headed  by  M.  Wor.  Bro.  John  H. 
Schneider  entered  and  were  formally  welcomed. 

Our  very  good  friend,  Godfrey  Pittis,  presented  the  report 
on  Necrology.  It  is  beautifully  written  and  contained  a  num- 
ber of  beautiful  thoughts  poetically  expressed.  We  quote  but 
one — 

"From  the  dust  of  the  weary  highway, 
From  the  smart  of  sorrow's  rod, 
Into  the  royal  presence  they  are  bidden — guests  of  God." 

George  W.  Kite  presented  an  abbreviated  report  on  Fra- 
ternal Correspondence  in  which  he  says — 

"May  we  stress  that  now  is  an  opportune  time  for  us  all  to  make 
earnest  endeavor  to  bring  all  Capitular  Masons  closer  together." 

We  heartily  agree  and  look  forward  to  the  time  when  we 
may  welcome  New  Jersey  back  to  the  Fraternal  Roundtable. 
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After  the  election  of  Officers  William  A.  Francisco  was  duly 
installed  Grand  High  Priest,  while  Charles  D.  McCracken  was 
again  invested  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  May  9,  1946. 

New  Jersey  is  most  capably  represented  in  Canada  by  A.  D. 
Maclntyre,  while  Canada's  representative  in  New  Jersey  is  Dr. 
Godfrey  Pittis,  whose  annual  visits  to  our  Grand  Chapter  keeps 
warm  a  long-standing  friendship  with  this  Correspondent. 


NEW  MEXICO

The  Forty-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Albuquerque, 
May  13,  1946. 

Owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dennard 
the  chair  was  occupied  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  E.  Hubble,  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest.  Seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  four- 
teen Grand  Representatives  were  officially  received  and  greeted. 

A  large  delegation  of  distinguished  visitors  from  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Arizona,  and  a  representative  from  the  Grand 
Commandery  were  introduced  and  formally  welcomed. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dennard  was  read  by  the 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest.  The  characteristics  of  the  address 
may  be  summed  up  by  saying  that  it  is  unusually  brief,  it  is 
concise  yet  seems  to  give  full  coverage  to  the  year's  activities. 
After  a  friendly  welcome  the  Grand  High  Priest  refers  sym- 
pathetically to  the  death  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Nathan  Jaffa  who 
served  as  Grand  High  Priest  in  1913. 

Appointments  of  Grand  Representatives  are  reported  and 
dispensations  are  fully  set  forth,  these  latter  being  purely 
routine. 

Due  to  conditions  beyond  his  control  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dennard 
made  very  few  visitations. 

In  his  concluding  remarks  a  glowing  tribute  is  paid  to  the 
splendid  work  of  Grand  Secretary  A.  A.  Keen. 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  indicates  finances  are 
on  a  sound  basis.  Total  assets  of  $31,203.00  included  in  which 
is  a  Masonic  Home  Fund  of  $27,367.00. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we  learn  that  New 
Mexico  closed  the  year  with  a  substantial  gain  in  membership. 

Rueben  Perry  again  writes  the  Report  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence and  as  usual  it  is  intensely  interesting.  Naturally 
our  first  thought  is  "what  has  he  to  say  about  Canada".  Turn- 
ing to  our  review  we  find  our  1945  Convocation  fully  covered 
in  a  most  friendly  manner.  Nothing  of  import  appears  to  have 
been  overlooked  in  two  full  pages  of  note  and  comment.  Refer- 
ence is  made  to  our  Grand  Z.'s  address,  and  our  welfare  and 
educational  work.  The  review  concludes  with  a  very  nice  com- 
ment on  our  last  review  for  which  we  tender  thanks.  Again, 
Comp.  Perry,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  review  New  Mexico. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  H.  E.  Hubble  was  in- 
stalled as  Grand  High  Priest,  while  that  most  efficient  of 
secretaries,  A.  A.  Keen  was,  as  to  be  expected,  continued  in 
office. 

New  Mexico's  representative  in  Canada  is  Frank  A.  Copus, 
while  W.  L.  Ranville  is  our  representative  in  New  Mexico. 


NEW  YORK 

Lewis  L.  Palmitter — Grand  High  Priest.

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Ninth  Annual  Convocation 
hold  in  Albany,  February  5,  1946.  Grand  Chapter  was  opened 
by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Palmitter  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain.  Following  the  opening  ceremonies  the 
patriotic  exercises  were  observed. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  while 
forty-five  jurisdictions  were  present  in  the  persons  of  their 
Grand  Representatives.  Clifford  A.  McDonald  answered  for 
Canada. 

As  usual  in  New  York,  many  distinguished  visitors  were 
present  to  partake  of  New  York's  well-known  and  appreciated 
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hospitality.  These  included  delegations  from  the  Grand  Chap- 
ters of  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  Maine,  Vermont,  Ohio,  Virginia, 
Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut;  Pennsylvania,  Que- 
bec and  from  our  own  jurisdiction,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  V.  Conover, 
Grand  Z. 

Associated  Bodies  included  the  Scottish  Rite,  Grand  Council 
and  the  Grand  Commandery,  all  of  whom  were  received  with 
honours  and  a  cordial  greeting. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Palmitter  occupies  fifty-four 
pages  in  the  Proceedings  and  proves  to  be  a  complete  resume 
of  his  year's  work.  Eloquently  written  it  provides  reading 
that  is  at  once  entertaining  and  instructive.  Prefaced  by  a 
welcome  to  those  present  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Palmitter  continues  by 
paying  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  quoting  the  following 
from  Longfellow — 

"Lives  of  great  men  all  remind  us 
We  can  make  our  lives  sublime 
And,  departing,  leave  behisd  us 
Footprints  in  the  sands  of  time." 

He  reported  on  the  disbursement  of  $1,440.00  for  charitable 
grants  and  recommended  that  a  like  amount  be  appropriated 
for  the  coming  year. 

Many  dispensations  were  granted,  those  were  mostly  deal- 
ing with  administrative  matters  resulting  from  war  emerg- 
encies. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  consolidation  of  two  Chapters, 
also,  to  the  various  appointments  and  the  distribution  of  Fifty- 
Year  Certificates. 

Visitations  were  numerous  and  are  all  fully  set  forth, 
among  these  we  note  a  friendly  reference  to  his  visit  to  our 
Convocation  in  Toronto.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  we  always 
look  forward  to  and  enjoy  a  visit  from  our  New  York  friends. 

October  14th  was  celebrated  as  Royal  Arch  Sunday  in  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Messiah,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  Charles  D.  Broughton. 

The  humanitarian  work  of  New  York  is  reported  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest.     He  praised  the   splendid  work  of  the 
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"Tuberculosis  Relief",  which  activity  has  been  carried  on  by 
Grand  Chapter  for  the  past  twenty  years.  Donations  for  this 
purpose  for  the  year  totalled  $3,531.00. 

This  excellent  address  closes  with  words  of  commendation 
for  the  splendid  support  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  other 
officers. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  is  interesting,  it  records 
an  income  of  $24,686.00,  with  expenses  of  $24,605.00  and  total 
assets  of  $358,356.00,  which  includes  the  Tuberculosis  Relief 
Fund  of  $132,156.00,  all  of  which  presents  a  financial  picture 
that  must  be  gratifying  to  the  Companions  of  Grand  Chapter. 

At  this  juncture  the  presence  of  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Charles  W. 
Froessel,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  announced 
and  this  distinguished  Craftsman  was  received  with  honours 
befitting  his  exalted  rank  in  Masonry. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we  learn  that  a  substan- 
tial increase  in  membership  was  recorded  and  this,  despite  the 
fact  that  deaths  totalled  867  members. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  again  the  prod- 
uct of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Charles  J.  Wells,  and  as  last  year,  find  it 
intensely  interesting.  From  an  inspiring  Foreword  we  learn 
that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Wells  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  apparent 
laxity  of  many  Grand  Representatives  is  due  to  failure  to  prop- 
erly instruct  the  appointee  when  presenting  his  commission. 
With  this  we  are  heartily  in  accord.  We  have  long  felt  that 
men  received  these  appointments  with  little  or  no  instruction 
and  having  no  knowledge  of  what  is  expected  of  them,  they 
quite  naturally  gave  little  thought  to  their  responsibilities.  We 
agree  that  a  code  of  instruction,  customs,  and  expected  routine 
would  be  helpful  and  result  in  a  greater  display  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  Grand  Representatives. 

From  a  timely  reference  to  Masonic  Education  we  extract 
and  heartily  approve  the  following — 

"Masonic  Education  is  not  limited  to  dry  historical  facts  and 
figures.  It  covers  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  relationship  of  the 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  its  Masonic  environment,  its  many 
opportunities  for  service  to  the  Craft  and  humanity,  and  the  un- 
folding in  one's  personality  the  teachings   of   Capitular  Masonry." 
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This  dissertation  on  Education  closes  with  these  all-too-true 
words — 

"The  beautiful  vestibule  of  the  ritual  admits  the  Masonic  traveler 
into  the  Cathedral  of  Capitular  Masonry.  Whether  it  is  bare  and 
uninteresting,  or  lovely  beyond  imagination  depends  on  whether 
the  Companions  discover  and  bring  to  light  these  treasures  of  in- 
estimable value  to  the  Craft." 

We  congratulate  Comp.  Wells  on  a  most  interesting  and 
instructive  Foreword. 

And  now  for  his  Review  of  Canada.  We  have  generously 
been  accorded  one  and  one-half  pages  of  note  and  comment. 
He  quotes  liberally  from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address.  Excerpts 
from  our  various  reports  are  given  and  nothing  of  import  seems 
to  have  been  overlooked.  We  acknowledge  a  very  competent 
and  friendly  review. 

E.  Stanley  Pier  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest, 
while  Carl  G.  Wilhelms  again  assumes  the  onerous  duties  of 
Grand  Secretary. 

Canada  is  faithfully  represented  in  New  York  by  our  good 
friend  Clifford  A.  McDonald,  while  New  York's  representative 
in  Canada  is  the  ever  popular  John  M.  Burden. 


NORTH  CAROLINA

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Third  Convocation  was  held 
at  Charlotte,  October  15th  and  16th,  1945.  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Harper  presiding,  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  full  form  after 
a  beautiful  Invocation  by  Grand  Chaplain  C.  H.  Moser. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  graced  the  proceedings  by 
their  presence. 

Distinguished  guests  were  in  attendance  from  South  Caro- 
lina and  Maryland.  We  note  with  pleasure  the  presence  of 
Julius  C.  Hobbs,  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge.  Thirty-one 
Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  welcomed.  It  is 
regretted  that  Canada's  representative  failed  to  respond  to 
the  roll-call. 
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The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Harper  is  inspirational  to  say 
the  least.  His  report  on  the  year's  work  is  masterly  and  gives 
a  complete  picture  of  conditions  in  North  Carolina.  We  quote 
his  opening  words — 

"What  God  hath  wrought  in  the  affairs  of  humanity  and  for  its 
eternal  welfare  since  last  we  met  in  annual  convocation  at  Rocky 
Mountain  in  May,  1944,  cannot  be  visualized  nor  adequately  appraised 
until  time  shall  have  unfolded  the  history  of  the  great  and  beneficent 
influence  of  His  love  and  His  guiding  direction  of  those  peoples  of 
the  world  who  have  been  toiling  and  sweating,  bleeding  and  dying 
for  the  protection  of  those  freedoms  which  they  hold  dearer  than 
life  itself." 

He  proceeds  to  deal  fearlessly  with  world  conditions  and 
the  challenge  to  Masonry  in  these  eventful  days.  Under  Ne- 
crology he  pays  graceful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
William  Ritchie  Smith,  who  for  many  years  served  as  Grand 
Secretary.  Also,  he  referred  feelingly  to  the  passing  of  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Raymond  C.  Dunn. 

Appointments,  visitations  and  dispensations  are  all  fully  set 
forth.  We  learn  with  interest  from  the  address  that  Grand 
Chapter  contributes  liberally  to  the  Oxford  Orphanage  and 
the  Carson  Library  Fund.  Dealing  with  the  state  of  the  Order 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Harper  states  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  en- 
joying a  revival  with  a  resultant  increase  in  membership.  This 
excellent  address  closes  with  words  of  commendation  for  all 
those  who  assisted  the  Grand  High  Priest  during  his  term  of 
office.  j  fcj 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  most  encouraging  record- 
ing as  it  does  an  increase  of  528  in  membership. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  indicates  that  finances 
are  in  good  shape  with  investments  totalling  $29,700.00. 

From  an  eloquent  report  by  the  Committee  on  Necrology, 
we  extract  the  following — 

"Just   beyond  life's   curtain, 
If  we  could  understand, 
We  would  find  our  loved  ones  waiting 
In  that  far  and  better  land." 

After  the  election  of  Officers  D.  E.  Buckner  was  installed 
as  Grand  High  Priest.  Millard  F.  McKeel  was  elected  and 
invested  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Capitular  Review  by  J.  Edward  Allen,  is  an  eloquent 
dissertation  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  its  past,  present  and 
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future.  Dealing  with  the  past  he  draws  attention  to  the 
great  strides  being  made  by  all  branches  of  Masonry  in  1927, 
in  the  following  fifteen  years  Comp.  Allen  carries  us  through 
a  period  of  great  Masonic  depression.  He  attributes  this  large- 
ly to  competition  from  other  sources  of  entertainment,  such  as 
movies  and  luncheon  clubs.  After  dealing  in  a  comprehensive 
manner  with  the  future  of  the  Craft  he  concludes  an  admirable 
report  with  these  all  too  true  words — 

"We  sincerely  hope  that,  with  Divine  guidance  and  the  statesman- 
like view,  uninfluenced  by  any  other  group  of  its  interests,  unhind- 
ered by  ulterior  consideration,  ultraconservation  or  radicalism,  we 
can  so  shape  our  course  that  the  next  fifty  years  will  be  the  greatest 
half-century  in  the  history  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  America." 

Congratulations,  Comp.  Allen,  your  review  is  indeed  a  liter- 
ary treat. 

Canada  is  ably  represented  in  North  Carolina  by  W.  G. 
Bandy.  It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of 
North  Carolina's  representative  in  Canada,  Frank  G.  McLean, 
whose  passing  proved  a  great  shock  to  his  many  friends  and 
associates.  The  commission  has  been  transferred  to  A.  G. 
Tipper,  who  will,  we  are  sure,  prove  a  very  happy  selection.

The  Fifty-Seventh  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Fargo, 
January  15th  and  16th,  1946. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Farstad  after 
prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Flags  of  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada  were  presented  at  the 
Altar  followed  by  the  singing  "My  Country  Tis  of  Thee"  and 
"God  Save  the  King". 

The  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Lodge  being  in  attendance  a 
committee  retired  to  introduce  M.  Wor.  Bro.  R.  R.  Morgan, 
who  was  received  with  full  Masonic  Honours. 

Among  the  other  distinguished  visitors,  we  note  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  King  of  South  Da- 
kota ;  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  Simmons,  Manitoba ;  the  Grand  Master 
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of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  and  the  Grand  Commander  of 
Knights  Templar,  all  of  whom  were  warmly  welcomed  and 
honoured.    Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  graced  the  East. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Farstad  is  most  interesting. 
In  his  opening  remarks  he  refers  to  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
and  the  problems  of  peace.  He  refers  to  the  place  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  plays  in  these  trying  times,  and  pays  tribute  to  two 
outstanding  Craftsmen  in  the  persons  of  the  late  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  and  President  Truman.  His  correspondence  with 
Constituent  Chapters  make  interesting  reading,  containing  as 
they  do,  much  sage  advice  and  worth-while  suggestions.  De- 
spite the  fact  that  his  avocation  in  life  places  a  definite  limit 
on  the  time  he  can  devote  to  Masonic  pursuits,  he  appears  to 
have  made  many  visitations,  both  within  and  beyond  the  bor- 
ders of  his  jurisdiction.  We  read  with  pleasure  of  his  visits 
to  Canadian  Grand  Chapters.  He  speaks  in  glowing  terms  of 
his  visits  to  Winnipeg  and  Regina.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Farstad 
spoke  feelingly  of  the  great  loss  sustained  through  the  death 
of  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  Howard  Bird.  In  his  closing- 
remarks  he  expressed  appreciation  for  the  efforts  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  others  who  had  combined  to  lighten  his  burden 
of  office.

Grand  Secretary  Walter  L.  Stockwell's  report  was  both 
encouraging  and  inspirational,  the  high-light  being  a  very 
substantial  increase  in  membership. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  written  by  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Murfin,  is  a  commentary  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry  rather 
than  a  review  of  Proceedings  of  other  jurisdictions.  Comp. 
Murfin  writes  in  an  optimistic  vein,  refers  to  the  many  Grand 
Chapters  who  recorded  a  gain  in  1945,  and  predicts  a  still 
greater  increase  during  the  current  year.  He  quotes  at  random 
from  the  Proceedings  of  other  Grand  Chapters  and  concludes 
with  a  word  of  praise  for  General  Grand  High  Priest  Ray  V. 
Denslow. 
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We  congratulate  our  fellow  correspondent  on  a  most  read- 
able report.  We  find  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  also 
very  interesting*. 

Henry  Haugen  was  elected  and  formally  installed  Grand 
High  Priest.  Walter  L.  Stockwell,  of  course,  continues  as 
Grand  Secretary,  while  Grand  Forks  was  selected  as  the  next 
place  of  meeting. 

Clifford  E.  Miller  is  Canada's  representative  in  North  Da- 
kota, while  J.  A.  Burnett  is  North  Dakota's  representative 
near  our  Grand  Chapter.

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Cleveland,  October  3,  1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Francis 
presiding.  , 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  while  forty- 
eight  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call  with  George 
J.  Kohler  responding  for  Canada. 

Distinguished  guests  from  associate  bodies  in  Ohio  appear 
to  be  the  only  visitors  present.  These  included  delegations 
from  Grand  Commandery,  Grand  Council,  and  M.  Wor.  Bro. 
David  B.  Sharp,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 
Grand  Honours  were  extended  and  all  received  a  fitting  wel- 
come. 

We  have  enjoyed  reading  the  inspiring  address  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Francis.  Opening  his  address  with  a  thoughtful  com- 
ment on  world  affairs  he  has  this  to  say — 

"We  have  only  begun  to  bridge  the  chasm  between  the  chaos  of 
war  and  a  normal  way  of  living;  a  chasm,  we  are  told,  that  is  to  be 
bridged  with  trusses  and  girders  of  a  new  industrial  and  social  order 
that  will  insure  a  perpetual  peace.  Yet  there  are  many  untoward 
happenings  in  the  world  today  that  attends  a  great  hope  with  the 
uncertainty  that  it  will  not  stand  the  test  of  time,  and  with  a  con- 
fusion of  thought  that  leaves  many  men  strangely  alone  in  their 
conclusion." 

Following  this  he  paid  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Fraternal 
Dead  with  a  beautiful  memorial  to  the  memory  of  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
Clem  A.  Beal,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Grand  Scribe. 
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After  enumerating  his  many  appointments  he  read  a  num- 
ber of  Bulletins  issued  by  him  during-  the  year,  these  included 
reference  to  Masonic  Education  and  the  Masonic  Home,  known 
as  the  Hillman  Memorial.  Just  here  we  should  like  to  record 
our  congratulations  to  the  Companions  of  Ohio  on  the  magnifi- 
cent effort  put  forth  to  prove  that,  as  Masons,  Ohio  believes  in 
practising  that  which  they  teach. 

Dispensations  were  numerous  but  of  little  interest  to  others 
than  the  Chapters  immediately  affected. 

Visitations  are  listed  and  among  these  we  find  reference  to 
an  invitation  to  visit  Canada.  While  we  were  disappointed  that 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Francis  was  unable  to  be  with  us,  we  can  assure 
him  that  we  were  more  than  delighted  to  have  with  us  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Irving  Stafford  who  worthily  represented  Ohio.  The 
Grand  High  Priest  devoted  some  time  to  a  comment  on  weak 
Chapters  and  outlined  the  measures  taken  to  rehabilitate  them. 

This  very  impressive  address  concludes  with  a  commentary 
on  the  Capitular  Rite,  we  quote  his  closing  words — 

"The  Capitular  Rite  by  its  injunctions  aims  to  produce  among  its 
members  the  highest  moral  results  and  such  high  and  holy  principles 
is  the  excuse  for  its  existence.  May  we  therefore  join  hands  and 
unite  in  our  best  work  and  agreement  here,  that  we  may  be  able  to 
realize  the  value  of  every  virtue  and  the  glory  of  a  united  service 
to  mankind." 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  clearly  indicates  that 
Ohio's  fiscal  affairs  are  sound  and  carefully  managed.  Receipts 
total  $39,085.00,  disbursements  $35,285.00,  with  a  Permanent 
Fund  of  $123,650.00. 

From  Grand  Secretary  Hambright's  report  we  learn  that 
Ohio  had  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  2,846,  notwithstanding 
a  death  loss  of  1,008  members. 

The  report  of  the  Necrologist  attracts  our  attention.  It  is 
beautifully  written  and  we  extract  these  poetic  lines — 

"Were  a  star  quenched  on  high, 
For  ages  would  its  light, 
Still  traveling  downward  from  the  sky, 
Shine  on  our  mortal  sight. 

So  when  a  great  man  dies, 

For  years  beyond  our  ken, 
The  light  he  leaves  behind  him  lies 

Upon  the  paths  of  men." 
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M.  Ex.  Comp.  Carl  W.  Sperling  again  presents  the  Capitular 
Review  which  is  prefaced  by  a  brief  but  seriously  worded  Fore- 
word. From  this  we  excerpt  the  following  to  which  we  and  all 
thoughtful  Masons  will  heartily  subscribe — 

"What  we  need  now  is  not  more  men  in  Masonry, 
but  rather  more  Masonry  in  Men." 

Nothing  that  we  have  read  in  our  pilgrimage  through  the 
realm  of  the  Royal  Arch  has  impressed  us  more  than  this  pert 
line.    We  are  impelled  to  say  "how  true,  how  true !" 

Turning  with  avidity  to  Comp.  Sterling's  Review  of  Canada, 
we  find,  much  to  our  disappointment,  that  our  jurisdiction  is 
among  the  missing.  We  naturally  have  no  fault  to  find  with 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Sperling,  as  no  doubt  we  have  contributed  to  this 
condition  due  to  the  failure  to  furnish  our  Proceedings  in  time 
for  inclusion.  We  trust  that  next  year  we  shall  again  take  our 
place  among  the  Chapters  under  review. 

After  the  electon  Frank  De  Lay  was  duly  installed  as  Grand 
High  Priest.  As  expected,  Mont.  C.  Hambright,  continues  in 
office  as  Grand  Secretary. 

Canada  is  most  capably  represented  in  Ohio  by  George  J. 
Kohler,  while  our  Grand  Scribe  E.,  Edwin  Smith,  carries  the 
commission  of  Ohio  in  our  jurisdiction. 

OKLAHOMA 

Jesse  A.  Todd — Grand  High  Priest. 
James  A.  Lathim — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Oklahoma  City, 
September  29,  1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Todd  presiding. 

Distinguished  guests  included  representatives  of  the 
Knights  Templar  and  Royal  and  Select  Masters.  In  the  place 
of  honour  we  find  a  delegation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Okla- 
homa headed  by  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Gerald  L.  Brown,  Grand  Master. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  all  were  cordially  welcomed  and  re- 
ceived with  appropriate  Honours. 

When  the  roll  was  called  thirty-eight  Grand  Representa- 
tives responded,  including  James  A.  Sinex,  who  did  the  honors 
for  Canada. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  eleven  Past  Rulers  of  Okla- 
homa were  in  attendance. 
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The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Todd  is  reasonably  short 
but  seems  to  cover  all  the  salient  features  of  the  year's  work. 
In  his  opening-  remarks  he  comments  on  the  shortage  of  man- 
power, Masonically  speaking,  from  observation  he  found  that 
the  faithful  few  were  carrying  the  burden,  not  only  in  the 
Chapter,  but  in  the  Craft  Lodge  and  other  branches  of  the 
Order.  In  a  brief  reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  he  spoke 
feelingly  of  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests  Leslie  Swan 
and  Clarence  Brain.  He  reported  the  consolidation  of  a  num- 
ber of  Chapters  where  due  to  lack  of  members,  conditions  were 
not  healthy. 

This  Correspondent  always  reads  the  "dispensations"  care- 
fully seeking  the  unusual,  but  the  rulings  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  were  not  only  few  in  numbers  but  dealt  purely  with 
administrative  matters. 

Appointments  and  visitations  are  fully  set  forth  and  indi- 
cate that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Todd  gave  generously  of  his  time  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties  in  this  regard. 

From  a  Supplemental  Report  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we 
extract  the  following — 

"Victory  and  peace  are  here  at  last.  From  around  the  world  our 
boys  will  be  coming  home.  Let  us  hope  we  will  be  worthy  of  the 
sacrifices  of  those  who  gave  their  lives  that  our  way  of  life  might 
be  preserved." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  presented  a  report  that  should  be 
most  comforting  to  Grand  Chapter.  Receipts  well  in  excess 
of  disbursements,  with  an  Educational  Fund  of  $26,254.16. 

A  net  gain  of  427  in  membership  is  the  high-light  of  Grand 
Secretary  Lathim's  report. 

Glenn  B.  Young  presented  a  brief  report  on  Fraternal  Cor- 
respondence and  expressed  regret  that  owing  to  the  limited 
time  at  his  disposal  he  was  unable  to  review  the  Proceedings  of 
all  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters.  Just  here  it  is  of  passing 
interest  to  note  that  a  resolution  was  presented  and  carried 
that  a  full  review  of  each  jurisdiction  be  made  and  printed  in 
the  Proceedings.  In  turning  to  Comp.  Young's  review  we  find 
our  1944  Convocation  given  consideration.  A  liberal  quotation 
from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  a  reference  to  our  financial 
position  concludes  a  very  nice  review.    We  must,  however,  take 
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friendly  exception  to  our  Grand  Chapter  being  listed  as  "On- 
tario". We  were  chartered  as  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
and  as  such  we  continue.  It  is  true  that  other  Provinces  in  this 
country  have  formed  Grand  Chapters,  but  it  must  be  observed 
that  they  left  us  to  set  up  house-keeping  on  their  own  and  with 
our  blessing  and  assistance.  We  have  found  our  territory 
reduced  as  a  result,  but  we  are  still  doing  business  in  the  same 
old  stand  and  under  the  same  old  name. 

We  have  enjoyed  your  review  Comp.  Todd. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology  is  most  impres- 
sive, it  is  eloquently  written  and  carries  a  most  comforting 
message. 

May  we  take  time  out  to  comment  on  the  wonderful  work 
being  done  by  our  Oklahoma  Companions  through  the  medium 
of  their  Educational  Fund.  Since  1921  the  fund  has  received 
from  Grand  Chapter  $50,605.11.  In  addition  to  Student  Loans 
the  Grand  Chapter  maintains  a  Vocational  Training  Building 
in  Guthrie.  Truly  a  noble  work  and  one  that  commands  our 
admiration  and  respect. 

After  the  election  of  Officers  Daniel  W.  Swaffar  was  duly 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  James  A.  Lathim  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

As  already  noted,  James  A.  Sinex  worthily  represents  our 
Grand  Chapter  in  Oklahoma,  while  Ed.  Worth  is  Oklahoma's 
representative  in  Canada. 

OREGON

The  Eighty-Fifth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Portland, 
April  10,  1946. 

Following  the  opening  ceremonies  and  Prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  a  reception  was  tendered  twelve  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  thirty-four  Grand  Representatives.  The  Grand 
Master  of  Grand  Council  and  the  Grand  Commander  Knights 
Templar  were  received  with  customary  honours. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Callaway  provides  a 
splendid  resume  of  the  year's  work.    After  an  eloquent  refer- 
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ence  to  the  close  of  the  war  and  the  problems  of  peace,  he  spoke 
thoughtfully  of  the  great  loss  sustained  through  the  many 
deaths  recorded  during  the  year. 

Official  visits  were  numerous  and  are  all  set  forth  in  detail. 
A  perusal  of  this  record  impresses  one  with  the  tremendous 
amount  of  time  devoted  to  this  phase  of  his  duty  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest. 

Many  dispensations  were  granted,  peculiarly  enough  the 
great  majority  were  waiving  the  statutory  time  for  reports 
by  the  investigation  committee.  This  is  somewhat  surprising 
to  this  Correspondent,  as  in  Canada  this  matter  comes  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Chapter  involved. 

Among  his  recommendations  is  one  to  prohibit  the  use  of  a 
short  form  in  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  To  this,  we  say  amen, 
as  we  can  think  of  no  more  dangerous  practice  than  in  leaving 
it  to  a  Chapter  to  decide  how  much  or  how  little  of  the  degree 
work  they  shall  give  a  candidate.  We  feel  that  to  abbreviate, 
alter  or  attempt  to  embellish  the  beautiful  R.  A.  Degree  is 
nothing  less  than  taking  a  candidate's  money  under  false  pre- 
tences.   Pardon  this  lengthy  interjection. 

The  address  concludes  with  a  word  of  praise  for  the  work 
of  the  Grand  Secretary.  A  very  interesting  and  illuminative 
address. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  should  be  a  source  of  satis- 
faction to  our  Companions  of  Oregon.  Receipts  almost  double 
disbursements  and  an  investment  fund  of  $16,000.00  provide 
the  high-lights. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is  comprehensive,  but 
the  section  that  really  interests  the  outsider,  is  a  gain  of  628 
members  despite  a  heavy  death  rate  of  107. 

From  one  of  a  number  of  eloquent  eulogies  to  the  memory 
of  departed  Craftsmen  we  take  these  lines — 

"Up  and  away  like  the  dew  in  the  morning 
Soaring  away  to  their  home  in  the  sun, 
Thus  do  we  pass  from  earth  and  its  toilings 
Only  remembered  by  what  we  have  done." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Lloyd  L.  Scott,  the  Capitular  Re- 
viewer, reported  that  owing  to  conditions  incident  to  the  war 
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he  had  little  to  report  other  than  Capitular  Masonry  was  en- 
joying a  healthy  growth.  We  trust  next  year,  Comp.  Scott, 
that  we  again  have  the  pleasure  of  reading  your  Reviews  of 
Sister  Jurisdictions. 

August  J.  Stange  having  been  elected  Grand  High  Priest 
was  formally  inducted  into  office.  Richard  H.  Tusant  carries 
on  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  following  the  close 
of  Grand  Chapter. 

Fred  A.  Purdin  represents  Canada  in  Oregon,  while  W.  E. 
Tregenza  represents  Oregon  in  Canada. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

William  R.  Burchfield — Grand  High  Priest. 
John  C.  Kitselman — Grand  Secretary. 

Quarterly  Communication  scheduled  for  March  8,  1945,  was 
cancelled  in  deference  to  the  request  of  the  War  Mobilization 
Director  of  the  United  States. 

The  next  Quarterly,  however,  was  held  in  Philadelphia,  June 
7,  1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burchfield  presiding.  Seven  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  were  registered  as  also  were  the  Grand 
Representatives  of  eighteen  Sister  Jurisdictions. 

Distinguished  guests  who  addressed  Grand  Chapter  in- 
cluded M.  Ex.  Comp.  P.  G.  Lutz  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio 
and  John  S.  Wallace  representing  the  Scottish  Rite. 

Routine  business  including  financial  and  other  reports  oc- 
cupied the  attention  of  Grand  Chapter  at  this  Quarterly  meet- 
ing. 

The  Quarterly  held  September  6, 1945,  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  dealt  with  the  usual  re- 
ports. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burchfield 
ruled  that  "There  is  no  short  form  of  conferring  Capitular  de- 
grees and  insists  that  each  degree  must  be  worked  in  its  en- 
tirety." We  in  Canada,  heartily  agree  with  this  decision.  There 
is  no  recognized  short  form  in  Canada,  but  occasionally  some 
bright  mind  suggests  something  of  the  kind,  but  Grand  Chap- 
ter invariably  registers  disapproval.    We  feel  that  to  attempt 
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a  short  form  may  best  be  described  as  taking  the  candidate's 
money  under  false  pretences. 

An  insert  in  the  Proceedings  printed  and  embossed  in  gold 
announces  the  One  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania.  This  Grand  Body  was  insti- 
tuted in  1795  and  at  this  time  we  from  neighbouring  Canada 
tender  our  sincere  felicitations  to  this  old  historic  Grand  Chap- 
ter, may  its  future  be  as  bright,  progressive  and  inspiring  as 
its  glorious  past. 

Quarterly  held  December  6, 1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burch- 
field  on  the  throne.  Distinguished  guests  were  present  in  large 
numbers  and  hailed  from  the  four  points  of  the  compass,  and 
included  delegations  from  the  following  Grand  Chapters,  New 
York,  Connecticut,  Vermont,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Ohio,  Maine, 
New  Jersey,  District  of  Columbia,  Delaware,  Colorado  and  Can- 
ada, the  latter  being  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  L.  F. 
Stephens,  K.C.,  of  Hamilton,  Ontario.  Associate  Bodies  repre- 
sented included  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Knights  Templar, 
Order  of  the  Knights  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and  the 
Scottish  Rite.  Need  we  say  that  this  splendid  array  represent- 
ing the  leadership  of  Masonry  received  a  warm  fraternal  greet- 
ing. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  provides  a  complete 
summary  of  the  year's  activities. 

After  a  most  friendly  welcome  to  all  present  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Burch field  spoke  feelingly  of  the  Fraternal  Dead  and  paid 
graceful  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  others  who  had 
assisted  during  the  year.  During  his  term  he  visited  exten- 
sively both  within  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  his  jurisdic- 
tion. These  visits  are  all  fully  set  forth  and  it  is  with  interest 
we  note  his  reference  to  his  visit  to  our  Grand  Chapter  in 
April,  1945. 

Dispensations  were  purely  routine  and  do  not  attract  the 
attention  of  others  than  those  immediately  interested. 

In  his  valedictory  remarks  the  Grand  High  Priest  urges  all 
Chapters  to  do  their  utmost  to  uphold  the  dignity  and  suprem- 
acy of  Grand  Chapter.  He  also  refers  to  the  substantial  in- 
crease in  membership.  (This  is  something  we  predicted  in 
our  1945  Review.) 
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The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  clearly  indicates  that  all  is 
well  with  Grand  Chapter  from  a  financial  standpoint.  Expenses 
well  within  the  budget  and  investments  valued  at  $154,499.00. 

As  we  read  of  the  celebration  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Fiftieth  Anniversary  we  like  these  words  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Burchfield— 

"A  glorious  past  impels  us  into  a  glorious  future,  if  we  ever 
remember  the  Holy  Writ,  'Let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing,  for  in 
due  season  we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not'." 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  Canada  is  again  reviewed  by  that 
brilliant  correspondent,  John  M.  Core,  for  whom  we  entertain 
a  wholesome  respect  and  a  warm  feeling  of  friendship  even  if 
that  friendship  is  still  by  remote  control. 

It  is  somewhat  disappointing  to  find  that  we  are  not  to  be 
privileged  to  read  another  inspiring  Foreword  by  Comp.  Core, 
but  this  feature  appears  to  have  been  eliminated  this  year. 

Turning  to  his  review  of  Canada  we  find  that  we  have  been 
generously  accorded  four  full  pages.  Full  coverage  is  given  to 
the  high-lights  of  our  1945  Convocation  with  numerous  quota- 
tions from  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burden's  address.  He  refers  to  our 
last  Review  and  is  kind  enough  to  say  that  he  read  it  in  its 
entirety  and  to  prove  that  he  really  read  the  entire  135  pages 
he  quotes  from  our  Review  of  a  number  of  Grand  Chapters. 
We  very  much  appreciate  all  the  nice  things  he  has  to  say  of 
our  humble  efforts. 

Congratulations  on  a  most  generous  and  interesting  review. 
It  is  always  a  delight  to  review  Pennsylvania. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  R.  Burchfield  continues  in  office  for  an- 
other term.  John  C.  F.  Kitselman  was  again  invested  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  Pennsylvania  by  Samuel 
Shaw,  while  Pennsylvania's  representative  in  Canada  is  the 
one  and  only  L.  F.  Stephens,  K.C.,  Past  Grand  Z. 

QUEBEC 

J.  D.  McFadyen— Grand  Z.

The  Sixty-Ninth  Annual  Convocation  held  in  the  City  of 
Montreal,  March  27,  1946. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  formed  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  McFadyen.    It  is  interesting  to  note 
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that  six  Past  Grand  Z.'s  and  twenty-two  Grand  Representa- 
tives were  in  attendance,  our  Grand  Chapter,  as  usual,  was 
capably  represented  by  the  ever-faithful  M.  Ex.  Comp.  D.  Mc- 
Lellan.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  representatives  of  other 
jurisdictions  were  cordially  welcomed  and  instructed  to  convey 
a  message  of  fraternal  good-will  to  their  respective  Grand 
Chapters. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  McFadyen  is  at  once  stimulat- 
ing and  inspirational  and  is  written  in  a  manner  that  bespeaks 
of  culture  and  literary  ability.  From  his  introductory  remarks 
we  extract  these  all  too  true  words — 

"During  the  last  six  sessions  of  this  Grand  Chapter  we  met  under 
a  dark,  forboding  cloud,  a  cloud  much  darker  and  more  threatening 
than  any  of  us  knew;  but  thanks  to  our  great  Allied  Leaders,  to  the 
bravery  and  sacrifice  of  our  young  manhood,  and  the  favour  of 
Almighty  God  we  are  able  to  meet  together  here  today  with  none 
to  molest.  Freedom  won?  We  hope  so — but  at  what  a  price — a 
price  that  was  appalling;  for  not  only  was  there  a  tremendous  waste 
of  material  resources,  resulting  in  famine  and  suffering  beyond  the 
power  of  imagination,  but  millions  of  the  bravest  and  best  young 
men,  who  entertained  high  hope  for,  and  faith  in  the  future,  were 
mown  down  like  grass,  leaving  behind  countless  millions  to  mourn 
their  untimely  end." 

The  Grand  Z.  in  a  most  gracious  manner  then  extended  a 
warm  welcome  to  all  present  and  feelingly  referred  to  the  Fra- 
ternal Dead.  These  remarks  were  followed  by  the  observance 
of  one  minute  of  silence. 

Among  his  dispensations  we  find,  as  usual,  reference  to 
dispensations  being  granted  to  permit  a  Companion  to  be  in- 
stalled as  Z.  of  a  Chapter  who  has  not  previously  served  as 
W.M.  of  a  Craft  Lodge.  As  we  have  commented  in  previous 
reviews  we  are  strongly  in  favour  of  securing  the  rulers  of 
Chapters  from  among  those  who  have  served  in  a  similar  ca- 
pacity in  Symbolic  Masonry.  We  believe  that  an  error  was 
made  in  our  jurisdiction  in  amending  our  Constitution  many 
years  ago,  however,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  re-instate  the 
system  at  this  late  date,  but  this  Correspondent  is  very  happy 
that  Quebec  still  carries  on  the  old  tradition. 

Visitations  are  fully  detailed  by  the  Grand  Z.  We  note  his 
reference  to  his  inability  to  return  to  his  native  Province  to 
visit  our  Grand  Chapter.  While  we  definitely  missed  him  we 
can  assure  him  that  he  was  well  represented  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Burrows  and  that  evergreen  perennial  of  Masonry,  our  dear 
friend  Walter  W.  Williamson. 
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From  an  eloquent  dissertation  on  "Masons  and  Builders" 
which  concludes  a  magnificent  address  we  quote  a  few  words 
taken  here  and  there  at  random  from  this  scholarly  message — ■ 

"How  poignant  and  effective  are  the  Life  Lessons  taught  by  each 
degree.  Truly  Masons  should  be  men  of  high  standards  of  living, 
influential  for  good  and  builders  for  eternity." 

"The  world  today  is  calling  eagerly  for  men — men  who  are  con- 
structive, not  destructive — men  who  are  builders,  not  destroyers. 
What  the  Angel  is  recorded  to  have  said  to  the  Apostle  Peter  I  would 
humbly  say  to  every  true  hearted  Mason  here  today,  'Gird  thyself 
and  bind  on  thy  sandals'." 

"Are  we  as  Masons  disturbed?  Have  we  not  in  Masonry  just 
what  this  world  needs?" 

"So  that  Free  Masons  the  world  over,  possessing  that  spirit — the 
spirit  of  Truth  and  Love — and  applying  it  to  life  must  wield  a  great 
influence  for  good  and  for  better  human  relationships.  We  are 
builders  of  'Good  Will'  without  distinction  in  color,  race  or  creed. 
Our  trust  is  in  God  and  our  Faith  is  well  founded.  What  we  most 
need  is  a  positive,  constructive,  dynamic  Faith  in  the  power  of 
Almighty  God  to  make  this  world  over  new." 

From  the  Business-like  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  we 
learn  that  Quebec  records  a  substantial  increase  in  member- 
ship. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  is  also  most  encouraging 
with  receipts  well  in  excess  of  disbursements,  a  bank  balance 
of  $5,486.00,  a  Benevolent  Fund  of  $2,220.00,  with  a  total 
worth  of  $38,698.00 — surely  a  very  comforting  fiscal  position. 

We  have  perused  with  much  interest  the  reports  of  the 
District  Superintendents,  all  of  which  speak  of  increased  in- 
terest and  attendance  which  is  indicative  of  a  revival  of  inter- 
est in  the  work  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  learn  through  the  medium  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  illness  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Pullen.  We  trust 
that  he  has  by  this  time  regained  his  customary  good-health 
and  vigor. 

During  the  evening  session  a  number  of  distinguished  visi- 
tors were  received.  These  included  the  Grand  High  Priests 
of  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Maine  and  Vermont,  and  our 
Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  V.  Conover,  who  was  introduced 
by  our  good  friend  Duncan  McLellan. 

The  report  on  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  is  most  interesting 
and  pays  well-deserved  tribute  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  McFadyen. 
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We  enjoy  the  description  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  who  is  termed 
a  youthful  veteran  of  whom  it  may  be  said,  "Age  cannot 
wither  him  nor  custom  stale  his  infinite  variety.,,  How  true, 
how  true!  This  report  concludes  with  this  beautiful  thought 
poetically  expressed — 

"Through  its  laughing  and  its  weeping, 
Through  its  living  and  its  keeping, 
Through  its  follies  and  its  labours,  weaving  in  and  out  of  sight, 
To  the  end  from  the  beginning, 
Through  all  virtue  and  all  sinning, 
Reeled  from   God's   great  spooll   of  Progress   runs   the   golden 
thread  of  light." 

Let  us  then  with  clear  eyes  and  steadfast  purpose,  follow  the  gleam. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwards  writes  another  review,  his  sixteenth 
as  he  says.  This  surely  qualifies  him  as  an  expert  Craftsman 
and  a  veteran  of  the  Corps  of  Correspondents.  If  congratula- 
tions from  one  who  is  a  mere  youth  in  experience  when  com- 
pared with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwards,  may  not  be  considered  as 
too  forward,  we  should  like  to  say  that  the  Fraternal  Report 
of  Quebec  is  a  constant  source  of  inspiration  and  encourage- 
ment to  us. 

His  reference  to  ill-health  is  disturbing,  may  we  express 
the  earnest  hope  that  he  has  since  fully  recovered  from  his 
serious  illness. 

Our  immediate  interest  is  in  his  review  of  our  jurisdiction. 
We  find  that  our  1945  Convocation  is  generously  treated  with 
note  and  comment  on  our  Grand  Z.'s  address,  a  running  sum- 
mary of  our  various  activities,  a  good  word  for  the  humani- 
tarian work  of  the  Welfare  Committee  of  Toronto,  and  a  most 
friendly  reference  to  our  last  Review. 

As  usual  it  has  been  a  delight  to  review  Quebec,  and  why 
not?  This  Correspondent  is  privileged  to  represent  Quebec 
near  our  Grand  Chapter  and  feels  truly  at  home  among  the 
names  and  references  to  many  whose  friendship  is  highly 
prized. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  A.  J.  Osgood  was  declared 
Grand  Z.  and  duly  installed.  Walter  W.  Williamson  still  carries 
the  responsibilities  of  Grand  Scribe  E.

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QUEENSLAND 

R.  N.  F.  Quinn — First  Grand  Principal. 
S.  W.  Coulter— Grand  Scribe  E. 

Regular  Convocation  held  in  Brisbane,  April  4,  1945,  with 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  presiding". 

Following  the  opening  ceremonies  the  First  Grand  Principal 
tendered  a  gracious  welcome  to  those  present.  Under  ' "Obitu- 
ary" appears  the  names  of  a  number  of  outstanding  Craftsmen 
who  have  passed  within  the  Veil  with  a  special  reference  to 
the  death  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  L.  P.  Marks,  P.G.H. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  is  masterly  and  we 
should  like  to  quote  it  in  its  entirety,  but  lack  of  space  forbids. 
We  content  ourselves  with  the  following  extract — 

"Freedom  of  thought  and  speech  is  a  very  precious  heritage,  and 
we  should  be  sensitive  to  its  significance.  The  enemy  of  progress  is 
the  closed  mind,  bound  by  prejudice.  Freedom  of  thought  and 
action  will  remove  this  obstacle,  and  set  the  mind  free  for  creative 
activity." 

Thirty-Five  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  Queensland  Grand  Representatives 
who  are  unable  to  attend  send  a  written  apology.  It  seems  to 
this  Correspondent  that  Canadian  and  American  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives can  learn  a  lesson  by  this  procedure. 

A  Charter  was  granted  to  a  newly  formed  Chapter  to  be 
known  as  "Commonwealth  Royal  Arch  Chapter." 

Reports  of  Committees  occupied  the  attention  of  Grand 
Chapter  at  this  Convocation. 

Supreme  Grand  Chapter  convened,  October  3,  1945,  with 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  on  the  throne. 

Opening  with  solemn  prayer  and  in  Ample  Form  the  First 
Grand  Principal  extended  the  customary  welcome.  Again  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Quinn  delivered  a  sparkling  address  from  which 
we  take  these  words — 

"We  must  be  great  of  purpose,  or  die — either  we  go  ahead  in 
the  endeavour  to  improve  our  moral  and  material  welfare  or  we 
revert  to  the  jungle.  We  still  command  these  issues.  We  retain 
our  Faith— we  recognize  the  ebb  and  flow  of  life;  while  striving 
with  all  uor  power  to  perfect  those  things  which  have  proved  o± 
benefit  and  essential  to  the  progress  and  welfare  of  man  . 
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Past  Rank  was  conferred  upon  a  number  of  Companions 
for  meritorious  service  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

Grand  Representatives  in  goodly  number  were  received  and 
officially  welcomed. 

Appointments  to  the  Corps  of  Grand  Representatives  were 
confirmed. 

As  an  indication  of  the  progress  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
is  making  in  Australia  a  number  of  new  Chapters  were  insti- 
tuted. 

Finances  from  the  Grand  Treasurer's  Report  are  on  a 
sound  basis  with  a  Benevolent  Fund  of  some  $45,000.00. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Queensland  sponsors  Research 
Chapters  where  studious  minded  Craftsmen  delve  into  the 
dim  and  distant  past  and  provide  enlightment  for  the  Craft 
as  a  whole. 

Following  customary  procedure  the  First  Grand  Principal, 
R.  N.  Quinn,  was  re-elected  to  Office.  As  we  have  so  often 
remarked,  this  system  has  a  distinct  advantage.  A  Companion 
holds  office  indefinitely,  and  as  a  result  Grand  Chapter  is  al- 
ways ruled  by  a  leader  of  long  experience. 

Supreme  Grand  Chapter  closed  by  singing  the  "Old  Hun- 
dredth" and  the  National  Anthem. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Queensland  by  J.  Shirra,  Jr., 
whose  work  on  the  Board  of  Benevolence  clearly  indicates  that 
Comp.  Shirra  is  a  true  Craftsman  in  every  sense  of  the  term. 

Neil  A.  McEachern  ably  represents  Queensland  in  Canada. 

RHODE  ISLAND 

James  S.  Groff — Grand  High  Priest. 
Edward  M.  Wheeler — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Eighth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Providence,  March  13,  1945. 

After  opening  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Groff  extended  a  greeting  to  W.  L.  Sweet  representing  the 
Scottish  Rite  and  Henry  P.  Stone,  Grand  Master  of  Grand 
Council. 
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Thirty-one  jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their  Grand 
Representatives.  Canada's  representative  failed  to  respond  to 
the  roll-call. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Groff  provides  interesting* 
reading.  After  formally  greeting  those  present  and  paying 
graceful  tribute  to  the  Fraternal  Dead,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
enumerates  his  appointments  and  dispensations,  these  latter 
were  extremely  few  in  numbers. 

Referring  to  membership  and  reviewing  the  losses  of  the 
past  sixteen  years,  he  pertinently  asks :  "Are  we  reaching  the 
turning  point  ?"  The  answer  to  this  query  is  found  in  the 
World-wide  revival  of  interest  manifested  in  practically  every 
jurisdiction,  and  we  are  sure  that  the  1946  Proceedings  of 
Rhode  Island  will  indicate  that  this  Grand  Chapter  too  is  head- 
ing for  better  days. 

Visitations  are  written  up  in  a  very  readable  manner.  From 
this  section  we  extract  the  following  comment  on  the  system 
of  fraternity — 

"With  the  great  need  of  these  broadening  possibilities  of  frater- 
nity it  is  unthinkable  that  we  will  allow  them  to  become  lost  in 
the  mechanics  of  every  day  life; 

"The  greatest  fruits  of  Freemasonry  are  the  spiritual  values  that 
we  may  derive  from  its  teachings.  We  may  consider  it  as  a  great 
storehouse  from  which  we  are  privileged  to  withdraw  those  attributes 
of  character  with  which  to  balance  our  moral  and  temporal  life. 
Masons  down  through  the  ages  have  used  this  wonderful  privilege 
and  have  drawn  from  such  a  spiritual  storehouse  the  requisites 
necessary  to  perpetuate  their  names  to  posterity  and  to  brand  in- 
delibly their  humanness  in  the  hearts  and  in  the  minds  of  men." 

With  these  words  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Groff  concludes  a  splendid 
address. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  note  that  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter  appear  to  be  on  a  solid  basis 
with  assets  of  $23,456.10. 

Grand  Secretary  Wheeler  reports  that  Rhode  Island  is  still 
in  the  red,  numerically  speaking,  as  already  suggested  we  look 
for  a  more  comforting  report  in  1946. 

Edward  M.  Wheeler  writes  the  report  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence, which  gives  a  brief  summary  of  gains  and  losses 
in  the  various  Grand  Chapters  and  refers  to  a  few  highlights 
of  the  past  year. 
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Following  the  election  of  Officers  Harlan  G.  Bemis  was  in- 
stalled as  Grand  High  Priest.  Edward  M.  Wheeler  continues 
as  Grand  Secretary. 

Edward  H.  Brennan  represents  Rhode  Island  near  our 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  while  Canada's  representative  in  Rhode 
Island  is  Norris  G.  Abbott. 

SASKATCHEWAN 

Lome  Johnson — Grand  Z. 

A.  A.  Wilson — Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  Twenty-Second  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Regina, 
May  23,  1945. 

Having  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Johnson  extended  a  warm  fraternal  greeting  to  the  following 
distinguished  visitors:  Ray  V.  Denslow,  General  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  U.S.A.,  and  delega- 
tions from  North  Dakota,  Iowa,  Alberta  and  Manitoba. 

Following  these  Ross  C.  Dobbin,  Sovereign  Grand  Com- 
mander, Knights  Templar,  was  introduced  and  needless  to  say 
all  were  received  with  the  customary  Grand  Honours. 

We  are  happy  indeed  to  include  Saskatchewan  in  our  review 
after  an  absence  of  several  years.  We  are  always  reluctant 
to  omit  any  of  the  Canadian  Grand  Chapters,  for  after  all,  they 
are  our  very  own  kith  and  kin,  and  share  with  us  the  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  citizenship  in  our  fair  Domnion. 

We  are  impelled  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  short 
but  eloquent  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Johnson.  Shorn  of  the 
usual  platitudes  and  devoid  of  lengthy,  and  at  times,  uninter- 
esting references  to  visitations,  this  address  is  most  read- 
able. After  the  usual  welcome  to  those  in  attendance  he  re- 
fers to  war  conditions  and  we  excerpt  the  following — 

"We  give  thanks  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  that  after 
five  and  one-half  years  of  darkness,  light  is  again  beginning  to 
shine  in  a  troubled  world." 

After  an  impressive  reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead  he 
pays  special  tribute  to  the  memory  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Francis  B. 
Reilly  and  others.  He  concludes  the  section  with  this  poetical 
gem — 

"He  has  peacefully  furled  his  sail 
In  harbour  sheltered  from  storm  and  gale; 
And  greeting  the  friends  who  have  sailed  before, 
O'er  that  unknown  sea  to  that  unknown  shore." 
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He  refers  to  the  institution  of  a  new  Chapter  and  the  re- 
vival of  Yorkton  Chapter,  which  has  been  dormant  for  some 
time.  He  mentions  also  an  increase  in  membership,  all  of 
which  indicates  that  conditions  in  the  Royal  Craft  are  showing 
improvement.    In  the  closing  paragraph  he  has  this  to  say — 

"'Where  man  calls  man  Brother  there  is  Liberty.     Where  man 
calls   man   Master   there    is    Tyranny/     In   the   Dictator   countries 
Masonry  has  been  extinguished  and  it  would  seem  that  where  there  ■ 
is  no  liberty,  Masonry  cannot  exist  and  the  reverse  also  seems  to 
apply  where  Masonry  exists  there  is  liberty." 

and  closes  with  this  homily — 

"Then  let  the  counsel  of  your  own  heart  stand  for  there  is  none 
more  faithful  unto  thee  than  it,  for  a  man's  soul  is  sometimes  wont 
to  bring  him  tidings,  more  than  seven  watchmen  that  sit  on  a  high 
tower." 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  Report  we  are  inclined  to  be- 
lieve that  finances  in  Saskatchewan  are  sound  and  well  man- 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  Report  is  also  very  illuminative  and 
records  a  substantial  increase  in  membership. 

During  the  session  twenty-two  Grand  Representatives 
answered  the  roll-call. 

From  a  beautiful  report  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  we  extract 
these  words — 

"We  reverence  their  memories  and  leave  them  with  the  Grand 
Master.  With  the  trowel,  emblematic  of  Deity,  we  apply  the  cement 
of  human  kindness,  charity  and  brotherly  love,  and  by  the  street 
called  Straight,  we  reach  the  Temple  Beautiful  where  the  Great 
Designer  arranges  us  on  the  level  of  Eternity." 

Dr.  R.  W.  Kirby  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  Z.,  while 
A.  A.  Wilson  continues  as  Grand  Scribe  E. 

We  regret  to  note  that  Saskatchewan  publishes  no  report 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence.  Despite  this  fact  we  may  say 
that  in  reviewing  this  jurisdiction  we  have  enjoyed  our  brief 
sojourn  among  our  friends  of  Saskatchewan. 

Our  jurisdiction  enjoys  the  distinction  of  having  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Lome  Johnson  as  our  representative  in  Saskatchewan. 
E.  W.  Hitchcock  represents  Saskatchewan  near  our  Grand 
Chapter. 


REVIEWS  103 

SCOTLAND 

Major  R.  H.  F.  Moncreiff— Grand  Z. 
T.  P.  Nathaniel— Depute  Grand  Z. 
George  A.  Howell — Grand  Scribe  E. 

Quarterly  Convocation  held  in  Edinburgh,  September  21, 
1945. 

After  opening  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form, 
the  Grand  Z.  spoke  in  a  serious  vein  of  the  close  of  the  war  and 
the  great  sacrifice  made  by  the  men  who  made  this  possible. 
Sympathetic  reference  was  also  made  to  the  passing  of  a  num- 
ber of  outstanding  Craftsmen  wrhose  deaths  have  been  a  severe 
blow  to  Scottish  Masonry. 

Guests  included  Captain  Sir  Maxwell  Anderson,  R.N.,  who 
hails  from  the  Western  Mediterranean  territory ;  Dr.  Colenso- 
Jones  from  Palestine,  Syria  and  Egypt,  and  a  Past  First  Prin- 
cipal from  Bermuda.  Sir  Maxwell  Anderson,  in  speaking,  told 
of  the  Temple  at  Malta  having  been  destroyed  by  enemy  action 
and  had  this  to  say — 

"As  you  know  our  Temple  of  Malta  was  totally  destroyed  by 
enemy  action,  four  bombs  falling  on  the  building.  The  Brethren 
turned  their  hands  from  Speculative  to  Operative  Masonry,  and 
made  one  room  fit  for  the  carrying  on  of  our  meetings.  We  have 
rebuilt  the  original  Temple  and  improved  it.  The  cost  was  £5,500, 
but  the  building  has  not  yet  been  properly  furnished.  There  is  a 
great  shortage  of  chairs  and  the  wood  to  make  these." 

At  the  Quarterly  meeting  held  December  7,  1945,  financial 
and  other  reports  were  received  and  considered.  A  perusal  of 
the  financial  statement  clearly  indicates  that  finances  of  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  are  on  a  solid  basis.  The  usual  ban- 
quet in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  Vernal  Equinox 
was  cancelled. 

Quarterly  Convocation,  June  21,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Moncreiff  on  the  Throne.  From  the  report  received,  we  find 
that  this  Convocation  wras  devoted  entirely  to  administrative 
affairs. 

Quarterly  held  September  6,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mon- 
creiff presiding. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  reports  of  these  various  meetings 
include  an  item  under  the  caption  of  Apologies.  This  is  some- 
thing that  our  Canadian  Companions,  with  few  exceptions,  do 
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not  understand.  In  Scotland  if  a  Companion  is  unable  to  attend 
a  Convocation  he  is  courteous  enough  to  send  an  apology  for 
his  absence. 

A  request  for  the  granting  of  a  charter  in  Panama  came 
before  Grand  Chapter  but  no  action  was  taken. 

In  the  reports  of  the  various  Grand  Superintendents,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  a  financial  record  of  the  District  is  in- 
corporated. In  practically  every  case,  the  reports  show  both 
financial  and  numerical  increases.  From  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Superintendent  of  India,  we  extract  the  following — 

"Masonic  principles  enlarge  life's  horizons  and  ennoble  life's 
purpose,  for  no  man  can  follow  the  teachings  of  Masonry  and  em- 
body its  teachings  in  actual  life  without  creating  an  atmosphere 
which  will  pervade  every  nook  and  corner  of  his  existence.  He  may 
personally  be  unconscious  of  it,  but  if  light  be  in  him,  he  shines; 
if  his  heart  glows  with  love,  he  warms;  and  if  he  be  pure  in  thought 
and  affection,  he  cleanses." 

One  has  only  to  review  the  various  reports  of  Scotland  to 
realize  how  far  flung  are  its  boundaries.  We  read  of  Panama, 
India,  Tasmania,  Jerusalem,  New  Zealand,  Australia,  Malta  and 
Transvaal. 

We  are  sorry  that  at  this  writing  we  have  no  report  on  the 
December  Quarterly.  We  have,  however,  enjoyed  our  all  too 
brief  sojourn  among  our  Scottish  Kith  and  Kin.  We  should, 
however,  mention  that  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Moncreiff  was  again  in- 
stalled Grand  Z.  with  all  the  traditional  form  and  dignity. 

Canada's  representative  in  the  land  of  this  Correspondent's 
forebears,  is  the  Earl  of  Lauderdale,  while  Scotland's  represen- 
tative in  Canada  is  that  distinguished  Craftsman  W.  H.  Ward- 
rope,  K.C. 

TENNESSEE 

Otway  Yates — Grand  High  Priest. 
T.  E.  Doss — Grand  Secretary. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Nashville,  January  28,  1946. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Yates  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form 
followed  by  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  and  the  colorful 
ceremony  of  reciting  the  Pledge  to  the  United  States  Flag. 
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We  in  Canada  have  no  such  ceremony  regarding  the  Flag,  al- 
though we  yield  to  none  in  our  allegiance  to  the  historic  old 
Union  Jack. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  forty-two  Grand 
Representatives  were  in  attendance.  Many  visitors  were  re- 
ceived and  cordially  greeted,  these  included  representatives  of 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  Delaware,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  the 
Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council  and  the  M.  Wor.  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Yates  is  a  condensed  re- 
port on  the  year's  work.  We  suggest  that  he  has  the  happy 
faculty  of  saying  much  in  a  few  words.  From  his  opening 
remarks  we  extract  these  words — ■ 

"It  is  our  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  see  that  those  free- 
doms shall  continue,  and  that  the  torch  of  Masonic  light  and  knowl- 
edge, the  duty  we  owe  to  God,  our  country  and  our  neighbors,  may 
shine  into  the  darkest  recesses  of  a  gloomy  and  saddened  world." 

After  a  formal  greeting  to  those  present,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Yates  pays  reverent  tribute  to  those  who  have  gone  before. 

Rulings,  appointments  and  dispensations  are  fully  enumer- 
ated, these  latter  were  few  in  number  and  of  no  importance 
to  others  than  those  immediately  interested. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  refers  briefly  to  his  visitations  and 
his  method  of  dealing  with  this  phase  of  his  address  is  refresh- 
ing after  reading  so  many  addresses  where  visits  are  set  forth 
in  tiresome  detail  and  occupying  many  pages  in  the  Proceed- 
ings. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  issue  of  a  dispensation  for  the 
revival  of  a  defunct  Chapter.  This  is  clearly  indicative  that 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  on  the  move  in  Tennessee. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  Tennessee  Grand  Chapter 
and  Grand  Lodge  share  the  expense  of  a  common  office  which 
sounds  like  good  business  to  this  Correspondent. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Yates  closes  a  highly  illuminative  address 
with  words  of  commendation  for  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
other  officers  who  had  rendered  valuable  assistance  during  the 
year,  and  in  speaking  of  his  Masonic  work  he  concludes  with 
the  words — 

"Each  contact  made  during  the  year  has  been  a  real  inspiration 
and  a  joy." 
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From  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  learn  that  receipts  were 
$12,951.46,  disbursements  $11,022.27,  with  investments  in 
United  States  Bonds  valued  at  $19,500.00,  and  cash  deposits 
of  $12,033.05.  Truly  a  strong  position  and  one  which  should 
be  comforting  to  our  friends  in  Tennessee. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  equally  encouraging  show- 
ing a  net  gain  in  membership  of  1,101,  which  is  remarkable 
for  a  comparatively  small  jurisdiction. 

Canada  might  well  take  a  page  out  of  the  book  of  Tennessee 
with  respect  to  devoting  space  in  the  Proceedings  for  the  print- 
ing of  an  Honor  Roll  of  all  those  members  who  served  in  the 
recent  World  War. 

Once  again  J.  I.  Walker,  P.G.H.P.,  writes  the  report  on 
Correspondence,  which  has  been  established  on  a  very  high 
standard.  His  Foreword  is  not  lengthy,  but  it  carries  a  worth- 
while message.  We  quote  a  few  lines  taken  at  random  from 
this  literary  treat — 

"Yes,  Capitular  Masonry  is  coming  into  its  own." 

"As  for  funds,  there  has  always  been  enough;  Masonry  was  never 

great  because  of  wealth,  but  becuase  of  what  it  was,  what  it  taught, 

and  what  it  meant  to  man." 

"The  N.P.D.  Route  is  virtually  an  abandoned  path  at  this  writing." 

"Companions,  Capitular  Masonry  is  getting  the  attention  of  truly 
great  leaders  in  all  walks  of  life.     Let's  lend  our  support." 

Comp.  Walker  reports  that  the  clouds  are  melting  away 
and  the  sun  is  again  shining  over  the  realm  of  Capitularism. 
We  share  with  him  the  optimism  that  appears  in  every  line  of 
this  splendid  Foreword. 

Canada  is  given  full  coverage  in  a  most  neighbourly  review. 
Comp.  Walker  commences  with  "Tennessee  was  not  represent- 
ed".  In  fairness  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  P.  Freed  of  Port  Arthur, 
who  carries  the  commission  of  Tennessee,  we  should  say  that 
no  more  loyal  or  active  Craftsman  could  have  been  selected  to 
represent  Tennessee,  but  unfortunately  Comp.  Freed's  place  of 
residence  is  located  hundreds  of  miles  from  our  place  of  meet- 
ing in  1945,  and  would  have  required  at  least  four  days  of 
travelling  to  and  from  in  order  to  attend.  Our  Grand  Z.'s  ad- 
dress in  generously  quoted  and  reference  made  to  our  statistics

of  this  official  is  well  deserved. 

We  approach  the  subject  of  our  last  review  with  the  feel- 
ing that  Friend  Walker  has  viewed  our  humble  efforts  through 
the  proverbial  rose-colored  glasses.  Our  thanks  are  due  for 
all  the  nice  things  he  has  to  say,  even  if  we  cannot  fully  sub- 
scribe to  all  of  them.  At  the  risk  of  turning  this  into  a  mutual 
admiration  society,  we  reiterate  that  it  is  at  once  a  pleasure, 
indeed,  a  delight  to  review  Tennessee.  We  add  Comp.  Walker 
to  our  golden  chain  of  friendship,  although,  like  many  others, 
it  may  be  in  absentia  yet  it  is  non-the-less  sincere. 

"True  friends  are  found  but  seldom 
As  we  go  hurrying  on 
But  sunsets  gleams  more  golden  and  brighter  glows  the  dawn, 
When  we  have  known  the  sweetness  of  the  best  gift  life  can  send, 
That  rare,  that  priceless  treasure  an 
Understanding  friend." 

Adieu  Comp.  Walker  for  yet  another  year. 

From  the  report  on  the  election  of  Officers,  we  note  that 
W.  R.  Singleton  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest. 
That  very  efficient  Grand  Secretary,  T.  E.  Doss,  as  to  be  ex- 
pected, continues  in  office. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  Tennessee  by  R.  K.  Roney, 
Sr.,  while,  as  already  noted,  A.  P.  Freed  represents  Tennessee 
near  our  Grand  Chapter. 


TEXAS

The  Ninety-Sixth  Convocation  held  in  Waco,  December  3, 
1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Oldham  presiding. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  and  after  prayer  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain  and  the  presentation  of  the  Flag,  received  six- 
teen Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  later  forty-two  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives. The  ever  faithful  Temple  Morrow  responding 
for  Canada.  It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  these  received  a 
most  gracious  welcome. 
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Before  proceeding  with  our  Review  of  the  Annual  Convoca- 
tion we  desire  to  make  a  brief  reference  to  a  Special  Convoca- 
tion held  in  Fort  Worth,  September  1,  1945.  Grand  Chapter 
was  convened  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  the  One  Hun- 
dredth Anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Comp.  John  J.  Ray.  This 
gathering  included  members  of  Grand  Council,  Grand  Com- 
mandery  and  Grand  Lodge.  In  1944  Comp.  Ray,  in  his 
ninety-ninth  year  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  in  fault- 
less manner.  It  is  but  a  few  years  since  he  visited  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  and  well  do  we  remember  how  thrilled  we 
were  to  receive  the  oldest  Mason  in  the  United  States  and 
possibly  in  the  whole  world.  Comp.  Ray  should  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  that  host  of  young  Craftsmen  who  falter  and  hesitate 
after  a  few  years'  service.  Not  so  Comp.  Ray,  who  at  a  100 
years  of  age,  is  still  an  active,  enthusiastic  and  interested 
member  of  the  various  branches  of  Masonry.  May  we  in 
Canada  pay  reverent  tribute  to  one  who  has  indeed  proven 
himself  a  Christian  gentleman,  an  honoured  citizen  and  a 
Master  Craftsman. 

But  now  let  us  return  to  the  Annual  Convocation,  where  we 
find  the  chair  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  draped  and 
vacant  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  George  R. 
Kimbrough  whose  death  occurred  during  the  year.  We  tender 
belated  sympathy  to  our  Companions  of  Texas  in  their  great 
loss. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Oldham  is  a  complete  sum- 
marization of  the  year's  work.  To  read  it  is  to  have  a  very 
complete  pen  picture  of  Royal  Arch  events  in  Texas. 

Opening  with  prayer  the  Grand  High  Priest,  in  graceful 
terms,  tenders  a  welcome  to  all  present,  pays  tribute  to  the 
Fraternal  Dead  and  announces  his  many  appointments. 

Dispensations  are  fully  set  forth,  but  as  these  are  all  purely 
administrative,  no  comment  is  necessary. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Oldham  spoke  most  encouragingly  of  condi- 
tions which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  three  new  Chapters, 
this  is  something  that  speaks  for  itself. 

Despite  travel  restrictions  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  quite 
assiduous  in  his  efforts  to  contact  the  Constitutent  Chapters. 
Many  visits  are  recorded  in  detail. 
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He  made  reference  to  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons,  for  which 
Grand  Chapter  provided  an  Endowment  Fund  of  $500,000.00  in 
1927.  Owing  to  the  reduced  yield  from  investments  he  recom- 
mended that  the  fund  be  increased  to  $1,000,000.00  as  quickly 
as  possible,  and,  as  a  beginning  recommended  that  $100,000.00 
of  Government  Bonds  be  transferred  from  the  Grand  Chapter 
account  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  Truly  a  noble  undertaking 
and  one  that  puts  to  shame  the  puny  efforts  of  humanitarian- 
ism  of  most  Grand  Chapters,  including,  of  course,  Canada. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  concludes  a  most  business-like  re- 
port with  a  word  of  praise  for  the  excellent  work  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  is  impressive  with  total 
asets,  exclusive  of  investment  in  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons, 
amounting  to  $148,741.00. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  new  members  totalling 
5,735,  with  losses  through  death  and  other  causes  of  1,035, 
making  a  net  gain  of  4,700  members.  A  most  commendable 
record  indeed. 

During  the  evening  session  delegates  from  Grand  Council, 
Grand  Commandery  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  were  fit- 
tingly received  and  honoured. 

Visitors  also  were  received  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of 
New  Mexico,  Indiana,  Louisiana  and  Oklahoma. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Orator  is  a  literary  epic.  We 
have  space  for  but  a  brief  sample  of  this  wonderful  address — 

"Let  the  pessimists  wail — let  the  wise  ones  pronounce  their  evil 
days  to  come — let  the  ravens  croak — our  philosophy  is  built  on  faith 
— faith  in  God  and  man — though  evil  days  come,  the  darkening 
clouds  lower,  we  will  not  be  frightened — and  like  old  Job,  who  in  the 
depth  of  misery  found  the  truth,  we  will  shout  'I  know  that  my 
Redeemer  livethV 

R.  Lee  Joiner  again  writes  the  Capitular  Review,  which  he 
prefaces  with  a  Foreword,  which  is,  indeed,  interesting.  Under 
the  caption  of  "What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it",  he  proceeds 
in  a  logical  manner  to  impress  upon  his  readers  the  futility  of 
reporting  one  year  a  great  influx  of  new  members  to  be  fol- 
lowed the  succeeding  year  with  an  equal  number  of  suspen- 
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sions.  He  speaks  of  Masonic  education  and  the  need  for  the 
dispensing  of  Masonic  Light  and  classes  Work  as  the  first 
essential,  but  let  him  tell  it  in  his  own  words — 

"Surely  the  'harvest  is  white'  and  each  of  us  needs  to  head  the 
injunction:  'Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard'.  The  answer  to  the 
problem  is  in  one  word,  'WORK'.  And  the  humblest  among  us  can 
make  a  generous  contribution  to  this  'noble  and  glorious  under- 
taking'." 

He  closes  an  inspirational  Foreword  with  a  word  for  his 
fellow-reviewers.    We  quote — 

"May  the  ties  that  bind  us  in  one  common  cause  become  stronger 
and  sweeter  with  the  passing  of  the  years,  and  may  each  of  you 
receive  a  rich  reward  in  the  joy  of  a  work  well  done,  and  the  know- 
ledge that  you  have  assisted  many  in  the  building  of  that  inner 
Temple  which  shall  stand  not  only  for  time  but  for  eternity." 

And  now  we  hurriedly  turn  to  his  treatment  of  Canada,  and, 
as  usual,  find  it  generous.  We  are  accorded  three  and  one-half 
pages  of  comment,  facts  and  figures.  He  quotes  liberally  from 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burden's  address.  Our  last  Review  also  receives 
full  coverage,  indeed,  he  is  overly  generous  when  he  refers  to 
our  work  as  being  of  "singular  form  and  beauty".  He  quotes 
from  our  last  Foreword  and  generally  gives  complete  coverage 
of  our  Review  of  Texas.  Having  established  a  friendship  with 
Comp.  Joiner  via  the  correspondence  route,  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  he  is  viewing  our  humble  efforts  through  the  pro- 
verbial rose-coloured  glasses  of  friendship.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
we  appreciate  his  kindly  words  and  will  file  them  away  in  our 

mental  archives  as  full  compensation  for  the  time  and  effort 
we  have  spent  in  our  review  of  the  realm  of  Capitularism. 

Thanks  for  a  splendid  review  of  Canada  and  as  usual  we 
have  found  reviewing  Texas  truly  a  labour  of  love.  Kind  re- 
gards. 

Following  the  elections  of  Officers  W.  H.  Telf er  was  formal- 
ly installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  With  some  surprise  we  note 
the  retirement  of  Grand  Secretary  Thomas  M.  Bartley  who  has 
been  replaced  in  office  by  Frank  Oldham.  We  have  enjoyed  our 
contact  with  Comp.  Bartley  through  the  medium  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  Texas  and  shall  miss  him. 

Canada  is  most  capably  represented  in  Texas  by  Temple 
Morrow,  while  Texas  is  represented  near  our  Grand  Chapter 
by  W.  E.  Gowling. 
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VERMONT

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Burlington,  June  11th,  1946,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rae 
presiding. 

Following  the  opening  ceremonies  and  an  eloquent  and  im- 
pressive Invocation  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Flag  of  the 
United  States  was  presented  and  all  standing  recited  the  Oath 
of  Allegiance. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  officially  received 
and  seated,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  but  one 
absentee. 

Forty-Four  Grand  Representatives  answered  the  roll-call 
with  Harry  B.  Springstead  responding  for  Canada.  Many  dis- 
tinguished guests  were  in  attendance,  including  delegations 
from  Quebec,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  New  Hampshire,  Maine, 
Connecticut,  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and 
Pennsylvania.  It  is  needless  to  say  all  received  a  warm  frater- 
nal greeting. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rae  is  not  lengthy,  but  it  is 
decidedly  interesting.  From  his  introductory  remarks,  which 
included  a  welcome  to  those  present  and  a  comment  on  the 
return  of  peace,  we  extract  these  lines — 

"This  brotherhood  of  man,  a  teaching  of  our  Craft,  will  do  much 
to  hasten  the  dav  when  misunderstanding,  controversy  j,ealousy  and 
fear  will  be  banished  and  swords  will  be  beaten  into  plowshares." 

Under  Necrology  an  eloquent  tribute  is  paid  to  the  memory 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Perley  H.  Clark,  whose  death  dur- 
ing the  year  was  recorded. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  enumerates  his  visits  to  Subordin- 
ate Chapters  and  refers  to  visitations  to  other  Grand  Chapters. 
These  include  a  visit  to  Quebec  and  the  acceptance  of  an  invi- 
tation to  visit  our  Grand  Chapter  in  Hamilton.  We  regret  that 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rae  was  unable  to  be  present,  but  can  assure 
him  that  he  was  well  represented  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Springstead. 

Appointments,  dispensations  and  decisions  were  all  set 
forth  but  these  contain  nothing  of  unusual  interest. 
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Under  "Condition  of  the  Order",  he  spoke  encouragingly 
of  existing  conditions  and  hopefully  of  the  future.  In  his  con- 
cluding remarks  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rae  quotes  from  the  Scotch 
poet,  Laureate  of  Masonry,  Robert  Burns — "0  wad  some  power 
the  giftie  gie  us  to  see  oursel's  as  ithers  see  us."  Thus  ends 
a  very  fine  address. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  clearly  indicates  that 
all  is  well  financially  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont.  In- 
vestments total  $5,896.00,  with  total  assets  of  $14,162.00. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary  we  learn  that  despite  a  large 
number  of  demits  and  deaths  membership  figures  show  a  de- 
cided gain. 

From  a  very  impressive  report  on  Necrology,  we  quote  these 
lines — 

"There  is  no  death!    The  stars  go  down 
To  rise  upon  some  fairer  shore; 
And  bright  in  Heaven's  jeweled  crown 
They  shine  forevermore. 

And  ever  near  us,  though  unseen 

The  dear  immortal  spirits  tread 
For  all  the  boundless  universe 

Is  life — There  are  no  dead!" 

The  report  on  the  '"Doings  of  Grand  Officers"  opens  with  a 
paraphrasing  of  a  verse  of  the  old  familiar  hymn — 

"All  hail  to  the  morning 
That  bids  us  rejoice; 
The  wars  are  completed, 
Exalt  high  each  voice." 

While  Vermont  appoints  a  Committee  on  Correspondence  a 
diligent  search  in  the  Proceedings  fails  to  find  a  report  on  this 
important  phase  of  our  Masonic  work. 

Following  the  election  of  Officers  Charles  A.  Von  Bruns  was 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Aaron  H.  Grout  continues  as 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  Monday,  June  10, 
1946. 

Canada  is  well  represented  in  Vermont  by  Harry  B.  Spring- 
stead,  while  Charles  H.  Sheppard  carries  the  commission  of 
Vermont  in  Canada. 
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VIRGINIA

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Eighth  Annual  Convocation 
held  in  Richmond,  October  23,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  in  Solemn  Form  the 
Flag  was  presented  and  all  present  recited  the  Pledge  of  Al- 
legiance. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  forty  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives were  received  and  welcomed.  It  is  with  regret  we 
note  the  absence  of  Canada's  representative.  Many  distin- 
guished visitors  were  present,  these  included  delegations  from 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Kentucky, 
Delaware,  North  Carolina,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania.  Following  these  the  Grand  Commander 
of  Knights  Templar  and  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Earl  C.  Laningham, 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  were  escorted  to 
the  Altar  and  received  with  the  customary  honours. 

The  report  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Miles  is  comprehensive  and 
provides  a  summary  of  all  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year. 
After  a  most  graceful  reception  to  the  visitors  and  delegates, 
he  spoke  eloquently  of  the  Fraternal  Dead  with  a  special  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  S.  T.  Sterrett  and 
to  the  son  of  the  Grand  Secretary  who  made  the  Supreme 
Sacrifice  for  his  country  in  the  recently  ended  war. 

Speaking  of  the  "Condition  of  Grand  Chapter"  he  gave 
some  very  encouraging  facts  and  figures,  all  indicative  that  the 
Royal  Craft  in  Virginia  as  elsewhere,  is  making  steady  pro- 
gress. 

Visitations,  despite  travel  restrictions,  were  many,  and 
from  the  report  most  enjoyable.  Reference  is  also  made  to 
visits  to  other  jurisdictions,  among  these  he  speaks  of  his  so- 
journ among  our  Companions  in  Toronto  during  our  1945 
Convocation.    We  were  indeed  happy  to  have  him  with  us. 

As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Masonic 
Home,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Miles  reported  on  conditions  in  connection 
with  that  philanthropic  work.  We  congratulate  the  Craft  upon 
the  splendid  humanitarian  effort  of  those  responsible  for  the 
Masonic  Home. 
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Dispensations  were  numerous  but  of  no  particular  interest 
to  others  than  the  Chapters  affected. 

In  his  valedictory  remarks  the  Grand  High  Priest  spoke  in 
a  serious  vein  and  reminded  those  present  that  we  are  Builders 
but  let  us  quote  a  few  lines —     , 

"The  task  before  us  is  collosal,  but  with  an  implicit  faith  that 
the  best  shall  ultimately  prevail,  and  a  sincere  hope  that  our  labors 
shall  hasten  its  fruition,  let  us  unremittingly  press  onward  in  the 
building  of  that  symbolic  edifice  which  shall  meet  the  test  of  the 
Grand  Overseers'  Squares,  and  become  a  part  of  that  larger  and 
nobler  ideal  'that  House  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
Heavens'." 

Finances  in  Virginia,  according  to  the  Grand  Treasurer's 
report,  appear  sound  and  secure.  Assets  in  excess  of  expenses 
with  a  Loan  Fund  of  some  $20,000.00,  this  latter  for  the  pur- 
poses of  financially  assisting  students  to  acquire  a  higher  edu- 
cation.   This,  we  feel,  is  a  most  laudable  undertaking. 

The  Grand  Secretary  writes  a  very  interesting  report,  the 
outstanding  feature  of  which  is  a  record  of  a  gain  of  1,350 
members  during  the  year.  Truly  a  most  impressive  achieve- 
ment. 

P.G.H.P.  E.  Fenno  Heath,  an  experienced  and  talented  Re- 
viewer writes  the  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence.  From 
a  very  interesting  Foreword  we  extract  the  following  thought- 
ful comment  on  the  close  of  the  war  and  the  problems  of  peace : 

"When  the  causes  thereof  become  well-understood,  by  being  blasted 
out  into  the  open,  we  hope  the  common  man  will  take  cognizance 
and  insist  his  agents  prepare  carefully  for  future  conferences  which 
must  be  directed  toward  attaining  the  pattern  of  peace  we  sought, 
and  won  in  battle — a  world  peace,  impervious  to  any  future  demands 
of  the  god  Mars.     Failure  means  'lights  out'  forever." 

Following  a  well  established  style  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Heath  pro- 
vides much  illuminative  information  as  to  the  condition  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry.  All  of  which  is  bright  and  optimistic. 
Not  referring  to  Comp.  Heath  but  to  the  many  reviewers,  who 
for  years  past  have  written  in  a  pessimistic  strain,  it  is  indeed 
pleasant  to  note  the  change-over  this  year.  The  croakers  are 
no  longer  with  us,  those  who  have  been  wont  to  groan  are  now 
constrained  to  cheer  for  the  clouds  have  melted  away  leaving 
God's  bright  sunlight  to  inspire  us  to  move  onward  and  upward 
to  greater  heights  of  usefulness. 
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Canada  is  generously  reviewed.  Facts  and  figures,  note 
and  comment  give  full  coverage  to  our  1944  Convocation. 
Liberal  space  is  given  to  excerpts  from  our  Grand  Z.'s  address, 
indeed,  we  should  say  that  very  little  of  import  seems  to  have 
escaped  the  scrutinizing  eye  of  Comp.  Heath.  We  do  appreci- 
ate his  friendly  reference  to  our  reviews  and  shall  be  happy 
to  accept  his  kind  invitation  to  visit  Virginia  at  the  first  avail- 
able opportunity.  We  should  like  to  meet,  in  person,  those 
whom  we  regard  as  friends  by  correspondance.  We  have  en- 
joyed our  brief  sojourn  among  our  friends  of  Virginia  though 
it  be  in  "absentia"  and  again  many  thanks  for  your  charming 
verbal  bouquet. 

Rev.  Thomas  W.  Hooper,  D.D.,  having  been  unanimously 
elected  Grand  High  Priest  was  formally  installed  into  that  high 
and  important  office.  From  the  biographical  sketch  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Hooper,  we  learn  that  he  brings  to  the  office  a  wealth 
of  experience,  having  not  only  served  as  Grand  Master,  but  also 
as  the  active  head  of  many  associate  bodies.  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
Hillman  continues  to  serve  as  Grand  Secretary. 

Canada  is  represented  in  Virginia  by  F.  L.  Grimstead,  while 
Virginia's  representative  near  our  Grand  Chapter  is  Fred  G. 
Smith.

The  Sixty-First  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Seattle,  June 
20,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  was  opened  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  S.  Evans, 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  in  the  absence  of  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Crowe,  who  at  that  time  was  still  serving  in  the  U.S.  Navy. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  to  lend  sup- 
port to  the  proceedings. 

The  address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  very 
comprehensive  document.  It  not  only  provides  a  resume  of 
his  official  acts,  but  includes  a  reference  to  the  activities  of 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Crowe  prior  to  his  surrendering  the  gavel  to 
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take  up  his  duties  in  the  Navy.  After  a  welcome  couched  in 
gracious  terms  and  a  reference  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  he 
spoke  at  length  on  the  Peace  Conference  being  held  in  San 
Francisco.    We  excerpt  the  following — 

"The  world  today  is  smaller  than  ever  before.  The  great  develop- 
ment of  transportation  and  rapid  means  of  communication,  has 
brought  us  in  touch  with  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth.  We  cannot 
shut  our  eyes  nor  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  great  cause  of  humanity. 
All  the  eyes  fo  the  world  are  upon  us.    We  must  build  for  peace." 

Many  dispensations  were  issued  but  these  were  all  purely 
routine.  Visitations  are  set  forth  in  detail,  while  under  "Mis- 
cellaneous" R.  Ex.  Comp.  Evans  enumerates  in  chronological 
order  his  official  acts. 

It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  a  new  Chapter  was  instituted 
which  is  always  an  evidence  that  conditions  have  changed  for 
the  better. 

This  very  complete  report  concludes  with  a  further  refer- 
ence to  correspondence  received,  and  a  word  of  thanks  to  those 
who  assisted  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  during  the  year. 

We  glean  from  the  Grand  Treasrer's  report  that  all  is  well 
with  Grand  Chapter  from  a  financial  standpoint.  Receipts 
$5,708.95.  Expenditures  $3,950.90,  with  some  $5,000.00  in 
United  States  Defence  Bonds. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we  learn  that  Washing- 
ton, like  the  majority  of  Grand  Jurisdictions,  records  a  net  in- 
crease in  membership  of  616,  notwithstanding  a  rather  heavy 
loss  through  death  and  other  causes. 

With  unalloyed  pleasure  we  read  the  address  of  Dr.  Geo.  H. 
Scofield  and  well  it  may  be  termed  a  "Grand  Oration"  dealing 
with  the  subject,  "Building  Forever".  He  graphically  describes 
a  building  by  one  named  Piso,  a  Roman.  This  builder  was  so 
sure  that  his  building  would  stand  forever  that  he  inscribed 

over  the  doorway  the  words,  "Piso  Builds  For  Ever".  After 
reminding  his  listeners  of  the  fate  of  this  building,  which  Time 
quickly  destroyed,  he  has  this  to  say — 
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"Is  there  then  any  such  thing  as  building  forever?  Do  all  the 
cloud-capped  towers,  the  gorgeous  palaces,  the  solemn  temples  thus 
dissolve  and  leave  no  trace  behind?  Do  all  earth's  dreams  of  im- 
mortality disappear?  No!  But  he  who  would  build  forever  must 
choose  other  material  than  stones  and  mortar.  Everyone  must  build 
some  kind  of  an  edifice,  for  life  is  structural.  Life  is  a  building. 
It  rises  slowly,  day  by  day,  through  the  years.  Every  new  lesson 
we  learn  lays  a  block  on  the  structure.  Every  experience,  every 
touch  of  another  life  of  ours,  every  influence  that  impresses  us  adds 
something  to  it.  All  life  furnishes  the  material — 'Our  todays  and 
yesterdays  are  the  blocks  with  which  we  build.'  Our  destiny  is 
involved  in  the  quality  of  our  architecture.  Wherefore  as  Paul  says 
— 'Let  every  man  take  heed  how  he  buildeth;  for  his  work  shall  be 
made  manifest  of  what  sort  it  is;  the  day  shall  declare  it  and  the 
fire  shall  try  it\" 

We  should  very  much  like  to  quote  this  sterling"  address  in 
its  entirety  as  it  should  be  read  by  every  Mason,  but  lack  of 
space  forbids  and  we  must  content  ourselves  with  quoting  these 
lines  on  character — 

"Character  is  built  as  temples  are, 
Based  on  truth's  eternal  law; 
Sure  and  steadfast,  without  flaw, 
Through  the  sunshine,  through  the  snows, 
Up  and  on  the  building  goes. 
Every  fair  thing  finds  its  place, 
Every  hard  thing  lends  a  grace." 

Beautifully  worded  "Memorials"  to  the  memory  of  Past 
Grand  High  Priest's  Horace  W.  Tyler,  Dr.  James  H.  Johnson 
and  Reuben  H.  Gould  attract  our  attention  and  are  most  im- 
pressive. 

The  Proceedings  contain  a  brief  historical  sketch  of  the 
origin  of  the  various  degrees  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  this 
information  should  prove  illuminative  to  all  who  read  it. 

Ralph  P.  Mulvane,  P.G.H.P.,  writes  the  Review  and  inter- 
esting it  proves  to  be.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mulvane  does  not  report 
on  each  individual  Grand  Chapter,  but  gives  a  splendid  pen 
picture  of  conditions  through  the  Capitular  realm.  While  such 
a  report  is  difficult  for  other  correspondents  to  review,  it  never- 
theless, has  considerable  merit.    Congratulations! 

Shadrach  Evans  was  elected  and  regularly  installed  as 
Grand  High  Priest.  Samuel  S.  Endslow,  as  to  be  expected, 
continues  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  the  close  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

Andrew  E.  Solberg  represents  Canada  in  Washington,  while 
Alexander  Miller  carries  Washington's  commission  in  Canada. 
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WESTERN  AUSTRALIA

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  review  the  Masonic  activities  of 
our  friends  and  Companions  "down  under,,.  Western  Australia 
does  not  publish  its  Proceedings,  therefore,  we  have  to  depend 
upon  on  other  sources  for  information.  Perhaps  it  may  not  be 
out  of  place  to  pay  tribute  here  to  Western  Australia's  Grand 
Representative  in  Canada,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  Shaw,  who,  with 
the  assistance  of  our  Grand  Representative  in  Western  Aus- 
tralia, R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Berry,  is  doing  a  splendid  work  in 
forging  links  of  friendship  and  brotherhood  to  bind  the  two 
jurisdictions  more  closely  together. 

The  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Perth,  October  31st, 
1945,  with  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rossiter  presiding.  Many  distinguish- 
ed visitors  were  present,  including  the  Grand  Superintendent 
of  the  District  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland. 

The  address  of  Dr.  Rossiter,  while  not  lengthy,  contains 
many  worth-while  thoughts.  In  his  introductory  remarks  he 
spoke  of  the  close  of  the  Great  War  II,  and  among  other  things 
referred  to  the  re-building  of  the  Temple  of  Peace,  but  let  us 
quote  his  own  words — 

"And  now  to  the  building  of  the  Temple  of  Peace.  The  World  War, 
no  more  than  did  any  other,  has  not  solved  the  world's  problems  of 
construction  and  reconstruction — it  has  not  even  laid  the  founda- 
tions. As  with  other  wars,  however,  it  has  cleared  away  a  lot  of 
rubbish — human  and  otherwise — in  preparation  for  the  foundations. 
And  a  great  multitude  of  builders* — worthy  builders — will  be  re- 
quired. And  what  is  the  price  of  a  Temple  of  Peace?  The  price  of 
peace  is  surely  righteousness,  and  the  price  must  be  paid  in  full. 
It  is  righteousness  that  exalteth  a  nation — sin  is  a  reproach  to  any 
people.  This  righteousness  must  measure  up  to  those  moral  stand- 
ards which  civilization  has  slowly  evolved  throughout  the  ages — 
and  we  are  proud  to  think  that  Freemasonry  has  played  no  mean 
part  as  a  cultural  and  civilising  agency  in  propounding  her  peculiar 
system  of  morality,  veiled  in  allegory  and  illustrated  by  symbols. 
So  let  us  to  the  task— for  here  there  are  jobs  for  all." 

After  enumerating  his  dispensations  and  visitations  the 
Grand  Z.  spoke  of  conditions  in  the  Subordinate  Chapters.  He 
said,  all  were  making  progress  in  the  right  direction  and  as  a 
result,  the  jurisdiction  recorded  a  substantial  increase  in  mem- 
bership during  the  past  year.

The  address  closed  with  a  commentary  on  the  splendid  sup- 
port he  had  received  from  the  various  officers  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

This  being  the  occasion  of  the  election  of  officers  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  and  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Dr.  J.  S.  Battye,  assumed  the  sceptre, 
and  as  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Rossiter  was  the  unanimous  choice  for 
Grand  Z.  he  was  installed  into  office  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Battye. 
This,  by  the  way,  was  the  commencement  of  Dr.  Rossiter's 
third  term  of  office.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  C.  Anderson  was  re- 
invested as  Grand  Scribe  E. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  clearly  indicates  that 
finances  in  Western  Australia  are  on  a  sound  bases,  with  solid 
investments  in  Commonwealth  bonds. 

That  conditions  are  flourishing"  is  best  indicated  by  the 
formation  of  a  number  of  new  Lodges  and  Chapters,  two  of 
these  latter,  Ingle  wood  and  Viking  Chapters,  have  already  been 
established  with  others  in  the  process  of  formation. 

Western  Australia  holds  quarterly  meetings  in  the  months 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October.  These  quarterlies  from 
the  information  before  us  deals  largely  with  administrative 
matters. 

While  we,  in  Canada,  are  bound  to  our  Companions  of  West- 
ern Australia  by  fraternal  ties,  we  also  have  much  in  common, 
for  are  we  not  both  members  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of 
Nations  ?  We  speak  the  same  language,  owe  allegiance  to  the 
same  Crown  and  are  actuated  by  the  same  lofty  ideals.  Let  us, 
therefore,  keep  taut  the  silver  cord  that  binds  us  together,  not 
alone  as  citizens  of  that  great  community  of  nations  known  as 
the  British  Empire,  but  as  kinsmen  and  brethren  of  the  mystic 
tie. 

Canada  is  ably  represented  in  Western  Australia  by  W.  II. 
Berry  of  Wembly  Park,  while  our  Australian  friends  have  a 
doughty  champion  in  Canada  in  the  person  of  Grand  Repre- 
sentative W.  J.  Shaw. 

WISCONSIN 

Miller  W.  Leary — Grand  High  Priest. 
William  F.  Weiler — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Ninety-Fifth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Mil- 
waukee, October  23,  1945. 
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Following  a  beautiful  organ  recital  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Leary 
opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Full  Form  after  which  the  United 
States  colors  were  received  and  properly  placed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  gavel  used  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  was  made  from  a  piece  of  English  oak,  taken  from 
the  ruins  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  Bristol,  England,  which  was 
destroyed  by  enemy  action  in  1940.  Honoured  guests  were 
many  and  represented  the  various  branches  of  Masonry,  as 
well  as  delegations  from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Illinois,  Iowa, 
and  Michigan. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  received  the  customary 
Grand  Honours,  as  also  did  twenty-four  Grand  Representatives 
with  Canada  being  represented  by  the  ever  faithful  Elmer  S. 
Owens. 

The  address  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Leary  proves  to  be  a  some- 
what lengthy  document,  but  one  is  amply  repaid  for  the  read- 
ing. His  eloquent  reference  to  the  conclusion  of  world-wide 
hostilities  is  most  interesting  and  concludes  with  these  words — 

"It  is  therefore  fitting1  and  proper  that  we  pleoge  ourselves  to 
united  effort  in  the  promotion  of  brotherly  love,  right  and  truth,  and 
that  this  Grand  Convocation  be  dedicated  to  Universal  Peace." 

Under  the  caption  Necrology,  he  speaks  with  feeling  of  the 
loss  sustained  through  the  passing  of  M.  Ex.  Comps.  F.  S. 
Thompson  and  Don.  W.  Weaver. 

Twenty-two  dispensations  were  granted  for  purely  adminis- 
trative matters  with  but  one  request  denied  and  that  to  ballot 
at  a  Special  Convocation. 

Appointments  and  visitations  are  fully  covered,  although 
M.  Ex.  Comp.  Leary  does  not  list  more  than  two  or  three  of 
his  many  visits. 

Among  his  recommendations,  we  note  one  to  authorize  the 
Grand  High  Priest  to  waive  jurisdiction  on  a  prospective  can- 
didate, who  lives  near  the  State  line,  and  whose  residence  is 
nearer  a  Chapter  in  another  jurisdiction,  than  the  Chapter  in 
Wisconsin  to  which  he  normally  should  apply. 

After  a  well  deserved  tribute  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
other  officers  for  their  whole-hearted  support  and  co-operation, 
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M.  Ex.  Comp.  Leary  ends  a  very  fine  address  by  quoting"  a  poem 
learned  in  his  boyhood  days.  Space  permits  us  to  quote  only 
the  two  final  verses — 

"In  the  walk  of  life  the  hardest, 
The  place  I  fear  and  dread, 
It  is  all  made  bright  and  happy 
In  what  my  Father  has  said. 

And  now  when  I  feel  most  lonely, 

My  path  it  is  not  clear, 
I  lean  on  one  blessed  promise 

Tis  this,  my  Father  is  near." 

From  the  fiscal  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  we  note  re- 
ceipts as  $12,230.07,  with  disbursements  which  total  $12,090.14. 
Investments  amount  to  $8,700.00. 

Wisconsin  records  a  net  gain  of  503  members,  the  largest 
increase  since  1927. 

From  a  most  impressive  report  on  Obituaries,  we  give  you 
these  beautiful  lines — 

"We  cannot  think  of  them  as  dead 
Who  walk  with  us  no  more 
Along  the  path  of  life  we  tread; 
They  have  gone  before. 

Ours  are  they  by  an  ownership 

Nor  time  nor  death  can  free 
For  God  hath  given  to  love,  to  keep 

His  own  eternity." 

Grand  Secretary,  William  F.  Weiler,  writes  the  report  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence,  and  as  usual,  his  Foreword  provides 
a  never  failing  source  of  interest  and  inspiration.  His  Fore- 
word is  pregnant  with  good  logic,  worth-while  suggestions  and 
is  embellished  by  a  number  of  poetic  gems.  We  fain  would 
quote  more  liberally  from  this  splendid  dissertation,  but  must 
content  ourselves  with  the  following  extract — 

"To  move  among  the  people  on  the  common  street;  to  meet  them 
in  the  market  place  on  equal  basis;  to  dwell  among  them,  not  as  saint 
or  monk,  but  as  brother-man  with  brother-man;  to  carry  on  all  the 
multitudinous  activities  of  the  city — commercial,  political,  social 
and  philanthropic — in  Christ's  spirit  and  for  His  ends.  This  is  the 
true  religion  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and  the  only  fitness  for  Heaven 
that  has  much  reality  to  it." 

"Come,  clear  the  way,  then,  clear  the  way; 

Blind  creeds  and  kings  have  had  their  day. 

Break  the  dead  branches  from  the  path; 

Our  hope  is  in  the  aftermath — 

Our  hope  is  in  heroic  men. 

Star-led  to  build  the  world  again. 

To  this  event  the  ages  ran: 

Make   way   for    Brotherhood — make    way    for    man!" 
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As  we  read  his  review  of  Canada,  we  feel  flattered  as  he 
states  that  it  is  a  decided  pleasure  to  review  our  Proceedings. 
He  catagorized  our  Grand  Chapter  as  "really  tops." 

He  refers  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Burden's  address  as  outstanding 
and  devotes  considerable  space  to  liberal  extracts  from  this 
address.  After  covering  various  phases  of  our  Convocation  he 
very  generously  deals  with  our  last  review,  quotes  extensively 
from  our  Foreword  and  expresses  the  hope  that  he  may  again 
have  an  opportunity  of  visiting  our  Grand  Chapter.  Just  here, 
may  we  say,  that  we  shall  look  forward  to  that  visit  and  assure 
Comp.  Weiler  of  a  warm  fraternal  welcome  should  he  find  time 
and  opportunity  to  visit  Canada.  Congratulations,  Comp. 
Weiler,  we  have  as  usual  thoroughly  enjoyed  our  brief  visit 
through  the  medium  of  your  Proceedings  with  our  friends  of 
Wisconsin. 

Gilbert  R.  Gehrke  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest,  and  we  are  happy  to  note  that  William  F.  Weiler  con- 
tinues as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  October  23,  1945. 

Wisconsin  is  efficiently  represented  in  Canada  by  William 
J.  Wads  worth,  while  Elmer  S.  Owens  ably  represents  our  Grand 
Chapter  in  Wisconsin. 

WYOMING 

Forest  G.  Wheeler — Grand  High  Priest. 
Edward  J.  Treglown — Grand  Secretary. 

The  Thirty-Seventh  Annual  Convocation  held  in  Casper, 
July  10,  1945. 

Grand  Chapter  was  formally  opened  with  nine  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  in  attendance.  Owing  to  travel  restrictions  visi- 
tors were  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 

Twenty-three  Jurisdictions  were  represented  by  their 
Grand  Representatives,  although  we  note  with  regret  the  ab- 
sence of  Canada's  Good-Will  Ambassador. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Wheeler  almost  estab- 
lishes a  record  for  brevity.  He  extended  the  customary  greet- 
ing and  stated  that  owing  to  conditions  it  was  decided  to  hold 
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a  strictly  business  session.  Appointments,  installations  and 
visitations  are  covered  briefly,  while  in  his  closing  paragraph 
he  makes  a  few  general  comments  under  the  caption  of  "Mis- 
cellaneous". 

Finances  are  dealt  with  in  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report 
and  indicate  that  fiscal  affairs  are  well  managed.  Receipts 
$1,603.00  with  disbursements  of  $1,120.52,  and  investments  in 
War  Bonds  of  $5,000.00  completes  the  financial  picture. 

The  really  interesting  section  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  re- 
port deals  with  membership  and  it  is  worth-while  to  note  that 
a  substantial  gain  is  recorded. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  we  learn  that 
the  Grand  High  Priest's  expenses  are  to  be  paid,  but  these  are 
restricted  to  $200.00,  and  that  he  is  required  to  render  an 
itemized  account  of  his  expenses.  We  mention  this  as  in 
Canada  our  Grand  Z.'s  expenses  are  all  paid.  There  is  no  re- 
striction on  the  amount,  which  is  left  to  his  own  good  judg- 
ment and  further  he  makes  no  accounting  of  the  money  so 
spent. 

From  the  report  on  Necrology,  this  definition  of  the  tran- 
sition between  life  and  death  is  nicely  expressed.  "Death  is 
the  starlit  strip  between  the  companionship  of  yesterday  and 
the  re-unions  of  to-morrow." 

James  R.  Mitchell  was  duly  elected  and  installed  Grand 
High  Priest,  while  Forest  G.  Wheeler  assumes  the  duties  of 
Grand  Secretary. 

Mason  I.  Chapin  is  Canada's  representative  in  Wyoming, 
while  our  Grand  Second  Principal,  F.  W.  Dean,  has  the  honor 
of  representing  Wyoming  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 
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
